Mr, PRItIDINTt Oentlemen, I have to perforin the melancholy 
duty of expressing the grief of this Council for the loss of five dis- 
tinguished members. In the interval that bus elapsed since the last 
sitting of the previous Council the deaths have occurred of Nawab 
Bahadur Saiyid Nawab Ali Chnudhuri, Khan Bahadur, r.i.K., of 
Dhanbari, Babu Jogendra Nath Roy, eldest son of Raja Janaki Nath 
Roy of Bhagyakul (Dacca), Mr. Byomkesh Chakravarti. Mr. Justice 
E. B. H. I'anton of the Calcutta High Court and Mr. John Cottle. 

Nawab Bahadur Nnwab AH Chaudhuri, the late leader of this 
House, came from the Saiyid family of Dhanbari in Mymensingh. 
The family dates from the days of the Moghul Emperor sLih Jahan. 

The late NhwulA^ Bahadur was born at Natore in December, 1863, 
educated at the Rajshahi Collegiate School and later at St. Xavier’s 
College. Calcutta. He was a member of the Eastern Bengal and 
Assam Legislative Council from 1906 to 1911, of the Bengal l.<egis- 
lative from 1912 to 1916, of the Imperial Legislative Council 

from 1916 to 19»\ In 1921 he was relumed as an 

elected member of the Bengal Legislative Council and was a member 
of the first Ministry in the reformed Council during 1921 to 1928. He 
was again retum^ as an elected member to the second reformed 
Council in DeeemW, 1923. and was appointed a in Mirch, 

1925, but held office ditaly for a short period. In Rm suae yegr he 

was appointed a Member of the Executive Gonncil. Thie " Met he

son and the Mnbattimadan coiiiitiiinit 3 r an ardent and fearleie |ialitni« 

Babn Jogendra Nath Roy of Bhagyakul was a nieiitber of the 
Bengal liegielative Coiinoil during 1921 to 1923. He wa# one of the 
wealthiest men in Bengal carrying on an exteuiive busineim ineludtng 
inland navigation. The Bhag>‘akul family has always lieen noted for 
their libarality and the i]e<\«ased metiilier did not fail to rany* on the 
fatiiily tradition. 

The career of the la<e Mr. Hyotiikesh Chakravarti is known to inoit 
of us here. From humble beginnings he rose to be one of the fore« 
most Hamsters in Bengal and eventually held the high office of 
Minister. The last years of his life were unhappily clouded with ill* 
ness and misfortune and his death came as a happy release. Bengal 
erill, however, mourn hi* loss as a man who spent the greater portion 
of his life and his great and undoubted talents in her service. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Justice E. B. H, Panton joined the Indian Civil 
Service in DctoWr, IHfttl. and after having seiv’ed first as Magittrate 
and Collector and then as District and Sessions Judge in several districte 
of Bengal and Bihar and Orissa InN'aine the Sup^rinteiideiit and 
Keiiiembiancer of I^gal Affairs to the Government of Bengal in 1915. 
Judicial Se<Tetary in 1918 and in the satiie year was ap|M)itited 
officiating Judge of the (Calcutta High Court and was cotifirmeii in 
this last appoiiitineiit from 0th December* 1922. At different periodi 
during the years 1916 to 1918 he was a member of the Bengal I^giilaiive 
Council under the old constitution. 

Mr. John Cottle was a iiieinber of ibis Council representing the 
(Calcutta Trades Asimcdation Constituency for a few months in 1924 
He died on the 18th July last Mr. Cottle was the managing director 
of Morrison & Cottle Company, Ltd., and for a time master of the 
Calcutta Trades Atsoeiation.

The following extract from the Commissioner’s 
rejKirt on Distrif t Boards for the year 1927-28 gf>es to show that the 
jmsition is improving: — 

“ In the 24-Parganus sinking of 150 tube-wells, excavation of 6 
tanks, re-excavation of 26 tanks and two niasoniy wells were fx>m- 
pleted during the year under rei^rt. In addition a good number of 
tuW-wells were sunk by the Union Boards. The excavation of seven 
tanks, four masonry wells and sinking of 40 tube-wells were under 
construction. The total number of tulie-wells came to 841, and the 
Board iiiaintaiTied a staff consisting of one Insj>ector, one mechanic and 
five mistries to look after them. A sum of Rs. 12,898 was jiaid by the 
Board for the ctma^ined water-supply scheme to supplement the Govem- 
nient grant placed under the District Magistrate for the sinking of 
tulie- wells and excavation of tanks in rural areas done through the 
I^>cal Boards, Union Boards and Union Committees. It is reported 
that the Board was able to remove to some extent the water scarcity 
of the district.” 

The expenditure of the District Board on water-supply in the same 
year was Rs. 96,247, and the proyiosals for a special water-supply loan 
include an application for a loan of Rs. 1,00,000 from this BoardV An 
annual allotment is made by the Cominiisioner to the Distriel Magis- 
trate out of the provision of Rs. 2,60,000 for expenditure on water- 
eupply. Government have no special measnres in eonlemplaliott for 
ibis district apart from its general policy.

mendation of His Excellency the Governor, I Ug to move that> a 
sum of Rs. 60,000 be grranted for expenditure under the head 
“ 32.— Medical ” for grant to the Calcutta Hospital Nurses' 
Institution. 

This, Sir, is a non-recurring grant to enable the Nurses’ Institution 
to tide over their imniediote financial difficulties. It appears that 
in the year 1928 their deficit amounted to over Rs. 50,tK)t). It also 
appears that during the last three years the institution has been 
working at a deficit, and the total amount of the deficit fw the last 
three years is about Rs. TO.IKKJ. The institution has almost reached 
the limit of its overdrawing powers from the bank: and, unless 
immediate help be forthcoming, the institution will Iw placed in an 
extremely difficult position. 

A« a result of its financial jMwition the institution had to stop 
recruiting' from April last. The effect of this stojipajfe has lieen that 
the nurses in the Medical C#Jle|re Hospital are lieinjf overworked. 
Some of the prolMitionerH on account of overwNuk have left their 
S€»rvice and nursinjr in the hospital is sufferiiifr. In the intei'est of 
the hospitals of Cah utta it is of t4ie utmost importance to jrive this 
timely relief to the Xiirses’ Institution. 

With the.se words. Sir, I move the demand that stands in my 
name. 

■•btf iEJOY KRISHNA BOSE: I be^ to move (hat the demand 
of Ha. 50,000 under the head “ ^2. — Medical for grant to the 

Calcutta Hospital Nurses' Institution \m reduced by Its. 40,5(K). 

It was only lour inonths ago in Marr h last that we fully discussed 
this subje<'^t in the House. The demand was then made for a lakh 
of rupees and there was consideraMe reluctance on the part of most 
of the members to supiH>rt the Government proposal. A coiiiproniise 
was at last arrived at; and althougrh there was not a definite promise 
but there was something' like a promise made that efiorts would be 
made to train Indian nurses. To-day no reason has been given by 
the Hon’ble Member why within these four months it has been found 
neeeesary to come forward with a further demand of He. 60,000 under 
that head again. The only reason gi%*en is that during the last three 
years the deficit of the institution amounted to Bs. 70,000* II that 
m so it was within the knowledge of the Hon ’Me Member in charge 
in March last and why was it that he did not then make a demai^ 
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of one lakli and fleventy thousand rupees. Why these denuAids are 
l>eing made piecemeal 1 do not undmtanil. If I remember aright 
the Hon’ble Member then stated that a large number of Indian ladies 
were not coming forward to take their training in nursing and that 
is the reason why Indian women could not be trained as nurses. In 
the course of the si^eec^h—if I remember aright — ^he invited the co- 
operation of ray friends Dr. Bidhan Chandra Eoy and Dr. Kumud 
Sankar Kay to work out a scheme for the purpose of giving training 
to Indian nurses. 

Dr. KUMUD SANKAR RAYs On a point of personal explanation. 
The Hon We Member referred to the scheme in his speech but since 
then I have heard nothing about it. 

Bibu BSJOY KRISHNA BOSE* I was about* to say that. Before 
we vote for the supplementary demand I should like to know whether 
the Hon’ble MeiiiWr had asked the help of the two eminent Doctors 
he named to formulate the scheme or any step has Wen taken to 
carry out the scheme if one is already prepared. I fear, Sir, that 
nothing has been done, that no attempt has been made to train Indian 
nurses and now we are told that because there is a deficit we should 
grant another Us. 5(),(KK>. I am not muc h in tnich with the Corpora^ 
tion now but 1 understand there was a hot discussion with regard 
to the CoriKiration grant to this institution and that a compromise 
was arrived at* on a promise being made ihat some Indian women would 
be trained as nurses. If I am incorrect in my statement I hope the 
Corponit»icm meiiiWrs who are also members of this Council will (‘orrecd 
me. 

My next point is this : Perhaps it would l>e said that it isS difficult 
to train Indian women as nurses; they have not got mueh English 
education. I do not know whether this is a sufficient reason why Indian 
women could not W trained as nurses. Certainly they can he trained 
even if they are not educated in English — they can be trained in 
Bengali, iiistrucliuns as to the names of medicines, in the use of 
instruments can he given in Bengali. It was said by Mr. Clarke 
that there are over 70,0(M) Indian patients in the hospitals, while the 
laittiber of £uro[>ean patients was only 8.000 or 9,000, If this is so 
there is all the more reason why Indian women should be trained as 
nurses for the purpose of attending to these Indian patients. I do 
not know arhether Government has ever thought that not only women 
but men should also he trained in the art of nursing. I understanil 
that this is being done in the Camiichael Medical College. 

It is said that these nurses are trained in this institution for dit 
purpose of acting as nurses in the different hospitals in Oalcntln bnl 
1 believe that nurses who are trained in these institutions also mjegr 
the ptivtlege of private practice and some at them am not oven in 
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touch ^th any o# the hospitalo. If yoo look vp Telephone Ofhide 
yoB will find there are centre* where theee European nuraea trained 
in ^ iiwtitute may be found. We find a Nuraee’ Bureau at 116, 
Elliott Road. There is aucrther nuraes centre at 36, CJhowringhee, 
and there are other centres also. I should like to know whether thee* 
nurses have been trained in this institute or not before we vote for 
this demand. I know that these nurses demand very high fees for 
attendinir patients and I do not know whether provincial revenuea 
ought to be chatted for the purposes of training of these nurses in 
order that they may practice as private nurses charging high fees. 
M 3 submission is that until a scheme is made out to train Indian 
women as nurses, prtrtincial revenue ought not to be charged in thia 
manner for the Hospital Nurses’ Instttute.

Bfihll MANMATHA NATH ROY t I beg to move that Uie demand 
of Rs. 50,0(10 under the head “ 32.— Medical ” for grant to the 
('alcutta Hospital Nurses’ Institution be reduced by Re. 1 

This token cut of He. 1 is meant raise a debate on tt>e question 
of emploj'inent of and facilities for Indian nurses — ^a subject which 
has already l>een touched ujmjii by my learned friend Mr. B. K. Hose, 
the mover of the motion for reduction. In March last, as has been 
mentioned by Mr. B. K. Bose, the Hon’ble Sir P. C. Mitter assured 
this House, when this House voted a demand of It*. 1 lakh for the 
same puriraae, that he would formulate a scheme for the training of 
an adequate number of Indian nurses. It ap|>ears thati in four months 
the I^itnte needs Rs. 50,000 more. It may be known to the members 
of this House that the Calcutta Hospital Nurses’ Institute was estab* 
lished about 70 years ago for the pui 7 »ose of training, recruiting and 
sullying the entire nursing staff to certain hospitals in Calcutta and 
the name important of these hospital* are the Presideney Oenerai 
Hospital Md the Medical Ccdlege Hospital. One essential point to 
be noted is that this Institute enjoys a monopoly in the matter of 
SHp^y of nurses to thsse bospitsls. I do not deny that the Nunso^ 
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Jnstitut® which was started 70 years ago had done splendid work 
especially at a time when there was no other institution for training 
nurses in this country and no Indian ladies could be availaUe fw 
the purpose ; but though the state of things has now changed the 
pnvilege of serving as nurses in these hospitals has remaiMd a 
privilege for a few and the Indian ladies are denied the privilege of 
bting trained in this Institute. I must say that I do not raise any 
racial question and I hate raising racial questions while ^i^otwing 
any subject in this House. The question which I raise is a question 
purely of principle. 

In the hospitals served by this Institute, about one lakh of indoor 
and outdoor patients are treated; of these 14,000 are Europeans and 
Anglo-Indians and 86,000 are Indians. I do not. grudge our Anglo- 
Indian and European friends being nursed by their own people but 
the ‘l«««t'on which arises is, whether the Anglo-Indian nursing staff 
IS at all suitable for the 86,000 Indian patients. Of couise there is 
the question of ex,.en8e; it cannot W denied that. Indian nurses mav 
l.e had at certainly much less cost. I do not press that jMiint at pre- 
aent but the more iiiiporiant point now is whether the Anglo-Indian 
nurses ni-e at all suitable for the purpose of Indian patients. It can- 
not 1h« denied that our Anglo-Indian nurses d,, not understand the 
language of the Indian patients; they do not know the manners and 
customs of these Indian jiatients and they are not in a position to 
appreciate the small details which ore essential to a successful relation- 
ship of the patient and the nurse. It is said and it is often urged 
that the Indian nurses of the right tyjie are not available. I deny 
that char^ and say that it cannot be Uue. Dr. Bidhan Ch. Rov 
will lie able to testify that he is the head of on institution which has 
imined nurses purely from the bhadralog class and so also Dr. Kumud 
hankar Roy can testify to the successful working of the Chittaranjan 
llospital by Indian nurses. It cannot lie true to say that the 
Institution has failed to secure the right type of Indian' ladies suit- 
able for nursing. The Institute in its rejiort in 1927 said, and there 
the truth came mt. that they were not prepared to train Indian nurses 
without additional grants from the Government and the Corporation. 
That IS the real reason, that is the truth, and it is a mere camouflage 
t4. say that the right tyiie of Indian nurses are not available. The 
-inclusion seems to me to be this: that the Institute has either no 
inclination to secure the proper type of Indian ladies or it does not 
wnjoy the confidence of the Indian public. In either case, I would 
the Institute to give op this monopoly of supplying nurses. When 
Jn^an nurses have proved successful such a monopoly is wlwdlT 
unjustified. Dr. Bidhan Ch. Roy and Dr. Kumud Sankar Roy are 
Abere and there are various others who are in a position to train Indian 
®'***** these hospitals. If the Institute has failed in its duty I 
erottld ask the Oovemnient to employ some other means fiw {woriding 
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Colcirtte Corporotioa offorod to train four Indian nunM. I aak thM 
Honw^vh^her this ts a nuinbar suflScient for the pnrpow or in any way 
near it. I emphatically repudiate the auggeetion that an adequate 
number of auitable Indian nuraea are not available or that thee have 
been found wanting. . — » 


Mr. W. L. TRAVERS: During the March aeaaion we had what 
I thought a very inatroctive deUte upon the aubjwt which ia now 
Iwfore the Council. It waa my thought towarda the concluaion of 
that debate that we had come to aome aort of rough arrangement 
between this side of the House and the other in regard to thia great 
and imiKirtaiit subject of nursing. There is a desire, a perfecUv 
natural and a perfectly reasonable desiie, amongst Bengalis that moie 
girls of their community should be taught and instructed in the great 
task of nursing and that more of them should adopt that form of 
livelihood. Up to the present the Calcutta Nurses Institute although 
they huvf tried have not lieen successful in getting either the right 
• lass or the right ty|e of Indian girls f<ir that teatrhing. On the 
other hand it was clearly expressed in the budget debate that certain 
eminent Intlian d«stfirs who are also stH-ial reformers hud been 
successful. I .said then and I say now with the greatest emphasis 
that the British group here— and more than the British group 
all Britishers in Cul. uttii and all of them have the greatest sympathy 
with the desire and are willing to push forward the scheme in any 
way which is open to them. It seems to me now that we have got to 
what may la* stated to be a stumbling block. What is re<|tiired is a 
s< he,ne or programme and I h.rpe and trust that, liefore tha next 
budget •■omes up a scheme or programme for the training of Indian 
nurses will have Iweii prepared. I am very sorry that I myrnlf do 
not live in Calcutta or else I would la* glad to work for this admirable 
object. Meanwhile, as I say let ns hope that by next Mart;h when we 
discuss the budget we shall have a scheme liefore us and we, on this 
side of the House, will la* able to redeem with the greatest pleasure 
the pledge that we have made to support this projiosBl for a grant 
frotii Go vern merit. 

But meanwhile there is the question of this Nursing Institution 
Itself. There u no doubt, apparently that it is so far as its finance is 
cOTcera^ in a very bad way. For four years there was a deficit sad 
o gradually increased until there is a net deficit of 

bo, 000 over and beyond the amount that it has received fr ff w i 
Oovwnment. As the position u at present though more Indian 
•*e beiag tremed it seems to me that the only society for the "Mfu f t 
to enpply aarsee to the hoepatale is the Celcutte Nones’ 
sad that for tha inssant it ia onr dntjr and our j<d> to aufipejit MmA 
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iiifftititiioii (miiii] we Britisliers do our beet to help the institution by 
rolontaiy subscriptions as well). But as I say let us hope that next 
March there will be either a grunt to a Branch of the Calcutta Nursing 
Institution to deal with Indian nurses or to a sister organisation and 
the mover of this resolution will find that we on this side will, as I 
say, cany out our pledge of support to the letter. In the meantime 
I ask this House to vote this grant without very much more debate. 

BhIhi SANTOSH KUMAR BASUS As one connected with the 
civic administration of this great city I feel reluctant to oppose a 
giant of this character, but I feel bound to oppose this particular 
motion for grant. I support the amendment moved by luy friend 
Mr. B. K. Bose. This question of grant to the Calcutta Hospital 
Nurses’ Institution is not new either to this House or to the other 
body — I iiiean, the Corporation of Calcutta. In meetings of the 
Calcutta Corporation this question has been raised again and again 
and it has been de<*ided that we should not vote ftie full grant un]e«s 
and until we can (‘ome to some soi-t of a compromise with the Hospital 
Nurses* Institution and enfone the considered decision of the Indian 
people of the city, vis., that there should he a really decent number 
of trained Indian nurses available for nursing the Indian patients of 
the city.

We have lieen told times without nuinlier whenever these niotioim 
come up Wfore public Imdies that when the next step is lakeu, pro- 
vision for Indian nurses will he made; but that step never comes, 
and the old, old plea is put forward re|)eatedly that the right class of 
Indian nurses is not available. Sir, I say that the old, old plea of 
the right class of Indian nurses not being available, has been invariably 
trotted out in this city for many years, and it is time that some other 
new plea had l>een found out*. The Indian Civil Service was at one 
time a British inomqMily, the recruitment to it* was entirely British, 
but times haye changed and Indians are now ret‘ruited as members of 
that Service on lilt soil of India. Now do the nursing staff of the 
Calcutta Medical College Hospital reciuire such a rare and high type 
of training, that recruits caunot be had from among Indian ladies? 
Times without nutnlier we have been told that Indian ladies cannot 
be had. I refuse to believe it. I call it a libel on the mothers and 
^isters of our race. Am I to believe that ladies of India who have 
been well-known from the ancient ages for their great learning and 
inclination towards the sat^red work of nursing are unfit to work lai 
hospital numeaMn Calcutta? Those hospitals in Calcutta where 
nursing is not controlled by this trade union will bear ample leetinumy 
to the fact thai Indian nurses of the best type are available there. 
Connected as I have hmn with the Sambhu Nath Pandit Hospitid 
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to tlio liwst tha^ Indian nuraaa of tlie bait typt art avail* 
aUa il tkia city. I bava it on tba ta^limony of Colonal Danbam* 
Wbile ^Ihai ba is (wf^ tly ttatisfiad with the type of ladiaa b# gala thara 
for training. Tat it is said that Indian numas of tba right type do not 
coma forward for training. I would auggaat to Mia Hon^Wa Jlaiiibl»r 
who baa made this demand that, bafore this aupplenientary grapt ia 
praaaed before this Houae, he ought to keep liack thia preseni motion 
for the time being and bring it forward after a lapse of four montbi 
after a decent adrancNr has been made in the framing of a scheme 
for the training of Indian nurses. 

With regard to the plea olamt which we ha%e heard again jmd 
again on the flcMir of this Mouse as well as outside that if this supple- 
inentwry grant is passed this year, next time u’e come up we shall 
put forward something tangible for the Indian nurses. But the time 
has come now for us to assume a (letennined attitude and refuse thia 
grant this year and leave it to the Ooveriiiiient and their European 
irieiids to prepare a mbeme for the immeduite training of Indian 
nurses. 

This supidementary demand is made on the ground that a debcit 
has taken plare. May we know who exendses the retjuisile <beck or 
su|>ervision over the expenditniie incurred by this Institutioii There 
is no fherk or rout red exen iwd even by the (loveminent over its 
ex[»enditure. As in the mediral senice. this Institution should be 
provincialised so that the representatives of people may have some 
sort of control over its expenditure through the Government. I know 
ihe ex[>eiises incurred there are on a large scale. I concede tbah the 
nurses, having regarti to the spec iai nature of their occupation; require 
mime extra comforts, some additional amenities. 1 quite see that», 
but at Mie same time I do say that the memberM of this House ought 
to have some opportunity of control or check over the expenditure of 
the Institution. If this grunt has got to be made, they must take 
some representatives from this House on their committee. 8o far as 
this House is concerned, can it exercise the slightest control over the 
expenditure incurred there? Still we are asked time and again to 
pass supplementary grants to meet deficits for the Hospital Niirsei' 
Institution. I think the whole principle is intrinsically wrong. 
Beforo supplementary grant is passed, we want to have a clear and 
definite assurance that Oovemiiient will consider all these points fully 
and satisfy the House that they will act according to the wishes of the 
Indian representatives of the people in this House. 

Wr. 0. S. OOHtNl Th« argumrats advanced by aoma nambera of 
this H<mae ahov that they are really againat tba Oovemniant who have 
not made proviaion tm tba training of Indian niuaaa. Tba mamban of 
Oalcntta Hoiqpital Nnraaa’ Inatitntion are appointed by QovaiiltnMt 
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utd therefore the Inetitute is not responsible for the fact that only two 
Corporation representatives are included on the governing body. The 
Institution has always agreed to train Indian nurses; the Corporatbn 
asked them to train four Indian nurses as a start and only three weeks 
ago they had sanctioned the furniture grant to enable them to begin 
this work ; the arrangement however is that the Indian nurses must be 
paid on the same scale as European nurses. Oovemment, I understand, 
have a scheme in hand for training cheaper Indian nurses. Whether 
that scheme be sanctioned or not is a different matter. I may only 
tell the House how serious the situation is with which the Calcutta Hos- 
pital Nurses’ Institution is faced owng to lack of funds. It has had to 
stop recruiting, because if they were to continue recruiting, it means in- 
curring an obligation to train nurses for a definite period of years, and 
they do not know their jKtsition. The Institution is suffering now from a 
deficit of Hs. 50,000. I,et me give you the figures for the last few 
years to show how the deficit has grown up. The deficit was in

fwi fur a.s the increase in annual ex|)eudilure i.s concerned, it is due 
leiilly to expansion. Expenditure had also to be incurred to 
provide additional nur-ses for the new Eye Hospital and they 
will shortly be called upon to provide additional nurses for the Eden 
Hospital. All this requires money, and unless this House is pre- 
pared to pass this amount, the work can not possibly go on. The 
Principal of the Medical ('ollege will be forced to close down wards to 
lie able to meet the case Already within three months, recruiting 
having Wen stopped, they have got aWut 20 nurses leas than the 
number they had. They have always had the minimum number for 
the Medical College Hospital and the position now is that they require 
another 20 nurses to bring up the strength to the minimum* number. 
The Principal tt»M me only yesterday in answer to my query, that 
unless recruiting began at once, grant or no grant, he will be under 
the painful necessity of closing down wards at once. 

rmb>r these cin-umstances I trust the other sida of the House will 
see their way to withdraw their opposition. 

So far as the question of providing Indian nurses is oonoemed, as 
I have said, a scheme is now in the hand.s of Government for considera- 
tion and the Hospital Nurses’ Institution has sdways been read^ to 
undertake tbe task of training nurses provided they gat the right type 
of racmits. The raiMn for that is obvious. Tha lactoraia 
Europaans, tha nurses under training under them will have to havf a 
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oi eifa^ation. My friend Babn Bejiqr Krialma Bow 
hw fbat we may be able to train narses who are not auflBciently 

ed^nted w at all educated. I do not think they will have the aliirhtmt 
objectioin if another 8i8ter orfranisation will undertake the tank of train* 
ing nureee who are not auffic-iently educated or who have no education. 
I hope the House will pass the demand.

Dr, BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: The demand which has been laid 
before this House bj- my friend the Hon’ble Sir Provaab ChuiMer 
Hitter is bm'ked by a statement made therein, namely, that the Cal- 
cutta Hospital Nurses’ Institution on their present scale of expenditure 
is faced with a deficit. IWs that indicate that the Hon'ble Member 
has some diffidence in bis own mind as to whether that scale is one which 
he considers to he extravajrant® That is my first questiim. 

My next question, and that is more important, is this; When the 
demand for a frrant was made in March last, there was a sifrnificant 
sentence in the speech of Sir Prorash Thunder Mitter, in which he 
said that if the Tnlcntta Hosjiitnl Nurses’ Institution were to do the 
work costing Its. 31 lakhs per annum, by payinfr one lakh per annum 
why not jret their services.

I find. Sir, tliaf the lutual exitenditure on the Medical Tolle^re 
group of bcrspitals and the I'resi.hency Genera] Hospital is Us. 3,ltJ,(K)0. 
If the Hospital Nurses’ Institute is going to give us value for 
Rs. 3.5f>.0(KI per annum, then theie should be a credit Italance of the 
amount of Rs. 34,000. 

There is another imint, which naturally arises in this connection. 
In this case a grant of Rs. l.OO.OttO was made in March last on the 
hwis of a statement which I have just read out. What has happened 
since then that the Institute should have again come forward with a 
demand for Rs. 50,000. The Hon’ble Member savs that the Associa- 
tion is faced with a deficit. May I know when the deficit was dis- 
cweredP If they knew about it in March last why was it not men- 
tioned then? Why was a mis-statement madh? 

Thera is another quration which I want to put forward before the 
mem^bers of the Council. The Association has, in the words of the 
^n*Me Member, given a threat, and that threat has been re|mated 
^Mr. Ccdien. Mr. Cohen has said that this Es. 60.000 is necessary, 
of the expansion of the Nursing Department of the Medical 
College group of hospitals. Sir P. C. Mitter said that this is a non- 
mewnmg frnnt. Now. which of the two statements are we to belieraf 
If this deficit is now met by a non-recurrinir grant, this is sure to come 
baek to ns in the form of a demand for a recurring grant. If the 
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deficit wa# net dincovered in March laat, did the GoTenuneiit depart* 
mentN look into the accouiita of the Institute to find out how this deficit 
^curred? I am connected with several institutions and one of them 
is a girls' school. It has got a property of its own, hut it is down with 
a debt of Its. 1,30,000. I have been pleading* here before successive 
Members and Secretaries on behalf of this institute and I am told that 
I have got to wait. This institutioni has no money to fall bock upon, 

I % but I would remind the members of this House that the Calcutta Nurses’ 
Institute, to which this non-recurring grant of Rs. 50,000 is proposed 
to be given to meet a deficit, has got invested in the bank an amount of 
Rs. 1,49,«)0 according to the report of 1927. I ask the Hon’ble Mem- 
her, if this is a non-recurring grant to meet a deficit, then why is this 
deficit not met out of this investment? Why do not the Oovemment 
wait for four months and then decide whether it is necessary to expand 
the nursing department of the Medical College and that a recurring 
grant is ne<!essary for the purpose, and then ask for something more 
next year. Well, »Sir, I knew of a gentleman who used! to earn a lot 
of money and kept his money in the bank and always pleadeil j)overty; 
saying ‘ all my money is in the bank and I have no money to con- 
tribute towards anything." 


Thi Hon’blo Sir PROVASH CHUNDER MITTERi May I, 8ir, 
apical to my friend through you to leave some time foB me to reply. 
It is now five minutes past five and there is not much time left. 

Dr. BIpHAN CHANDRA ROY: I am very sorrj, it is the most 
crucial iMunt. A great deal has Wn made of the threat that has 
lieen put forward by a member of thel committee of the Hospital 
Nurses’ Institute. Sir P. C, Mitter has said that this Rs. 50,000 
is required to meet a defii it. I submit, why cuniiot they meet this 
deficit out of their investment and then come to Oovemment after- 
wards foi help. In the meantime we can see what Government do 
for irainiiig Indian nurses. We shall then know what recurring 
amount is retiuiPefi for the Calcutta Hospital Nurses’ Institute, and 
then will be the time for Government to come forward either for a 
recuiTing or a non-recurring grant. I did not purposely refer to the 
fact that the Calcutta Hospital Nurses’ Institute had not taken any 
steps to train Indian nurses, but there is one sentence in the speech of 
Sir P. C. Mitteit to which I should like to refer. He said that good 
Indian women were not available to be traineil by English wommEi. 
I have said before and I again say that I have Imn conneeted with 
an institute in which training is given by men and women in Bengali 
and I had 7 or 8 of thi^ examin^ by prominent medical men sneh as 
Br, Kedar Natb Bas, Br, M. Bannerji and others, and I say that 
that portion of the argument is absolutely without foundatioii. But 
1 want to pass on. The main argument I desire to press befoiw tins 
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mamlfiiii nf tkk House is that this amount of deftett should be met out 
of the lATesteent for the present and in the meantime Oovermment 
might examine the financial position of the Inititute. 

The HM*Me Sir PROVASH CHUNOtR MITTlRs Sir, it is deatr- 

able that I should clear the atmosphere of certain arguments of pro* 
judice that have been placed before the House, raised by some mem* 
beiu, who being present at the time of the last debate should have 
known better, and by others, who not being present at that time perhaps 
do not knou’ all the facts; at least I proceed on the assumption that 
they do not know all the facts; and there are other members who are 

new to this House. For their enlightenment, may I read a |iorlioti 

of my remarks at the time of the bucbret disi'UssionP This, I hofie, will 
clear the atmosphere. At fiage 566 of the Proceedings of the 3 1st 
session of the Council you will find that I said this: ** The suggestion 
put forward by T>r. Bidban Chandra Koy and Dr. Kumud Banker 
Ray regarding the institution of a separate nursing sen^ice is worthy 
of serious consideration, and if our medical friends in this Council 
would place before the Surgeoii-Oeneral definite pit>))osa1s to this end, 
I am sure he will consider them with every sympathy, and that ulti* 
mately it would l>e jHissible to e%*olve a m*heme for the training of 
Indian nurses. There is one prai^tical difficulty. »Sir. If ,v«m want to 
train Indian wimien in the jirofession of nursing through thia iuiititu* 

tion, then they must have better education that is nec^esaary iot the 

mere purjKise of nursing. 1’hey must be able to follow let^iurea in 
English, if you want them to be trained by English women. My point 
is that if you w*aiit to get Indian women trained by English women in 
the M'ience and art of nursing, then it is absolutely necessary that the 
former should have sufficient knowledge of English to follow the 
lectures delivered in English for the purpose. 1 have never said that it 
is not poiisible to train Bengali or Indiati women who have no know 
ledge of English or an indifferent knowledge of it, in the art of 
nursing: my point is that such training must he imparted by Indiana/’ 
And instead of quoting further I may say that what I told the Houae 
wa* that if you want Indian nurses to be trained by Engitih or Anglo* 
Indian instnictors, then your Indian nurses must know aufficieni 
English to follow the lectures. But I made it abundantly clear that 
it was quite fiossible to train Indian winnen in the art of nursing.

If tWy start recruiting now it means not only the iintneiliate imy* 
ment of next month’s salary but of future salaries also. It means 
commitment for the future for a considerable time, and no responsible 
committee or re^nsible association would commit themselves to the 
future when they have no funds for the future. This disposes of the 
question of threat. For the last three months they could not recruii» 
not bei^^auj^ they did not want to, but because they had no funds to pay 
the recruits if they continue<^ in service, this Association has been 
working for the last (K) years for this end and they did not recruit 
lieciuise they could not pay, being in a jxisition of great financial 
difficulty. This, Sir, au.swers a great deal of the criticisms of my 
friends on the riglit. 

Now, what will haiiiien if this grant be refused ? I have already 
explained in my opening remarks that they have almost reached the 
limit of their overdrawing fKiwer. If you stop this grant» then they 
cannot recruit, and if they cannot iec*niit, they cannot supjdv nniscs. 
to the same extent to the Medical College hospitals as iaev have done 
in the past, ancf the result will Ire (kerhaps an immediate closure of 
ICVi lieds. I explained the position fully and clearly in March last am! 

I have also explained the jKisition now and 1 may tell my friends to the 
right that I am as keen — and I may assure mv frieinls ns Mr. Travers 
has doni* — about the ^raining of llengali nurses as Dr. Bidhan Chandra 
Roy and his friends are. ('an we train Indian nurses in a month’s 
time or even in three months' timeJ^ What is to happen in the mean* 
time? There are a large ituml>er of IncKan patients in the Medical 
College hospitals— we have been told that there are about l8,(K)(k— 
and, if before Indian nurses c*an W trained, this laidy is to close 
down for want of funds it will be the Indian patients whck will suffer. 

As I have said in March last and I repeat it now— with that respon* 
sibility cast your vote.

GOVERNMENT BILLS. 


Tho Bofigil Ohilfiron (Amofulmofit) Bill, 1M9. 

Ttio Hoil’Mt Mr. A. N. MOBERLY: I heg to introduce a Bill 
farther to amend the Bengal Children Act, 1922. 

The Assistant Secretaiy^ then read the title of the Bill. 


Tbi lloil*Mo Mr. A. N. MOBERLYs I beg to move that the Bengal 
Children (Amendment) Bill, 1929, be taken into consideration. 

In the course of the Budget debate in March 1928 on the demands 
for grants, the administralion of the Bengal Children Act was severely 
criticised % Mr. James. I went into the qimstion and found that there 
was considerable force in his criticism. His argatnenfs look the lino 
timt the Chtldieii Court was ineffieientlir run. 
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There is a Children Court in the House of Detention in Calcutta lit 
which «« Honorary Magistrates sit in rotation according to a roster and 
try cases arising in Calcutta. A Magistrate from Sealdah attends to try 
caMs arising in the suburbs and there is a House of Detention at Howrah 
where children are kept who are to be put up before a Stipendiary 
Magistrate at Howrah, who has no particular qualifications or 
experience for trying cases under the Children Act or for dealing with 
juvenile offenders on lines which are now approved, that is to sav 
that the Court should not be like a Court, that the Children should W 
treated sympathetically and that everything possible should be dcme 
to prevent them from developing into criminals. The present Bill nro- 
poses ro to »n>cnd the law as to make it possible to establish a single 
central Court in Calcutta or elsewhere to try youthful offenders from any 
bK:al area which may W s,H.cified by the Wal Government. The 
immediate intention of Government, if this Bill is passed into law, is 
tystablish a ( entrnl Court in Calcutta for the trial of youthful 
offender from Calcutta and the suburbs and certain thanas in the 
industrial ^as of Howrah and Zd-Parganas. It is our desire that the 
Court should be presided over by a Stipendiary Magistrate who will 

Co«rt should be run 

With the object that children should W reclaimed rather than punished. 

I ho|)e that he will also be able to some extent to supervise the work of 
the probation offi.ers. The system of probation has had a wonderfully 
good effect in Kiiglaiid in reducing the numlier of children who are 
sent to reformatories or industrial schools. The children are placed 
under the supervision of sympathetic officers who see that they run 
straight. I do not think. Sir, that I need detain the Council any 
longer. This is the mam object of the Bill and the remaining clau.ses 
are consequential.

It is said that in the new section which is 37 A, that these children 
or young persons are to be detained ** in the prescribed manner in 
a place which is to be fixed by Government.

I find 
frt>m the Statement of Objects and Reasons that these houses of 
detention are going to be abolished and, if so, where are these children 
to be kept from the time ot* their arrest by the police till the comple- 
tion of their trial. I want to know certain details with regard to the 
prescribed manner and the rules under which they are to be detained. 
Before I vote on the Bill I should like to have some idea of what 
Government think about it. 


Ballll SANT08H KUMAR BASU* I accord my wholehearted sup- 
port to the principle underlying this Bill, namely, the estahliodiment 
of a Central Court of Stipendiary Magistrates. The hotChle mover 
has made it quite clear that the idea is that there should 1)0 one Magis- 
trate to preside over this Court so that he would be able to tackle the 
cases coming up l>efore him with broadminded sympathy and not 
treat these children ns so many criminals as Hoiioraiy Magistrates are 
apt to do. I have high regard for many of the Honorary Magistratee. 
But at the same time it must be admitted that these Honorary Magis- 
trates are not trained in the way of dealing w*ith these juvenile 
offenders with that amount of tact and sympathy as might be expected 
from a Magistrate who is entrusted with that special work. There it 
another very important aspe<'t of the question which is itK|uired to be 
considered. If a permanent Magistrate is appointed, he will have 
unique opportunities ot studying juvenile psychology so at to wean 
theee children away from evil ways. The Magistrate will, I hope» 
make it his duty from day to day to study child psychology^ to that 
the community at large may ultimately be benefited by hit experience. 
The idea of Stipendiary Magitirate would, therefore, be welcomed bj 
the House. 

In this connection I will ask the hon’Me mover to consider the 
question of recruiting Stipendiary Magisiratet Irosn the Bar.

The BangM (Rural) Primary Bdueation Bill, IMS. 

Tha Hon*bla Mr. M. C. MoALPiNs I \»g to introduce a Bill to 
provide for the exten.sion of primary education in rural areas in 
Bengal. 

The Secretary then read the title of the Bill. 


Tha Hon’bla Mr. M. C. MoALPINt Sir, I beg to move that the 
said Bill be taken into consideration. 

This Bill has been a long time under consideration and is now in 
the opinion of Government ready for the final consideration of this 
Council. As the Council must be aware this is the result of much 
inquiry and deliberation. Its forerunner is possibly Babu Surendra 
Nath Ray's Primary Education Bill passed for municipalities in the 
year 1919. This wa.s followed by Mr. West’s survey of education in 
the same year. In 1921 Mr. Evan Biss wrote two most voluminous 
reporto on the same subject of primary education but it was not till 
the end of 192o that a determined effort was made to do something. 
A rough draft of the Bill was then framed and this was considered at 
various public Divisional conferences and at some of these conferences, 
as many of you are probably aware, Mr. Lindsay, who took a great 
interest in the subject, was present. This was followed by a resolution 
in the year 1926 inviting public opinion upon the subject. In the 
light of the opinion received the original Bill was modified, redtmfted 
and circulated for opinion in the year 1927 and last year it was again 
modified and introduced into the Council and referred to a Select 
Committee. ITie Select Committee was a large and representative one 
under the chairmanship of Nawab Mnshandl Hnsaaia, and by arrange- 
nmt witih the House they had almoet a free hand to do what they 
liked with it. Their Bill was ultimately published but anfortunninljr 
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owinf to the diMolnUon of the laat Council it could not he into 

conaideretion by it. We have made 6 or 6 changes in the Bill of the 
Select Committee on behalf of Government. I have, therefore 
introduced the Bill as drafted by the Select Committee with a few 
modifications which Government have thought necessary. 

I turn to the contents of the Bill and in dealing with these 
contents I shall refer mainly to the changes made by Government in 
the Hill as amended by the Select Committee. 

Chapter II deds with an Advisory Body called the Central Primary 
Education Committee. This committee is a suggestion of the Select 
Committee; it was not in the original Bill as that Bill was referred 
to the Selec Committee. We have accepted what they proposed 

except one item. They proposed that this Central Committee should 
be eouBulted on everj^thing.

(^ager HI c^tains the ordinarj- sections regarding the procedure 
of the B^s. In section 16 the Select Committee have made provi- 
non for the inspection of primary schools by apparently their own 
iMpectors. This provision has been changed, for it is the opinion of 
Government that they should be responsible for seeing that all schools 
in the province are kept up to the required standards, and. consequent- 
ly. or incidentally, the cost of the inspectorate should be borne by 
^vemmwt. as at p^nt. Section 23 deals with the duties of the 
^rd. We have adopted an important modification made by the 
. I Cmnmittw which throws the cost of the cmnditution' and 
maintenance of training schools for teachers on Government. We have 
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aot, rnmerer, been able to accept the modification that the coat of the 
audit of the District School Board should Be borne by GoTernnient. 

Chapter IV deals with the education taxation. Thi« is a matter 
which has been thoroughly considered, and I need at this stage only 
draw attention to two remarks regarding the proposed education eeaa. 
The Indian Taxation Enquiiy^ Committee stated in paragraph 439 of 
their report that this type of cess is a type that is recognised as 
appropriate all the world over, that is to say. as appropriate 
to local taxation. The Select Committee in reporting on 

this point lemarked as follows: ** The machinery' prop<ised was, 
although there were defects in the working of the Cess Act, making 
in some cases for ine<iuity in the incidence of the tax. the liest that 
could l>e devised, and the remedy for these defetts could best l>e dealt 
with by revising the procedure under the Cess Act itself.’* In this 
connection I am authorised to say that the Revenue Memlier has 
undertaken to l<H)k into the defects in the Cess Act. We have made 
another change there. The Select Coiiimittee changed the proportion, 
of the cess from 1 : 4 to 2 : 3. Government, in view of the 
full consideration that they had already given to this 

matter, have reverted again to the prop<jrtion of 1 : 4. The reasons 
for our reverting to the projK)rtion of 1:4 should perhaps l)e appro* 
priately given at the stage of the amendments. But I might say at 
this staire that the reason is that the proportion of 1 : 4 seems fairer 
to the landlords. I worked out myself in the case of one district and 
found that the proportion of 1 : 4 was fairer. The raiyat would pay 
Ih ff. in the pound on his net income whilst the landlord a*ouId pay 
about 4 pence in the pound on his profits on land. On the proportion 
of 2: 3 the raiyat would pa> aliout a penny on the pound, but it would 
p> up to 8 penc^e in the pound in the case of the landlord on his profits. 
That was in the case of the district for which I worked out the figures. 

Another addition made by the Select Committee we have not ac- 
cepted is that to employ the cess derivable from Burdwan in another 
district. I think that requires the sanction of the Governor-General, 
In section 44 we have made a condition enabling Oovernnient, after 
consulting the Central Coinmittee, to order a District School Board to 
transfer some of their ponders to union boards. 

We have also added a provision transferring the rights at present 
district boards have in primary school ptoperiy to the corresponding 
District School Boards. This was an obvious omission in the previons 
Bill. 

For the rest, except for some drafting changes, the Select Com- 
mittee's Bill practically remains as it was presented. It was found 
that* a workable iwheme could be devised under it. As proof of this, a 
prcrriitonal scheme, prepared by the Director of Pnblie Instructiosi. 
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has been circulated to the members of the Council. This hM not 
yet been approved by Government, and, therefore, we shall be glad 
to receive (Titicisms on its details. I maintain, therefore, after the 
full consideration which has been given to the Bill, it is now ready for 
the final consideration of the Council. 

Before, however, I sit down, it is perhaps as well to state definitely 
what the financial liabilities of Government will be under this Bill. 
The financial position of the province is well known, and it is perfectly 
well known that we hav’e no money at all for any large extra recurring 
expenditure. This is a fact which it is impossible to get round: it 
is not a matter of opinion. On the other hand, we are incurring 
certain extra expenditure under this Bill, and we may, therefore, be 
acfcused of incurring expenditure at the expense of other departments 
like the Public Health, Medical, etc. What we have, therefore, done, 
8ir, is to adopt a middle course, and we have only undertaken, in addi- 
tion to our present liabilities, compai 8 or 3 ' liabilities under the Bill. 
Thus, firstly, we shall make over all our present recurring grants for 
primary education which are given at present to the district boards to the 
new District School Boards. That sum amounts to roughly Rs. 21§ lakhs 
per onnum. That sum, which is at present given to district boards, 
will be made over to the new District School Boards. Secondly, we 
ahall pay for the insfwctorate as at present, but if primary education 
is to l»e properly develope<l. then we shall have to have larger and 
letter inspectorate. In the s<heme which is being sent round the 
Director of Public Instruction has suggeste<l a modest extra recurring 
expenditure of some Rs. 2,70.«K). I have the misfortune to be the 
Financial Memlier also and I am afraid I shall not lie able to accept 
It. The estimate will have to lie monsidered. I rather think we 
shall lie able to make that figure smaller. Thirdly, we shall pay for 
the training school for tewhers as at present. This means that we 
shiUl have to pay for the construction and maintenance of new schools. 
This provuional scheme gives an estimate of that also, from which it 
appears that we ahaU incur capital expenditure of some Rs. 2,70,00(t 
per annum for five years. Now. there k no difficulty about capital 
«iKp«»nditur(» : tb« trouble i« about ret urriii^r expenditure, and here no 
extra recurring expenditure will be required till the year 1934-^(5. Pp 
to that year we shall go on spending the same recurring amount as 
we are spending at present. These items constitute no new liability, 
though we are called up<m to spend smnething extra on Aero. B^ 
under the Bill we shall have to pay as samindars under the 
propomls, and for tsro small items — travelling allowance of the school 
committee and a few extra clerks. These items I would classify as 
compulsory. If it were possible for Government to bear more of the 
expenditure, there is no doubt that Government would do so, but in 
the present state of its finances, this is impossible. 
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Mfs JOCCSH CHAIIDRA ClIRTA: Mr. Pretideni, I riiie to oppoair 
the motion for the consideration of the Bill and objiK'i to the principle 
underlying the Bill. Let me, Sir, at the outset make it quite clear 
that we on this side of the House yield to none in our desire to intro- 
duce into the province of Bengal a scheme of free, universal and 
coinpulsoiy' primary education. In fact, our party feels that such a 
Bill has long been overdue, and the Government has been guilty of 
culpable negligence in the past in not having brought forward such a 
Bill before. When we want bread, we are not prepared to take 
stones in its stead. You will notice that, except the word primary ’’ 
in the proposed Bill, the Bill is conspicuous by its absence about the 
provision of universal, free and compulsory primary education. We 
are clearly of opinion that the Bill will not ach]e%> the purpo^le for 
which we all desire such a Bill to l»e enacted in this provinc'e. Firstly, 
because the scope of the Bill is narrow and must be widened if it has 
got to be an efficiency and useful measure: secondly, the objwt of the 
Bill is not clearly indicated and defined. There is nothing mentioned 
in this Bill about rapid and progressive realisation of universal free 
and compulsory education, and that has got to Iw effectively ensured 
if a Bill is going to do any good to us. Thirdly, we desire that there 
should be a popular machinery to control the administration and the 
funds which we are expe< ted to raise by taxing ourselves; and fourth- 
ly, until Government definitely undertakes to bear a legitimate share 
of the expenses for primary education, we are not prepared, until other 
sources of indirec't taxation have been explored, to burden ourselves 
with further taxation — a taxation, one-fifth of which are expected 
to be paid by the poor agriculturists and the entire amount of which 
are to be paid into the public treasury by the rent-rec*eivers, big or 
small , whether they are able to collect the rent from the tenants or not ; 
Sir, the very first objection regarding the sc^ope of the Bill we cannot 
possibly remove and meet if we take the Bill into consideration. 
Neither in the Hous#* nor in the «Helect (’ommittee we could fMissibly 
attempt and succeed in widening the scope of the Bill. The Rural 
Primary Education Bill only applies to the rural areas. The urban 
areas are excluded from the sc*o|»e of the Bill. Now, Bir, it is quite 
well known that life in the url»an areas is much more strenuous than 
the simple life in the rural areas and there is no necessity to accentuate 
the intelligence of the boys and girls there; it is much more necessary 
in urban areas where the boys and girls have got to adapt themselves 
to a more complicated state of things than in rural areas where boys 
and girls live a simpler life. In the next place, if the urban areas are 
left out of the Primaiy’ Education Bill it is useless to expect to enforcje 
compulsion and prevent removal of the hoytk and girls from the rural 
areas into the urban areas. Thirdly, it would he much easier to 
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•»tobli*h model primary echools and stow the progress and develop- 
ment which is contemplated through Primary Education Bill in 
urban areas than in the interior of the rural areas : and, fourthly, I say 
that when we are leaving out the urban areas we are losing a con- 
siderable source of income that may be available frmn the cities and 
urban areas. I hope the House will agree with me that all these 
four points that I have placed before the House make out a very 
strong case for including the urban areas within the scope of any Bill 
which intends to provide for better education in primaiy matters. 
But, as I have already said as regards the scope of the present Bill 
neither the House nor the Select Committee has the power even if 
they desire or think it fit. to include the urban areas, because the 
scope of the Dill cannot be changed. Sir, this is the principal reason 
which makes it necessary to oppose the Bill at the consideration stage. 


In the next place, we find that the object of the Bill ia beautifully 
concise and sound. It is summed up in two charming words “ better 
provision for education.” I »ay it is dangerously vogue, when we 
have got to leave the administration of the Act so largely in the hands 
of an irresponsible executive, we must know precisely what we are 
providing for, we must know the exact measure of progress that is 
contemjdated in the Bill before we are called upon to inflic t a cess 
upon the poor agricmlturists and before the rent-receivers are called 
upon to shoulder the responsibility of paying that cess into the 
public treasury. This and the other two objections that I have men- 

n ^ the time of the consideration 

of the Bill ; but I beg of this House to consider that if you have to 
^ange the Bill lock, stock and liarrel, why waste the time of this 
House 111 txmsidering the provisions of the Bill, the principle of 
which does not appeal to the memliers of this House, the elected 
representatives of the people. As I have said, the third objection is 

cT »'“‘’hi«‘^ry. If I have heard the learned mover of 

the Bill aright, I think he said that it would be a serious clog on the 
Mministration if they were to acicept the recommendations of a 
Central authority, representative of the popular interest to have an 
effective Bill. I say. Sir, it is that mentality which is responsible 
for the ills and evils which we have got to cximplain of. Until 
the Government and the members responsible for the administration 
will change their angle of vision, until they cease to look upon the 
adyce of the popular representatives as a serious clog to the adminis- 
tratis, there is no chance for advancement of the people of this 
province, either in educational or any other matters. They shsld 
have the suggestions of a popular controlling authority. 

They should have realised that if they wanted the people to tax them- 
selvw, the pwple expected that as they had to pay the piper they 
ought to be given the right to call for the tune. If the suggestion of a

popi#t r«pi«8etttative body is looked upon m a lerioas clog in the 
admiiiiatration, that really reflects the mentality and the principle 
upon which the Government intends to administer the Bill. Sir, it 
is a wellknown fact that when an irresponsible executive frames a 
scheme, they are apt to consider things from their own point of view. 
JLt can never be said that they ever reflect or focus the popular view in 
themselves. I was just looking at the scheme of primary education 
which has been circulated. You will notice there that some labour 
has been undertaken, some calculations have l>een made and huge 
figures have been compiled with regard to buildings for primary 
education. We all know that with the little funds at their disposal, 
district bocu'ds ha%’e to spend siimething between Rs. 800 and Bs. 1,000 
in putting corrugated sheds of a certain type in order to get a grant 
of Ks. 3 or Rs. 4, although accommodation may be available in the 
houses of some rich inhabitants of the locality. Soiiietimei, as we 
know from our experience, owing to a cyclone some of these school 
buildings u'ere blown off and then the Imperial grant was taken in 
rebuilding these schools with corrugated iron and other things, Wcause 
under the rules Government would not grant Rs. 4 for teachers unless 
the school premises were accommodated in a certain type of buildings 
or Blockmann's exercise hooks or black^lKiards or some other things 
were provided. Well we know that all these could l)e avoided if 
popular representatives put their heads to consider if these were the 
preliminary re<juisites for primary education. If popular representa- 
tives advised the (iovenunent or took the control there would not \w 
that feeling; in the expenditure of public funds, as we know the 
p^>pular adage is — “ Sarkar ka mal (laria mi* tfaL** If you really 
want to iiiipait popular education, you must cease to look upon the 
popular body, the central authority, as a serious clog in the 
administration.

But may I ask, why should there be 
any official or nominated members at allP Why should not the 
District School Boards be urholly non-official and allowed to manaife- 
their affairs just as they likeP The money will come entirely from 
the people; Government will not contribute one single cowrie towards 
the expenditure; nay, it is doubtful if they will c'ontinue e%^en the 
beggarly contribution which they now give. They do not pay m 
single farthing; but when it comes to the question of control, 49 per 
cent, of the members must be their men ! I do not understand the 
logic of the thing, and I hope the Hon’ble Member will take com- 
passion upon my benighted understanding and explain it aftertrards. 
Let us take the parallal case of Madras and Bombay. There also you 
have the system of nomination and election siile by side. But in 
Madras it is provided that the number of official memliers shall never 
exceed one-fourth, in iiombay, so far as town areas are concerned 
it is never to be more than one-fourth and never to lie less than one- 
fifth.

lict me pass on to the third point, the question of financing the 
scheme. It is here that the special iniquity of the Government pro- 
posal conies most strikingly out. Eveiywhere else, whether it is iiii 
Madras or Bombay, ihe Government makes an open declaration that 
they will contribute a certain percentage of the total expenditure. 
In Madras it is 50 per tent., in Bombay, for the town areas it ia 
50 per cent, and in rural areas 66 per cent, or two-thirds of the total 
expenditure incurred; two-thirds from the Government and one-third 
from the local autht ritiifs. In both these provinces they make m 
statutory provision beforehand that Government shall spend so much. 
But here, throughout the whole extent of the Bill, there is not a 
single word about Government contribution. As I was suggesting 
only a little while ago, they do not even give a statutory guarantee^ 
for continuing the pnivision that they now make. Even on that point 
they leave us uncertain ; and my apprehensions are likely to prove well- 
founded when I say that this grant will be stopped because the law 
does not provide for it.

Baby BEJOY KRISHNA BOSEs This Bill was published in the 
Caleuttu Gazette two years ago. Since then this Bill was befoia the 
House for consideration after circulation and lots of speeches were 
made here when this Bill was referred to a Sele<'t Comiiiittee. 
Memfiers of this House who were ii)eml>ei's of the last Council know 
full well how not only membei's on this side hut other members also

Now, 1 shall come to the taxation proposal because that is the most 
objectionable feature of the Bill. In the matter of taxation the 
Select Committee said that the poor cultivators should not bear 4/5ths 
of the expanses, li^ven in this matter Government have restored the 
old provision hy which the poor cultivators are re<|uired to pay four 
pice and the landlord one pice. Now, it is said that Governiuent has 
no money. I do not care whether Government has money or not. 
Government cares very little for public opinion. From Bengal over 
5 crores are taken away in the shape of income-tax and over 4 crt^res 
in the shape of export duty on jute. It is not necessary for the 
purpose of this Bill to levy new taxes. No attempt has been made 
to take a share of this amount towards meeting the cost of the primary 
education. From Bengal 8 crores of rupees are taken away by the 
Government of India, and still Government are trying to im|H>se a 
new tax by placing the w’hole burden on the |HK>r cultivators. I ne^^d 
not trouble the Council with Bombay or Madras figures. I find that 
in Bombay land revenue and income-tax come to nl>out 9 cmres and 
2(> lakhs. The Bombay Government s}>end 1 crore and 12 lakhs, and 
in Madras Rs. 1,41,14,4''8 were spent on primary education in the 
course of the last two years What has Bengal don?!^ A small amount 
of Rs. 21 lakhs is the re<urring grant which the Bengal Government 
makes to the district bo..rds for this purpose. The Hon'ble Minister 
said, I quote from his speech. ** that the vi«w of (Government is that 
u cess shall In* levied for meeting an appreciable part of the cost.^ 
My friend. Mr. P. N (tuha — ^we are very glad he has come back 
again, Government cannot do without him — said “ that Government 
has no right to say that we must pay an educational vem even if we 
can point out sources from whicdi necessary funds may W had.” My 
friend Mr. Abul Easem said that ” there should l>e statuiory pro- 
vision for a substantial contribution by Government. There are other 
sources of taxation, he said, which should be tapped liefore additional 
taxation is levied.” Now. what has been done with regard to the 
taxation provision F »Section has restored in entirety section 24 of 
the original Bill. Stone of my friends want this Bill circiilattHl for 
public opinion Can you g?t l>etter opinion couched in better and 
stronger language than the opinions already received of Government’s 
own officers? I would it-fer to sonje opinions of Government officers— 
Magistrates, Commissioners, subdivisional officers and others, and 
they are entirely in agieeraent with us. The District Magistrate of 
Birbhum oppcswis the le'*y of a cess on land altogether, for the press- 
ing needs of the eountn^ are for fighting malaria and other epidemics 
and the eradiction ol water hyaednth. The Di|triet Magistrate of 
Midnapore apprehends that it would retard the provision of adequate 
funds for an efiScient public health CM^nisation, for extension of 
medical relief, for better rural water-supply and the improvement of 
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•giictilture. He most be a faddist, because he holds the same opinion 
as we do. The Deputy Commissioner of Darjeeling writes “ it appears 
to be that the rate fi>ed is rather high and will make the Bill 
uniwpular with the cultivating classes.” The Muhammadan Literary 
bwiety says “ Government share of contribution, say 50 per cent 
should be incorporated .n the Act.” The Magistrate of 24-Pargana^ 
says ‘‘experience shows indirect taxation is better and less nni>opular 
than direct. The proposed cess will give some trouble.” The Com- 
missioner of the Burdwan Division says ” much of the opposition 
wouW be withdrawn if Government would signify a minimum share 
of the cost for which .1 would be responsible.” The Commissioner 
of the 1 residency Division says ” there must be a statntorv obligation 
on the State to contribute a definite share of the cost which would 

to hat effect should be inserted in the Bill.” The same is the opinion

The Government 
desire to impart free primary education to the villagers at the cost 
and sairifice and at the life-blood of the poor cultivators.

Secondly, Sir, there is another indirect tax on the landholder, 
namely, the cess from the rent-fi'ee holders. The cess from this class 
of people is so small 8U(*h as half-a-pie or a pie and the collection 
invokes so much burden and cost that the landlords generally, instead 
of collecting the cess, nay it from their own po<*kets. Formerly the 
road and public works cesses used to he coH?<ted by the Collector 
of a district but finding difficulty in collef^tion. even with the Certificate 
procedure, the work has been entrusted to the aamindars with the 
result that the camindars have to liear an additional indirect tax. So 
if the proposed clause be accepted, the samindars have to pay another 
indirect tax of not less than two pies in a rupae. 

Even for argument sake, if one pie tax lie imposed on the Kamindars 
what lienefit would the> derived Certainly, they would not get any 
direct benefit hut they will have one consolation that their tenants are 
getting primary education. If that he so. the (loveriimeut should have 
more consolation and satisfaction to think that their suhje<*ts who are 
of mora permanent character than tenants, are getting fi\*e primary 
education. If th^ cost for this <-onsoiation he one pie in every ru|)ee, 
what would be the charge for the Government for their satisfaction — 
certainly much more. But unfortunately, the Bill has not pmvided 
any suggestion about Gevemment contribution. As it is (he duty of 
good citi*en to help a Governnient, so it is the duty of the Govern- 
ment to help I he people. But in the present Bill the Governnient 
propose to contribute nothing and to extract all money from the one 
class of people in order to impart education at the cost of the people. 
This is inconceivable. There should be more provision in the Bill 
as to the amount of contribution of the Government. 

With these few words I beg to oppose the measure. 

MMlvi ABOUL KARIMs It would be superfluous to say that a 
Primary Education Act has been long overdue in this province. 
Althou^ Bengal is regarded as the most advanced province in India^ 
in the matter of primary education it is far behind some of the other 
pfovineea. In Madras an Elemei^ary Education Act was passed a 
dettadt ago, and in Bombay a similar Act has been in operation since 
192A. In dia Punjab, as remarked in a lucent meeting of the Punjab 
Legiilatuiu by Mr, Cakert, the Education Secretary, ** Compulsion 
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•Iready introduced in the Punjab represent# two hundred times more 
than the steps in the same direction taken by all other provinces of 
India put topther.” In spite of this “ marvellous progress ” a 
special comniittee has lately been appointed with a view to the intro- 
duction of compulsory primarj- education in the province. 

It is verj' much to Im? regretted that the Government of Bengal has 
been reprehensibly slow in taking necessarj- steps for the spread of 
primary education. At last a Primarj- Education Bill was introduced 
in the last Coun.il, and it was referred to a Select Committee consist- 
ing of ^2 members. The Committee met from tim? to time for about 
SIX months, and thoioughly discus.sed the clauses of the Bill. That 
so many as nineteen of the members signed the report subject to their 
notes of (lissent unmistakably shows the great difference of opinion 
that prevailed. The most important question to be considered in this 
connection is that of finance; unless adequate funds are provided little 
progress . an be made. 

One of the points that was particularly stressed in the report of 
the Select Committee, as well as in the m.fes of dissent by its members, 
and also in the opinion expressed by those who were consulted in the 
matter, was about the statutory obligation .)f the State to contribute a 
definite share of the .'ost of primary education, and insertion in the 
Bill of an express provision to this effect. The Hon’ble Memlier in 
charge of the Bill has :,ot, however, taken any notice of this volume 
of opinion and has not thought it necessary to put in the Bill even a 
word us to the share of cost that the (ioverniiient is prepared to liear 
The Madras Education Act of 1920, on which the Bill before the 
House IS said to have Wen based, provides as follows; “When an 
elementary education fioid is constituted under section .32, the 
Governor in Counc il shall contribute thereto a sum not less than the 
proceeds of the taxation levied under section 34 on Whalf of the fund.” 

1 it)i idecl that such c-oiitribution shall W in addition to, and 
not in heu of, the amount of recurring expenditure incurred from 
the Provincial funds during the financial year before the coming into 
force of this Act.’’ 

The Bombay Primary Education Act of 1923 recognises the statu- 
topr obligation of the Government as regards the cost of Primary 
Eaueation by the following clause : — 

The CKiverniiidnt shall bear half of the additional recurring cost 
of tw scheme if the local authority is a Municipality and two-thirds 
of the said c;ost if the local authority is a District Ixical Board. 

Nothing in this sectkn shall afect the claim of any local authority 
to any annual grant which at the time this Act comM into oporation 
u being paid to it by the Goveniment for purposes of I^uary Eduoa- 
taon." 
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WIkiIb olJiar Provincial (Governments have been bearing a fair 
share of the cost of primary education, there seems to be no reason 
why the Government of Bengal should not contribute an adequate 
amount for primary education in the province. I have tabled an 
amendment to this effe<‘t, and I hope the Member in chargv* of the 
Bill will see his way to accept it. 

The Select Committee’s recommendation regarding the apjmrtion- 
ment of the proposed cess has not \\eeu accepted. I need hardly say 
that it would be unjiistiflabl? to saddle the poor tenant with the major 
portion of the cost of primary education. I hope the amendment 1 
have proposed assigning* an e(|ual share of the rost to the landlord 
and the tenant will W taken into careful consideration. Besides, the 
various avenues of indirect taxation should l>e thoroughly explored 
in coming to a final decision regarding the hnaiu^ing of any compre- 
hensive scheme of primary education in the province. 

One other point on which stress was laid in the notes of dissent 
was the limited srojie ol th** Bill. The Select Committee discvissed 
the advisability of extending the scope of the Bill so as to cover the 
introduction of universal free compulsoiy^ primary education Inith in 
rural and urban areas. But this course was held to he out of order. 
It was hoped that in the new Bill instead of merely making better 
provision for primary education, a scheme would W provided for a 
system of universal education within a definite period, for which the 
countiy* has long been clamouring. But this has not l>een done. The 
Bill under discussion is as unduly limited in scope and extent as the 
old Bill. There can he no fiisti heat ion for levying a universal cess 
unless education is made universal. It may not be possible to have 
universal education in {h»» immediate future but wi* should have 
at least the ideal of universal education before us. But the Bill that 
has lieen introduced has not that ideal. 

The desiraliility of having one legislation for both rural and 
urban areas was urged by several niemfiers of the Select Committee. 
But urban aieas have not b?en included in the scope of the Bill. 1 
need hardly say that it is most desirable that the (|uestion of primary 
education should be considered as a whole for (he entire province. 
There might be differences in the currteulum for different areas and 
denominatiotis, but theie shonld be one uniform law for the whole 
province. The Bengal Primary Education Act of 1919 has become 
inoperative for want of fundi. Beeides few of the municipalttiei have 
ahown any enlhuaiatm far primary education.

1 cannot persuade myself to believe that thia Bill has been produced 
out of a senw of duty and responsibility or out of feeling of com- 
^mon for the teeming millions of our illiterate rural people. Bather 
It hm hmn broa«rlit to the GoTernment that the rml people mm 
^ting o"t of the hands of the Government, as the recent elections 
have proved to the. hilt, and I believe that the Government people 
who am at the helm of affairs set to work out a sdution of the problem 
and found out that unless they caught hold of these peofde arho 
w ^wing mto a nation at the outset of their life they could not 
etend any lemger where they were standing. This was the only motiro 
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fAy Bill liAs baeii brought into exwtonee. Sir, the growing 
tnflnonee of the Congress an i the growing attachment of the rural 
people to the Congress workers and the rising aspirations of the paople 
of rural areas tor swaraj, the youth and the student niov»nients, etc. — 
these are the ineendves of this Bill. I do not think that it is worth 
analysing the Bill in detail. Had it not come from Goveriuiient, we 
would not have discussed it on the floor of this House. Hatl it been 
introduced by any one #-lse a-ho had some little interest in the p.wple 
of this country we would have dealt difteiently with him. But this 
Bill, as coming from (iovernment, is merely a display of the trustee* 
ship and is only to jusiify their existence on the face of so many 
ordinances and regulations which are prevailing in the country. The 
policy that led the Government to pass ordinances is the very piAivy 
which has made the Government to frame this obnoxious yet charming 
Bill. Charming indeed is the title. Sir, it has been said that the 
Bill has passed committee stage. No, Sir, that will not do. New 
people have come into ihis (\)uncil, and if the Bill is once more 
before the Council it must jiass through another committee stage 
because I have said new people have come in with a new angle of 
wision. 

e find that there a centiul primary education committee pro- 
vided for in the Bill. If w** look into the constitution of the com- 
mittee we find that it is to \m ttmstituted of the DirtH'tor of I>ubii(‘ 
Instruction, of the District Magistrate, of the Suhdivisional Officer, 
of the Inspector of Schools am] so forth, and I beg to rectify a mistake 
and would suggest that the names of the Sul>-Ins|>ector of Police of 
the C. I. D. officers of the district and of the informers should also 
be included in the committee. The Sul>- Registrars and others might 
also come in, and I do not know why their names should be left 
out. It may l>e l)e<*ause there is still a sense of delicacy and decency 
left in the Government. So the names of the jMilice officers have l>eeti 
left out. 

Sir. in Chapter 4 of the Bill we come to the cess, Peoph are to 
pay 5 pice on each rupee for the education of their children. The major 
portion of this ceee is to 1ms paid by the agriculturists, as if our agri- 
aultttrista are richer than the isatiiindars. as if they are a thriving 
people and can afford lo pay that emn for the education of theit 
ddldren. Sir, eomebody aaked me about this oese, and I told him 
that it was ^aite in Imping with those people, one of whom said, 
being asked if there was famine in his dktriet, that there was no 
lamine since leaves ate left in the trees and women are not becoming 
prostitutca/’ 

m. wmwmmmt Mr. Chaiterji, I must ask yon to wrlhdraw 
that expieasion. I was told that you were making your maiden speech 
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to-day. Naturally I wan inclined to give you some latitude. I should 
now like to hear from you more about the Bill than about things 
wBieb are not directly connected with it. 

■alMi AMARENORANATH CHATTERdI: Very well, Sir, I 
withdraw the expression. W ith regard to cess it is a preposterous pro- 
position. I think the provincial revenue ought to be responsible for 
this ex]>endituie. Sir, we know our country- better than those who 
framed this Bill and we know that our countrymen cannot afford to 
pay any fuHher than they are now paying. If we could induce our 
people and xamindaiy to pay .5 pice per rup.?e for education we would 
have introduced national education on a larger scale. On behalf of 
nty constituency from which I have got a mandate I oppose this Bill 
as it is absolutely impossible to agree to this Bill as it stands foi 
all cauMes I have dealt with. I therefore request my hon’blc 

friends to throw out this Hill if possible or to send it to a fr?sh Select 
Committee. 


BiImi SURENDRA MOHAN MOITRA* I rise to join my voice 
with that of my friend Mr. (lupta regarding this Bill. I regret very 
much that I cannot accord my whole-hearted support to it. The Bill 
as it stands <ontaius g'jrms of more harn) than good to our people. 
To me it haiks like a camouflage designed to d?ceive the people whose 
clamour for free ami compulsory education has been very insistent. 
It does not pi-ovide fur immediate introduction of free and compulsory 
education. There is not in it any indication how the education 
promised to our people will be imparted. There runs throughout the 
Bill that suspicion almut the capacities of our people to mould our 
own future which is writ large in the history of British rule in India. 
At every step we feel that we are still to l)e in the leading strings 
of the ofliciuls. I do not find any leasoti why a district magistrate 
or subdivisioual officer should be an ex-officio member in school boards. 
What is the necessity of these estimable gentlemen to be on the board, 
le it because that they are (lovernnient servants and therefore they 
are experts in educatioji. I fight shy also of nominations and appoint- 
meota because I know fiom my own experiem>e that it is more often 
abused. Those nominations are practically made at the instance of 
the district magistrates who use the power always on the principle 
of patronagm and not un the grounds of quality. This House will 
bear with me for a minute when I cite an instance or two. How can 
we account for a nomination in the managing committee of a first 
grade Government college of a gentleman who has no education whntr 
soever and who does hot know the difference of pure mathematics 
from mixed mathematics, who cannot follow even the dismmion 
in the cmnmittee, but has been glorified as a doctor, though I do not 
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know whfii> hm got tkis title. I know of otker inetaniTen where noiiii«> 
nations; ate made in thl^ way. People are nominated on the diatriet 
boards whose knowledge of the districts does not travel beyond the 
houses of the Collector and the Superintendent of Police and whose 
only qualification is that of giving parties to every incxmiing and 
outgoing official. I next come to the question of ta^xation. We are 
to pay a crore of rupees by taxation and 5 pice per rupee w'ill have 
to be borne by those people who can hardly make their two ends meet. To 
tax the already over-tax ^d people who have hardly cne meal a day 
is preposterous, when wc find that the provincial revenue is squan» 
dered by the Ooverniiie!.t for the so-called purpose of law and order, 
t nless this portion of the Pill is recast and money is found by other 
means say by indirect taxation, the Bill cannot be acceptable to the 
people. I then object to the method of realisation of the proposed 
tax, because it will hurt the landlords first though it will ultimately 
recoil upon the poor tenanta. 

Sir, I raise my voice against the introduction of religious training 
in these primary scluxds. My first reason is that it will seek to per- 
petuate th« communal spirit which is already disfiguring our national 
life and activities. My next objection is that I do not lika tt) allow 
my r?ligion to be controlled in any way by an alien (Jovernment. 
There has been cultural conquest already. Pray, for Heaven’s sake, 
do not try to conquer my religion. It is for these reasons that I would 
like the Bill to l)e rein Klelled in the light of criticisms offered by 
this side <»f the House. I would therefore like to make a present 
of that admirable IsjokJet written by my friend, Mr. Xaliniranjun 
Sarker, to th? Director of Public Instruction for guidance. 

Mr. d. M. SEN CUPTA: May I ask on a (mint of information 
whether having regard to the fact that a large number of speeches 
have been made opposviig the Bill, would it not be convenient to 
have somebody from the Government side to siieak in support of the 
Bill. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: 1 do not think I should call upon any member 
to speak. 

Mr. H. S. SlIHRAWAROYs. Vitally interested though I am, aa 
a humble member of this Hon’ble Omncil in all matters that primarily 
affe<*t the interests of the people, I must confess that on this oeeasioti 
1 am unable to speak atithoritatively on behalf of those whose interests 
will be mostly affected by the provisions of this Bill, l>e«;ause. un- 
fortunately, Sir, I am not a landlord, fortunately Sir, I am not a 
tenant, and providentiaily. Sir, I am not rural, ndr have I been 
returned by a rural const ituency. As a vitally interested speetaior 
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it MenM to m«, dir, thMt all thu vrangling, this aMrcking eritieum, 
this dissection is due to the fact that we shall be called upon to pay 
for the administration ot primary education. Now, Sir, there is no 
doubt in my mind that to some extent this child that has been pro- 
duced is malformed but I doubt very much that if we had not been 
called upon to pay for the maintenance of this deformed offspring 
whether we should have at this stage criticised the provisions of this 
Bill so intensively, 1 am assured by a great protagonist of the 
tenants, my friend Shah Abdul Hamid or rather Abdul Hamid Shah 
■of Uyinensingh, that the tenants are dying to pay 4 pice or 5 pice per 
rupee or even more if necessary, provided that this Bill is put into 
operation and they get the inestimable boon of primary education. 
They will forget in their joy the drought that has affected their crops, 
the floods that are playing havoc with them, the lack of irrigation 
facilities, provided that they are educated and they are able to educate 
their <-hildren. But he makes one grave condition, and that is that 
this Bill should lie in fall operation in the course of a year so that 
the people may know that they have received something in return 
for what they are paying We know perfectly well, Sir, that this i 
impossible and many people will have to go on paying for years and 
years liefore they will get compulsorj’ education introduced in their 
districts. Therefore, Sir, I do not know to what extent this assurance 
of the Shah Sahib will carry weight when we come to consider whether 
this Bill should be put into operation or not. Hence, Sir, with great 
hesitation and considerable risk to myself, 1 presume to place before 
the Council what my own views are in the matter. It seems to me, 
Sir, that although there is a vital nscessity for u primary education 
Bill to be introduced in this province and that as soon as possible, 
it is yet early to place the Bill liefore the Council when the financial 
condition of the provinc- is in the wretched state in which we find 
it to-day. Every year v/t are met with a deficit; there is no money 
even to carry on the ordinary administration, let alone any funds for 
a Government contribution from the general funds. I Mievs this 
year there was a deficit of a crore and three lakhs of ruiiees. Every 
year it will not l>e the good fortune of the Government of Bengal 
that a jute magnate will expire and leave a very handsome sum for 
its exchequer. We have approached the Government of India over 
«ad over again with the plea that we are contributing far too much 
for the Oastral Government, that we are entitled in all fairness and 
justice to certain dues that are new being appropriated by it, that 
we ue uaahlo to aaeet tA« deffcit, that them is no raaervs of taxation, 
and now we brs going to tax our people 4 pice, and 1 pke or 2 pic* 
and 3 pice whatevw it nay be ia order to introdnoe thia ■cbswne of 
reform. The Ckivoinment of India will turn round and aay the 
seeds of the Government of Bengal are vital, that the aesds of the 
•dministfatioa are vital— iar mors vital than iaaparting education. 
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The goTMSiiteiit hM to be carried on first; later you can pay atten* 
tion to milwidiar>' activities. If we do not provide funds for the 
(^vemment of India where will it get money to erect balustrades out- 
side tbe Orhterlony Monument ground. My own humble suggestion 
would havs been to declare and affirmative^ declare that there is 
absolutely no reserve in Bengal on which to fall back for purposes 
of taxation. "We know that there is no reserve and that we are com- 
mitting a considerable amount of hardship on the poor people when 
we are calling upon them to pay for this education. Sacrifice is essential, 
but It must be limited to their capacity. I would like these expenses 
of education were met ♦’•om the general revenue. We are entitled to 
have certain well-defined dues which are now being taken by the 
(loveminent of India spent on Bengal; and if these dues are given 
to Bengal, then there will be a surplus from which to meet the expenses 
from the general revenue, and we will not be called upon to tax 
people when it is extremely doubtful whether they will las aide to 
pay these taxes. When the colle<'tion is made I would not like to be 
in the shoes of my frierd the Shah Sahib and those gentlemen who 
will stand up and say that the poor people are prepared to pay 4 
pice or 5 pice freely, gladly On the other hand theirs is the risk 
and theirs is the responsibility. I have given my own views, which I 
maintain is the correi't view ; we ought first to settle matters with the f 

Government of India before we launch upon such an ambitious scheme; 
but if my friends want to pay, why then let them have leave, and 
that as 8tK>n as piissible. to introduce this Bill, so that we may descend 
to the details and begin to vote on the provisions of the Bill. 

Mr. BUOY PROSAD SINCH ROYs The Bill has now been criti- 
cised in all its aspe<-ts and all its provisions have been carefully 
considered and analysed in this Council. My friend the Kaja of 
Xashipur has attempted to make a special pleading on liehalf of the 
xaini Ildars. Personally 1 feel that no special pleading is necessary on 
behalf of any cunununi«.\ so far as this measure is concerMad. My 
esteemed friend, Mr. Jiiendralal Bannerjee, declared yesterday that 
the Government were verj- kind to the eamindars liecause they had 
reduced their share of taxation. But I may say that the Government 
in this matter has neither been generous nor just either to the xaniin- 
dars or to the tenants. Sir, cess is going to be realised under the 
Cess Act; and the fees .Act does not recognise any caste, creed, com- 
munity or class. The word " landlord ” does not mean only rich 
samindars like my friend the Raja Bahadur of Nasbipur or like your- 
self. It also includes tbe class of landlords who are small tenure- 
holders. When the Bengal Tenancy Act was passed in 1886 there 
were about 7 lakhs of these tenure-holders in Bengal, Behar and 
Orissa but their number is now about 60 lakhs in Bengal alone. In 
the course of 60 years the number of tenni»ho]den has reached this 
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apimlliiig figure! Maay people who were aseemed as tenants or culti- 
vating raiyats during a previous revaluation of cesses have now been 
assessed as tenure-holders. Sir. the Cess Act is a wonderful law it has

Mr. McAlpin is the Bengal (Rural) Primary Education Bill. Although 
the name „ so charmingly attractive it i, my misfortune that I hl!S 
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to oppoi.ihe Bill in toto. The Bill hu been introdured with a parti- 
e-ular m^ve and not with the purpose of inipartinir education in rural 
areas. It has bean stated that it will provide free and ronipulsorv 
priinarj- ^uoation in the rural aroa.s. I hope I shall not l>e miJ- 
understood when I oppose this Bill. I do admit that we want free 
and primary education but we want education that should not only 
be free to the boys but should also W free to the fruardiun.s at the 
same time and that it must be free from official control.

The primary object of education introduced bv (foveniment in this 
country can be Katherod from a study of the history of the last 
century when there wi, a ffi-eat discussion about the introduction 
of LuRhsh education in this land. There wait « preat divei>reiice of 
opinion on this ciuest ion. and though Mr. Mac:aulay supfHirted the 
introduction of English education in this country, but from his menior* 
able despatch we find tb’it he wanted not to impart real education to 
the peopLe of this country, because he said that — “ We are at present 
a boarcl for printing Imoks which nr.» of less value than the paper 
cm which they are priiifed was when it was blank, and for giving 
artificial encouragement to absurd historj-, absiu-cl metaphysics, alistird 
physics, and absurd theo'c.gy,” That was the real intention behind 
the impaiiing of English education in this country a century ago. 
We also find from history that Mr. Macaulay and his friends wanted 
to create in this land a separate caste — a separate class — that would 
serve as a buffer between the rulers and the millions over whom they 
lulech riiat was the oliject at one time. Mr. Macuiulay thought that 
if English educ ation cc ulcl lie properly imparted to the people of 
this country, then within ;UI years they would forget their ideals, 
their idolatry, and woul<: become Christians. 

Then, Sir, we find that h.>fc>re the British came to this country 
there wei-e 8t),(i0() village scbcnds in Bengal, i.e., one school for a 
population of 4<M». After a cantury of British rule we find that only 
7 per cent, of the population are literate. This is the result of the 
education that was introduced a century ago. Since the passing of 
the I/ocal Self-Government Ac t in Bengal, priinaiy education has Wen 
entrusted to local bodies, and in most cases the non-official chairmen 
of local bodies have changed the curriculum to suit the children of 
the soil, Mt that they might be imbued with some national cwinscious- 
ness. At precwnt tW majority of the people are illiterate. With the 
advent of the British in this country the village system was swept 
away, and with it the means of imparting primary educ^ation to 
cbUdren. The villag- system of Government enabled the children at 
least to learn to read and write. We now want an education which 
is conducive to the welfare of the people of this country. 
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Sir, OoTerninent now find that the education that is imparted under 
tlw wffis of local Iwards is beyond their control 


Mr. PRESIDENT: What alwut the Bill. Mr. Banerji? (I,aujrhter.) 


Mr, P, BANERJI: I am coming to that. 


(lovernment want to bring this education under their control and 
authority, and that is the object behind this Bill. 

Sir, the .oiistituency which I have the honour to represent has a 
^pulation of about 6 lakhs, and 90 per cent, of this population are 
Illiterate peasants. They are already over-burdened with taxes, and 
they have told me that they cannot pay any more taxes. They have 
told me: “ We do not want this sort of primaiy education, ‘as w« 
cannot pay any more taxes. With the taxes already on us. it is 
impossible for iw to keep our body and soul together and we are 
staging. It IS impohsiWe for us to pay any more taxation, even for 
such a good thing as education for our i hildren.” 


• 1 r*'" some of my zamindar friends on the other 

side that the taxation of one pice is even too much for them, while 
the taxation of four pice suggested for the tenants is not much in- 
asmuch as xamindars have to pay other taxes. I want to point out 
to this House that the major portion of the tax will W roalised from 
the cultivators, who arc already over-burdened with taxation. Then 
there is another difficulty, via., that the xamindars while realixinu 
the one anna to be pant by the tenant will try to throw their share 
of one pi.e also on to ihe tenant by illegal ways. I do not sav that 
every xamindar will do this, but there is a natural apprehension in 
the minds of the tennms that many xamindars will extort from the 
tenants the *a.nind«r-s share of the tax in an unlawful manner. 
Iheti ^miosthas will Iw instructed to realise the additional one pice 
from the tenimts by some means or other. The tenants further fear 
that they will not only have to pay the xamindar’s share of the tax 
but also additional charges for collection. This approhension on their 
part is not v>ntirely groundless, and it is one of the reasons why they 
refuse to pay any tax whatsoever for this purpose. 

Sir. Government put forward the plea that they were looking to 
the intemts of the tenants when they introduced the Bengal Tenancy 
(Aniendmenti Bill last year, but it has not improved the lot of the 
tenants,— in fact it has proved to be a tenant-killing Bill In the 
prownt cuse also, they have come forward with the plea that this 
Bill IS for the eilucation of the people of the rural arena, but it is 
really an education-killing Bill. I. therefore, warn Government 
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agaimt ik« time when the people will rise in mass againat them and 
refu^ t<| pay any taxation whatsoever, and when argniuents and per- 
suation #imld be of no avail. I appcfal to the members of this House 
to reject this Hill. If that is not possible, they should at least refer 
it to a Select Coiiiuiittee, where it could considered and re-examined. 

With these words. Sir, I oppose the motion. 


Mr* A. RAHMAHs Mr. Presitleiit, Sir, 1 do not pitdend that 
speaking at this stage will in any way influence the decision of the 
House, because in matters lika this decisions are made l>eforehand 
outside the House. I have lieen listening to tlie debate that has 

l)eeu going on since yesterday, and I speak because I am gieatly 
l)ea’ildered by the attitude that some meiiibers have taken up over 
this Bill. Yesterday, it was said that (loveinmeiit had been guilty 
of culpable negligence in delaying the introduction of this Bill in 
this House, but all the arguments that have l)een advanced by the 
(*ritics of Oovernment plead for delay in the consideration of this 

Bill. Each time a Primary Education Bill is brought lH*foie the 

House, objections are raised, it is referi'ed bi a Select (\>iiimittee, 

minutes of dissent are written, and the task of evolving something 
tangible out of the cha(»s Womes as difficult as ever. The lalmur of 
(roverniuent for alHiut a year is lost, and at the end w^e are content 
to refer the Bill back again to a Select (Vnnmittee or to have it re- 
published for eliciting )>ublic opinion. The suspicion remains in niy 
mind, Sir, that we do not wish to tackle the quest ion: In fact, we 
want to shelve it. 

Sir, I am not sf>eak;ng as an expert on this t[uestion, because I 
have been told that an expert is one who knows less and less of nioi'e 
and more, and, from that point of vi?w, it is an honour w^hich the 
Government must share with the critics of the Bill. I speak us a 
layman, because I have been asking myself this question: “ AVhat 
is it that we have been wanting sfi long}'” Do we or do we not 
desire primaiy education for the masses of Bengal?

Sir, if it has been criminal negliK^ncre on the part of (iovemment 
in delaying the introduction of this Bill, then all I can say is that 
the attitude that has been displayed by some membem is criminal 
negligetii^ amounting to ” slaughter.” To me it seetris, after listen- 
ing to the debates yesterday and to-day, that two vital obje<rtions have 
been taken to this Bill. The first objection seems to be that the 
principle of this Bill, or rather the preamble, does not go far enough.

If ae have the faintest Impe that somelMuly will come to fiur rescue, 
or some other agency will save us from an unpleasant duty, we ought 
to retire from the arena of public life. The fact has to be faced 
s(|uai\dy that, for the present at least, frc'sh taxation would l>e neces- 
sary. If at any future period this liecomes unne<‘essary, is there any 
tiuestion that legislators would not be quick to grasp the c hance? The 
source (hat has heen p»’«»|K)Hed is the result of anxious and careful 
thought ; if any alternative c‘apable of yielding as muc^h and imiiie- 
diat:dy is suggested, the House would welcHiiiie it. 

1 suppose this is one of the biggest steps towards nation-building, 
and if this measure is nassed it would 1 m* a golden achieveinent in an 
othemise barren rec-ord of public activity. From that point of view 
n fair chance at least ought to b? given to this Bill. It has taken 
too long to c‘onie before us; everylHuly has professed love for the vision 
but practically everylKidy has l)een inhospitable to the material form. 
Huch an attitude would iii?an our iiiabtlity to face really supreme 
issues. There must lie room for a variety of opinions on some of the 
clauses of the Bill, and those that are a little nert'ous about the 
passage of th?

economic pressure of the Meston Award over whi(*h there has been 
so much shedding of crocodile tears from interested quartet's. The 
landed aristocracy — the o^her powerful factor — was next to be affected 
in order to coinplete the cinle for the subversion of the two coalescing 
forties. Now no ignoring the fact that th? land-owning class has also 
l>een hard hit by the latest tenani'y enactiiients. This taxation over 
the Bengal (Rural) Prin^ary Education Bill is calculated to add to 
the already many wrongs to which that class has already l)eeii sul»- 
jerted. Indeed landed a* ist<Hi'a< y, notwithstanding all then* untoward 
.cin'unistances, have liitlierto stcMid tirinly by the standard of loyalty, 
but I fear they may have to break away eventually if too much such 
stress is put u(>on them indirectly. 

Thus I cannot be a party to such a measure as discriminates class 
from class and burdens indire<*tly a minority class with an odious 
cess to the exclusion of other classes who are also rich and able 
enough to bear the burden and who should also W made to shoulder 
the liability.

capitalists. In fact, it is the ^im fiffht of the Mufrerinff weak with 
the unmerciful stronfr in every sphere. Such fight can never lie 
efficiently carried on if the masses are not literate. They cannot be 
taught to be stronger, nor can they resist oppression till they can 
realiM their position through learning of facts by the usual mrthods 
of publicity and then express themselves in the same way. Moreover 
the continuance of such battle involves improved economic conditions’ 
Thu can be largely dfected by primary education. The Agriculture 
Dep^ment has estimated for instance, that the agriculturists of the 
province could easily earn another 8 crores of rupees a year with-

Then a^in with the 
ability to read, health and sanitation propaganda will be rendered 
more efhcariouH. The population will be able to protect themselves 
from epidemics, and the many diseases which beset them at present. 

Hut while I realise this, I realise also that the Bill must enable 
us to attain our real object. This the present Bill will not enable 
us to do. It has many defects. I need not elaborate them. I need 
only say that it is half-hearted, dilatory, and inadequate. The most 
important of these defe<rts is that the control and initiative of our 
education will rest with I he (ioverninent. With Government initiative. 
It IS my considered opinion that it will not brinfr about even the 
merest "expansion” as contemplated in the preamble, not to speak 
of universalisation of primary education within a reasonable period. 
And with such unlimited control in the hands of an alien and irres- 
ponsible Government it will be impossible for us to obtain the kind of 
education which will fit. the masses for the struggle before them— the 
struggle for freedom which 1 have already emphasised. Even in a 
free country, one of the greatest of philosophers has said that Govern- 
ment contnd in educatn.n " aids to restrain, rather than develop, the 
energies of men.” How much more does this truth apply to a subject 
country like ours, a country striving against vested interests to attain 
Its proper place in the world’s nations. By this Bill the powers rolat- 
mg both to polity and >o general control are reserved to the Govern- 
ment, who alone are to hold all the strings. The process of applying 
these powers have been perfected by a team of officials consisting of 
the Director of 1‘ublic Instruction, the Commissioner, and the Magis- 
trate. The Inspector-General of l‘olice and the Deputy Inspector- 
lenerul (if the C. L I), have lieen left out either m a rare ease of 

over»ip[ht, or perhapH lietaune their functions will be exercined in other 
ways. 


Sir. if you want an example of the futility of official initiative 
and control m education, the working of the Bombay and Madras 
Government.s Acts enables me to give you one in spite of the eulogy 
of our hon bk friend Mr J. L. Bannerjee yesterday. The Bombay 
Act made it the declared poli.y of Government that universal fi-ee and 
compulsory primaiy education should be reached by a definite’ pro- 
gramme of progressive expansion within a reasonable period not 
exceeding ten years. This was the declaivd policy. The declared 
result after seven or eight years’ working as expreimed in the rosolu- 
tion in the review of the work during the yearn 1926-26 was as fcdlows: — 

" Compulsoiy education had so far been introduced in six muni-

. ‘ J*** of primary education under the Primary Education 

Act has unfortunately been hampered hy lack of the neoeeaaiy funds 
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with Govfrnment who have rec^ently been obliged to issue a Press 
Note warning local autborities that unless there is expansion in the 
public revenues in the near future schemes for expansion of primary 
education whether on a voluntary or compulsory basis, which may 
be submitted by them for sanction, will inevitably be held up till 
times impro%^e. Government, however, see no reason why local 
authorities who have increased their revenues by additional local 
taxation should not undertake scheme of expansion within their own 
resources even though the two-third contribution from Government 


laid down under the Pymary Education Act may not forthcoming 
either now or in the immediate futui-e. liocal authorities who take 
the initiative in starting schemes of their own may rest assured t lf |ft t as 
soon as their financial position improves, Government will not fail 
to come to their assistance.’* The case of Madras is no lietter. 

Sir, Mr. Bunnerjee has also described the Bill, with inc»re vigour 
than truth justifies, as “ ill-conceived, ill-cooked, and ill-digested.” 
1 do not agi-ee. The Bill may he ill-conc'eived, but from the chef’s 


point of view it has been exceedingly well-<‘ooked, though it has not 
yet been digested. As for its lieing ill-ccmceived, of which there is 
no doubt, it is well-known that one c‘CK>k too many, in fact my friend 
lumself. was resjxvnsible for the conception of the Central Board l>eing 
merely advi.sory and not executive, a pnivision wholly against the 
iundaniental princdpl? of the scheme of primary educ^ation. The in- 
tention of Goveniiiient ;n putting this Bill liefoie the IJouse seems 
to have Wen to hold before the public gaxe a pic ture of their solicitude 
for the cultural uplift of the jieople, but that pic ture has shown more 
than it wa.s painted to how — it has brought out its real motive. It 
is a cover for the criminul neglect of one of the mc»st vital functions 
ot the State — a func-tion which more than sixty years ago claused the 
then Governor-General to say that he could not “ War any longer 
the reproac h that almost nothing has Wen done fc»r the education of 
the people of Bengal.” But, Sir, the British are a manly racr*. His 
Excellency and his successors have managed to W»ar the pain since 
then with commendable Christian fortitude. Indeed, the finances for 
the project under the Bill have Wen so carefully arranged that the 
largest share of the burden has Wen shifted on to the people, though 
Government still holds the reins. The State contribution has been 
proposed to W limited to the present grant — and even this insignificant 
grant has not been given a statutory sanction. Some of my friends 
on this side have emphasised the necessity of a larger share of the 

expenses being borne by Government, who should earmark a sum 

say 76 lakhs or a crore — towards the cost of primary education. But 
I realise the difiSculties of Government. I * would consequently be 
satisfied with a compromise if such compromise prescribes in the Bill 
a statutory minimum contribution on the basis of their present m* 
penditnre on primary education supplemented by an anntuU

should not ba unusually difficult. I have not the least doubt that

Mr. J. M. SEN CUPTAl Mr. President, Sir, I was expecting during 
tfie course of the debate on this question yesterdav and also to-day 
that at least one member of this House would rise* to support th'e 
motion of the Hon'ble Member in charge of this Bill. I have been 
disappointed. It is neceseury. Sir, that at the end of the debate on 
the motion for the consideration of this Bill and while the amendments 
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to that potion to be referred to the Select Committee are considered 
that I should make the position of the Congress party perfectly clear, 
and seciMidly, that I should make a final appeal to the Hon’ble Member 
in ehaige of the Bill that he should withdraw the Bill as it standi 
to-day and reintroduce a new Bill in accordance with the public 
opinion of the countiy expressed in this Council. I wonder. Sir, if* 
this Bill was really founded on strong and invincible principles. If 
so, how was it that not a single member that I heard either from tbe 
Oovernment benches or fioni the n<»n.official benches rise up and 
speak in favour of itP He knows his position. He realises the diffi- 
iulties of meeting the wishes of the people. Sir, I know that the 
(lovernment Member in charge of this Bill will not respond i) the 
appeal that I have in.*'(le. But I have to make the position of my 
party ver>" clear. Most of the members of my party have declared 
in most c'lear terms that th?y are all opposed to the principles of the 
Bill. Sir, I am also opposed to it. The main reasons are tlm*e. 
First, that the scope of the Bill is very limiteil. Mr. Bannerjee and 
other speakers have printed out very hircibly and ver>' clearly that 
under the Bombay Act we have Inith the urban ai*eas and rural ureas 
dealt with in the same piece of law. It would be a very deplorable 
state of affairs in the pr(»vince of Bengal if we have one policy 
followed with regard to education in the urban areas and another 
policy followed liy a different set of men in the rural areas, in which 
case there would be two kinds of children growing up most probiilily 
>^'ith perfectly different and opposite mental outlmik. That is a stata 
of affairs which no civdis?d country would allow on any a<*count. 
It Bonibay could have on;^ law to deal with the whole province, I 
(’aiinot undei’stand why Bengal cannot have the same kind of legisla- 
tion. That is the one objection to the Bill, The other two objections 
have been dealt with also by various ineuil>ers of this House. The one 
is with regard to the «|uestioii of the control of the policy. Now, 
Sir, so fur as this is <*oncerned, the cd>jection is based on very sound 
gmunds. When the (ioveriuiient of this country — the English (iovem- 
inent of this country — started giving us sec^ondary and university 
education, we know what the policy Iiehind that education was. One 
or two members referred to it. I would like to put it in the ivords 
of some of the well-known Englishmen of those times who have some- 
thing to do w’ith the education policy of the country. It is that 
fear — a fear w'hieh is based on facts — that has acrtuated most of us 
in pressing this question, via., the power of controlling the policy 
of primary education should be left entirely in the hands of |KipularIy 
elected Indians. We find a well-known Englishman, in the beginning 
of the English education in this country, said: “ We must do our 
best to form a class who may be interpreters between us and the

Mr. H. E. STAPLETON: Sir, we have twice heard a .eoinment 
on this debate from the leader of the Congress party in this House, 
namely, that he wa.s surprised to find that no speech was forthcoming 
from the Government benches in support of this Bill Sir. I submit 
.that hitherto nothing whatsoever has l>een said which requires to be 
leplied to, and my difliculty has not Wen decreased by what we have 
just heard from Mr. Sen Gupta, the honourahle leader of the Congres.s 
jmrty. The only concrete profMisals that we have had in front of

the Bill, s very largo aiajority, if not an OTorwhelining majority, of 
the people prosent at the meetings that were held unanimouely demanded 
and supported the introduction of this Bill. There was also praoti- 
rally no opposition to the introduction of the cess, I, therefore, claim 
that the statement that has been made by the members on my right 
that the peopld of Bengal are bitterly opposed to the Bill is not borne 
out by the facts that I have collec'ted which, on the contrarj% show 
that far from being opposed to the Bill, the people themselves are 
in favour of it. 


THOMPSON • I believe firmly that every member, 
every Indian member, of this House is in favour of the principle of 
extending primary education in this country as quickly as possible. 

e non-official hiUropeaiis will vote on this matter not as representing 
the Chamber of Commerce or as representing any particular shade 
of European opinion but as citizens of Bengal and we are at one with 
th? other members of this House in our conviction that the salvation 
of this country lies in the extension of primary education. I believe 
that most of the meinbei*8 of this House are in favour of the introduc- 
tion of compulsory education at the earliest possilde momeui and 
there we Europeans are with them. This Bill is a Bill that has 
already Ireen in the Select Committee. I submit, Sir, that I have 
more intelligence than the piTiverbial spider, and I claim and I think 
that this House ran fairly claim to have advanced some centuries 
ahead of that persistent old rascal Rol>ert Bruce, king of B(?otland. 
M hen we fail by one method we do not go on ramming our heads 
a^^rinst a brick wall; .ve l(»ok for a way round. We have already 
referred the Bill to a Select Committee. What sort of report did 
It produce? How many minutes of dissent were attached to it? What 
did Oovernment do with it when they got it? They have produced 
a Bill which does not f.dlow the report of the Selec t Committee and 
put it l>efore us for consideration. Have we, Sir, any lead in our 
past experience to give us an idea of the liest thing we can do? The 
object in view is the extension of primary education immediately and 
compulsion soon as possible. Have we anything to show in our 
past experience which should not guide usP The Tenancy Bill had 
Wn hanging fire for no less than 9 years; it went from committee 
to committee but with what result? The last committee produced 
a report which is much like this report which we have on this Primary 
Education Bill but I thfnk with even more minutes of dissent, and 
what did Oovernment do with it? The Bill which they put before 
the House did not follow the report of the final committ^. How did 
the House deal with it^ The House took that Bill into consideration 
clauae by clause and did the best piece of legislative work which 
has been done in the Bengal Ijegislative Council since the Heforms, 

I submit. Sir, that is the line to take with this Bill. We shall never 
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have a aslect committee to write ao tmanimoaa report which will 
satisfy everyone. Government will not be satisfied when they get it, 
and the only way to thrash out this matter is to take it clause by 
clause and worry it out on the floor of this House. 


Dr. W. A. JENKINS! Sir, I hava listenad with amaaement and 
not a tittle sorrow to the majority of the speeches that have been 
delivered on this motion this afternoon — amazement at the inirenuity 
which has l)e.an displayed in introducing so many irrelevancies into 
a subject of this kind and sorrow that in an issue which is so funda- 
mentally important to the future of the province there should be 
little discussion of principle, so little introduction of educational 
idealism and so much depreiiation of the efforts of those who are 
trying to fonvard the cause of primary education. (Ironical cheers). I 
know those ironiial cheers. Sir. It is easy to criticise but far more 
lUfficult to put forward any lonstructive scheme, as many members of 
this House will find some day. We have heard the elmiuent speech of 
Mr. Jitendrulnl liannet jee to which 1 listened w’ith the utmost admira- 
tion and appreciation, but. Sir, it was an ebaiuence worthy of a better 
caus? than destruction. When we analyse that speech and try to 
find out the real pnnc-ples underlying the facts which it contains, 
what do we find)' He dilated on the preamble of the Bill and 
deplored th.* fact that the Bill did not state at the outset that it pro- 
vided for free, univemil and compulsory primary education. He 
reminds me very much of a traveller who goes to a biMiking office and 
asks for u ticket, say to Simla, and also puts a ijuestion as to whether 
he can remain in the sum? carriage and reach Simla without having 
to wait for t'oiinection anywhere. On receiving a reply that it is 
not possible to do so, he says— -Very well, I will not go. Or, in other 
words, liecause we cannot have tree, compulsory and universal educa- 
tion. therefore we must refuse to take any step along a path which 
may ultimatelv lead to il. He stated also that it was not his concern 
that the Ooveriiment h.i«l no money. Sir, whatever be the reasons 
behind the financial emb.irrassment with which this province is faced, 
the financial embarrassment is a fad and it is impossible at the 
present moment to introduie any scheme of free, universal and com- 
pulsory primary education. As an educationist. Mr. J. L. Bannerjee 
is well aware, us I am, that for the Bengal Government to have a 
satisfactory universal pcimury education system you will have ulti- 
niately to ftmt a bill not of one crore but probably of 10 to 20 
crores, which is fur lieyond the resources of this province. I am not 
s^king to justify the present political situation or the present finan- 
«ial arrangements with the Oovemmant of India but I am merely 
placing the facts before you and the sooner Mr. J. L. Banneijee and 
his friends realise thiS|.the sooner will they be in a position to appre- 
ciate the realities and start on a programme of reconstruction 
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which will Imild up a r»ch and free Beniral. Because we cannet have 
free and uniTersal primary education, is that any reason why we 
should not do what is fossible towards bringings nearer the day when 
we shall see established universal primary education in this country P 

It is only possible to get a certain sum of money out of pit)viiicial 
revenues and the balance must l>e found from some other source, 
whether it be a <‘ess or something else; and with that amount of money 
so realised surely it is ap to meml>ers of this House to co-operate in 
devising a scheme which, even if it does not mean much pmgi-ess, 
means some progress at least. 

Sir, what is the po'^.tionP This Bill may be ill-conceived but it 
has Wn conceived, brought forward and considered by the leading 
educationists of the province and md by (Government officials alone, and 
if in their combined wi.-dom they have pixaluced a scdieme which they 
consider to W the Wst possible, surely it is worthy of serious consi- 
deration by this House.

Such being the case. Sir, I say that no case whatever has been 
made out either for the total rejection of this Hill or for its reference 
back to Select rommittee That is a delaying motion and 1 would 
recall to the men»or\ of the membei*s of this House the progress of 
primary educaticni in England. There is no more melancholy reading 
than that (»f the delay which took place in the introduction *)f com- 
pulsory piimarv educati<ni there. As early as 1H.‘I8 measures were 
introduced in th:‘ House of Commons which had the support of all 
l»artie8, but for or ‘14 years tlu\v found it im[Mmsible to pass any 
measure because the parties could not agree, not on main principles, 
but on ndigious matters, (^inflicting opinions are Ixiund to arise 
whenever any iinjKirtant measure, which has large principles, and 
on which large issues are at stake, is intnuluced. If the memliers of 
the House think that it is possible to bring in a measure of primary 
education which will have th$^ unanimous support of all, they are 
grievously mistaken. It is lieyond the ingenuity of man to introduce 
a Bill which will command anything like universal support. If this 
Bill is referred to a S*Iec*t Coiiimittee, you will find that when it 
comes back aitiendeil fnini the Select (yommittee, amendment after 
amendment will be proposed in this Mouse, and you will have to 
debate all of them on the fioor of this House. The same principles 
wbieh you will discuss in the Select Committee will again be diseussed 
on the floor of this House, and all these piineiples will have ultimately 
to be decided here. A great deal has been said about the division 
of the cees between landlord and tenant, between the proportion of 
1:4 and 2:3. If you refer it to Select Ck>nunittee, do you think that 
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il the Select Committee decide on a proportion of 3 :29 no amend- 
ments will be moved on the floor of this House? These are matters 
which can be debated and settled here and only here. Reference back 
to Select Committee for deciding issues of this kind is sheer wast? 
of time, and the House will simply be employing delaying tactics — 
delaying tactics which in other countries have proved so fatal to the 
progress of education and which in this country will likewise retard 
the progress. Let those who are fundamentally opposed to the 
principles of the Bill say so plainly and not shirk their responsibility. 
Ref?rence buck to Sele'-t Committee is merely a delaying measure 
which will bring with it little gof)d and may bring much harm. The 
issue has been placed b»dore the House. You have a certain amount 
of money, and here is a scheme to utilise that money. You have the 
opportunity of moving amendments here. Take what you have, reject 
it or accept it here, but reference back to Select Committee is merely 
shirking the responsibility that rests upon you. I do submit, Sir, that 
if it is referred back to Select Committee, then, when it comes back 
from Select Committee, either this year or next year, you will have 
to debate at full length in this Council ever>’ principle underlying 
the Bill. Therefore, I submit that no case has been made out for 
referring the Bill to a Selec*t Committee and that we should debate 
it here. 

BgIhi NALINIRANJAN tARKERs Sir, I move that the question 
be now put. 


Mr. ft. M. SEN CUPTA: Oil a point of personal explanation, Sir. 
We have been asked to deal with the Bill her?. I am prepared to 
accept the suggestion of Oovemment provided Government will agree 
to allow us to move amendments of which I made suggestions in my 
speech. 

Bate JITENORALAL BANNERJEE: On a point of order, Sir. 
Before you allow the Hon’ble Member in charge to speak will you 
not allow us to reply to the speeches of other Government members, 
as after the Hon’ble Member speaks no further speeches will be per- 
mitted.

Hr. RRESIOENT: I can use my own di-scretion in the matter. 
I think I should allow the Government Memlter to .speak. 

Kh» Bahadur Mautei AZIZUL HAQUE: On a point of order, 
•Sir. Certain members on this side of the House have not yet spoken. 
Before jou put the closure motion I want to draw your attention to 
this. Some members were actually on their legs. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: You will have an opimituiiity later on unless, 
of course, the closure motion is accepted and carried in the mean- 
time. 


MEMBER in charga of EDUCATION DEPARTMENT (tho 
Hon’Mo Mr. M. C. McAlpin): Do I understand, .Sir, that all tliesa 
motions fall to the ground? 

Mr. PRESIDENT: No. 


Tho Hon Mo Mr. M. C. MoALPIN: Sir, in the course of the dis- 
( ussion I expected to nMeive some new and fresh arguments against 
the Bill, but what happened? Sevei-al old arguments were put for- 
ward with only one or two new ones — at least new to me. The first 
new one was rn objistMin to the preumhl.>, and the protagonists oi 
preambles suggested that the profier way to begin the Bill waa oir 
these lines: “ Wherea* it i.s the derlared policy of Government that 
universal, free and rompuhsory elementary education for lioys and 
girls should lie reached l.j a definite programme of progressive expan- 
sion, and whereas, etc., etc.” Now. Sir, I have not the slightest 
doubt that Mr. Bartley could have supplied the Council with an equally 
resounding preamble if he had known that they wanted it, because 
there is no difference of opinion between us over this question. We 
are all at one on the fac t that it is our intention to secure free and 
compulsory primary ediuatiou so far as it is practicable as soon a* 
possible. Personally I prefer simpler language but wa can adopt the 
amendments which have been tabled as far as possible, because, as I 
have said, there is really no difference of opinion between us on thia 
point. 

Then the old argument was brought forward that bec ause Bombay 
and Madras spend large sums from Government coffers, therefore 
Bengal should. Now, where had Bombay and Madras got these large 
sums from, if they have not got them by taxation. Take the figure* 
of 1912-1.3. The revenues of Madras were Rs. 7,96,00,000; of Bombay 
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Bs. 7, 82, 00, (KM); and of Bengal Be. 7,14,00,000. Now, what are the 
revenues to-day, Sir, Madras Bs. 16,97,00,000; i^mbay 
Bs. 15,74,(K),(HM); and Bengal Es. 10,94,00,000. With all these large 
revenues — these very large expanding revenues — it is possible for 
Madras and Bombay to find large sums of money from Government 
coffers, which, of course, come by way of some sort of taxation, 
towards primary education So, all that this Government is asking 
is for Bengal to tax itself in some other way. The House knows per- 
fectly well that those provinces can stand such large expenditure and 
we cannot. Then, Mr. Jitendralal Bannerjee suggested that the Bill 
slu)ul<l not he a<*cepted for consideration unless Government definitely 
sfated what their financial liabilities should be. It is tru? he said I was 
inaudible, but on a reference to his previous speeches I find several 
remarks of his to that effect but I was not here. But I categorically 
and with considerable di'tail in my opening remarks definitely stated 
what Government’s financial liabilities would l)e. I would refer to the 
first part of amendment No. 85, which states the commitments of 
Government — an amount etiual to the recurring exf>enditure incurred 
l)y tlie IxK-al Governmeiil in the year ended 31st March 1929 (I would 
refer to this year) for payment of grants-in-aid, for the institution 
aiiid maintenance of piimary sch<K)ls and payment of teacheis 
herein, and tor scholarships for children in primary schools 
in rural areas. I ;-*ated definitely that Government had to 
pay large grants to district boards which they would continue to give 
to district school boards, and I gave the sum as little more than Rs. 21^ 
lakhs. Government are committed to that. 

Bftbu JITENDRALAL BANNERJEE S We w'ant a statutory prf>- 
vision for that and not sunply the assurance of the Hon’ble Member. 

Njl"* PRESIDENT* The IIon*ble Mr. Mc'Alpin need not, unless of 
i^mi-se he thinks fit, pay any attention to these remarks. 


Th# Him’blt Mr. M» C« MoALPIN: I am not accustomed to these 

remarks. Sir. 

Then I w^eiit on to say that we would incur expenditure for the 
ins|iefdorate and for training schools and of course for what we have 
to pay as xamindars under the taxation prtiposals which will amount 
to one or to two lakhs. 

€-15 p.m. 

Then there were arguments that some other means of taxation 
must be found. But tb«* whole realm of taxation has been examined, 
leaving the only feasible one contained in the Bill. The Select Com- 
mittee have definitely stated so. 
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As r^lprds details of taxation, it is a matter which will require 
full exluiiination at the time of considering detailed amendments. 
Some of Riese amendments will, I am afraid, act as boomerangs, if 
you do not know the Cess Act very well. 

Then some one else suggested that wa ought to wait for a freah 
financial settlement. \\ell» we do not know what will happen and 
we cannot count on an> thing in particular. It is impossible to hold 
up a Bill like this so lung, on the off-<*hance of finding more money 
which all departments of Government, such as Medical, Public* Health, 
and so forth, will b? scrambling for. 

Then the old argument was brought forward that the Bill ought 
to deal with municipalities. It was only just touched on, but, of 
course, that is a separate and simpier problem, capable of treatment 
by itself. If complicated with this Bill, and if the taxation pit»posal 
is made uniform, then the problem of taxation which we have sedved 
for rural areas would indeed Iw inscduble. What we want is a practi- 
cal measure and not a theoretical one — correct but impractic*able — 
whic'h really is Mr. Stapleton’s theme. 

Then followed a reference to rny mentality in criticising the 
popular machinery which was descrilred by the speaker as a clog in 
the adniinisiration. I dc* not grudge the speaker his remarks about 
my nientality, hut 1 do thank him for the argument that he has put 
in in my mouth that tkc j>opular machinery, that is the centnil rnde- 
pendent Ixidy, would l>e a clog in the admriiistration. At this stage, 
it cei'tainly would l>e a c‘log — and a very expensive clog indeed — and 
I thank him for the arguiiient. We have already set up in the Bill 
a popular machinery which is nec'essary to deal with details, i.e., the 
district schcKrl hoard. One sef of such popular IxxlieB is sufficient, two 
including the central indefrendent Imdy would he a crowd. ObjiH*tion 
was taken to the constitution of the boards. That is a matter for 
detailed amendments. 

An attempt was made to nmke out that Government had altered 
the Selec*t Committee’s Bill considerably, though the speakers did not 
mention even all the alti rations that I mentioned. 

Sir, I have not been ahl? t4» understand what the prmdse argument 
is for referring the Bill to a Select Committee, except that the 
speakers w^ant to do that. bec*ause they do not like the Bill and W'ant 
to bring in a dilatory motion that would prevent the Bill beiximing 
law. I can understand Bahu Naliniranjan Sarker w'anting it to go 
to a Select Committee in order that he may get all the diiferent 
proposals that he has tabled here incorporated in the Bill, and that, 
Sir, would probably be the result of the ^reference to a Select Com* 
mittee. All sorts of things would eonlfe into the Bill, ha||t«ii 
Bahu NaHniranjan Sarker wanted then. 
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We do not know whai the final form of the Bill would be— probably 
it would be something which would be quite unacceptable to the House 
and to OovCTnment, and would probably delay the Bill for a year or 
more. I think, Sir, that, in view of the fact that the whole matter 
has now been thoroughly threshed out, it is time that this Bill was 
taken into consideration, clause by clause, by this Council.

Is the Hon’ble Member absolutely 
certain that the comparative increase in the revenues of Madras and 
Bombay is due to increased taxation or to the injustice of the Meston 
Settlement, which has left larger surpluses to those provinces at the 
expense of Bengal? 


Mr. PRESIDENT: 1 lease resume your seat. 

I think I "hould make my position clear in regard to the motion 
of Mr. Sarker. Ihe rule demands that when a motion for closure 
has lieen iiinde, the Pre.sident has got to decide whether the matter 
before the House has been suflSciently discussed or not. So it is more 
or less a demand on the President to pronounce his opinion as to 
whether the matter has Wen sufficiently discussed or not. I think that 
If I accept Mr. Sarker’s motion at this stage it will not be an in- 
fringement of the rights of reasonable debate. I have however a few 
more amendments Wforc me with regard to the personnel of the pro- 
IHwed Select Committee. I think the members who have tabled these 
amendments should lie given an opportunity of moving them I 
therefore, rule that if the motion for closure is carried I shall’ call 
uinm those members to formally move their amendments. On the 

other hand, if the closure motion is not carried, the discussion will 
continue.

Respiratory catarrh — 34 per cent. 

Enlarged cervical gland^^ (a large per cent, tubercular) — 75*8 
per cent. 

It will be seen that 80 per cent, of the pupils require medical aid in 
one form or another. Is not this an appalling figure? 

This is a sufficient indictment of the present system whereby no 
attempt is made to better the physicpie while the stuffing of :he intelletd 
is proceeded with. The (lovernrnent or the people who remain unmoved 
after these disclosures are either callous or heartless, but surely less 
than human. If we were an indcpendant nation would we have allowed 
our national assets to decline and decay in this xcay. Our foreign 
rulers, believing that fo» ign armies would defend India in the hour of 
need, remain unmindful and they are satisfied with making us n nation 
of quill drivers. Th'v talk of Soviet intrigues, they defend our 
frontiers, to the l>oge> of North-Western Frontiers is added another, the 
North-Eastern Frontiers, they think that sedition w'ill be killed by the 
Indian IVnal Code and by (‘rushing the manhood, by the rigours of 
jail discipline, they can for ever preside over the destinies of 356 
millions of people. Vain hope. Little do they count upon a contended, a 
peaceful, a free and a trusted people. If our young men are trained 
and trusted, if they are made contented, then the multitudinous honles 
of the finest arniie.s in the w'orld will roll away like summer (douds 
before the serried ranks of Indians of all races and creeds fired wdth the 
lofty ambition to defend their hearths and homes and their country. 

What has the (iovernment done to prevent this decay of our young 
men? In 1921 two circulars were is.siied — Nos. 37 and 38 of 9th April, 
1921, recjuesting teachers to l>e present when students played ou:-door 
games. In the ineantiiiie the need for physical education liecarne strong 
owing to disclosures made hy the Student Welfare Committee of the 
Calcutta Fniversity. I understand that in the last four classes of 
Oovemraent and aided sc*hools some form of physical training is made 
compulsory. The top classes are exempted. No sane person would tiay 
thi« is a satisfactoiy state of things. 

The Oovemment has done another thing. At a time of finanetal 
eiringeiiey it has appointed from November last a Physical Direc^lor on 
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a pay of B«. 900 per mensem. The x i_-

4 p.m. This will disappear it a littL^ change is made. Make the 
ordinary school hours 10 a m. to 1 p.m. and again from 1410 to 0 p.m.— 
the last two periods of the duration of 45 minutes each. After a recess 
of half-an-hour for rest (the tiffin hour being from 1 to 1410 p.m.) 

students shall take physic al exeirise for one hour from 3410 to 4410 p.m. 
If ne<*essar>*, reduce the hours for intellectual exeitivSe — the classes — 
from 5 to 4 hours each day — that will not make our kiys less intellec- 
tually keen or fit. 

The sec'ond objection is on the score of nourishment. What will the 
boys take for tiffin? I afiprehend no difficulty in the mufifassal. Thf»re 
the taste of the lioys is not vitiated by hankering for the poisoned 
sweetmeats of the markets, nor Viy the taking of preparations of meat 
from cheap eating houses. Afwr#, wwrlri, Ipatma^ home made laddu 
form their tiffin and they never grumble. Chapatis and inoltisses can 
l>e easily and cheaply supplied. If Calcutta students are only pre- 
vented from seeing the Cinema shows and purcdiasing tickets throughout 
the football season much c an be saved. It is a c]uestion of co-ordination 
between the guardians and the authorities, supplemented by funds alxiut 
whic h I have something to say hiter on. Then objections have Imm 
raised by Government to military training. I, will deal with them last. 

Now with I'egard to physical exercise* for students. It is admitted all 
round, by all and sundry, that the <!ays of persuasion are over. ‘ Ama- 
teurish advice and pious wish will not solve the problem. There is a 
Government curriculum of physical culture. There are some drill 
masters — ill paid and ill educated. The Calcmtta University will like 
some drill, hockey, fcKitball, wrestling, club exeirises. playing wifh 
sticks to lie intmcluced. They are all ver>^ good but they do no: go far 
enough. Wliat is wante*! is a w si l-t hough t-out scheme, a provision for 
its enforcement and .supply of funds. 

Tbef« must be well-trained physical instructors, men a*ho have grit 
diplomas ftom a school for physical education which should be starred 
on the luiea of the mrthool at Mmlras. It is necessary to create a per- 
suanent physic^ education staff as a branch of the Educaticin Depart- 
ment. Then in ever>' school and college there muet not only be space 
aet apart for exercuses but there must be full equipment. Public deinon- 
slrations and interachool and collegiate competitions should be en- 
oeufuged. The * Prqviace should be divided into untts, the Calcutta 
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scWls and collcgeB into one group and all the rest into several unita- 
with phyHieal directors to supervise the whole working. There is need 
also for health propaganda among students. Those who go to sleep 
thinking that early marriage is at the root of physical deterioration, 
and unless social refoi-ms are first made, nothing need be done are 
wholly mistaken. They recapitulate half-a-century old copylbook 
maxims It is seldom we come across now of girl ‘wives and bov

^d the educational institutions. There must be a Central Board of 
Man^ement .onsisting of representatives of all the various interests 
All these various bodies must be made to pay. Apart frem the athletic 
ees reahsad from stcdenis. the educational institutions must set apart 
a sum from its general income. It should lie supplemented bv fixed 
annual grants from local Fniversities and District Boards and liberal 
grants-in-aid from (lovernment. The pay of physi.al instructors, cost 
of ^uipment. help towards tiffin in case of p<H.r students all should be 
met from this fund.

I next come to the most ticklish question, military training of 
college students The Calcutta Fni versify supports the idea and want 
a scheme to be drewn up in consultation with the military authorities, 
i he Shea Committee also supports the scheme. But the Government 

No. 3600Edn . dated ^e 23rd October. 1926, they say ” the correct 
I» my »t «« present time would be to encourage the formation of addi- 
tional battalions, companies or platoons of the Fnivereity corps in suit- 
able centire on a volunlm^- basis.” His Excellency the Governor of 
Bengal said at Dacca that ” the military authorities should place no 
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ol^tBcle in the way of ai*y University or College forming a contingent 
of the University Training Corps provided that the University or the 
college authorities can guarantee a fixed minimum number of memliers 
and can provide suitable oflScers/* 

I am thankful for the little concession. But of the 30.(KM) college 
students how many can be taken in the training crops. Then again 
“ voluntary basis is a very illusive step. I would insist upon com- 
pulsion, call it conscription if you like. With the shadows of the Great 
War overspreading all over us, Territorial Units were formed by a mild 
form of conscription. Those engaged in it knew how difficult it was to 
enlist our young mer in the Army. The old Kshatriya spirit is dead 
and Government will not trust us. In Hindu times the Kshatri^a^ were 
set apart as the special fighting asset of the nation. Umle! Mubaintna- 
dan rulers cultured ni^n were soldiers first and raii/eeit afterwards. 
Dyua.siies of soldiers with their retainers were the pillars of the State, 
fiven in early days of the East India Company the Bengalees were not 
so enervated and effete as they are now after nearly HiO years of British 
rule. P'ear is at the bottom — fear and apprehension lest the Great 
Empire is lost one day. I^t not the words “ Too Late ” written on 
the jxiHals of the Military* Secretariat. Talk of reduction of the 
standing army, of the Indianisation of the for<‘©s, of an Indian' navy 
manned by Indian men and officers — all are empty dream.s, }>oliticaI 
shibboleths to soothe the baby — so long as India may be bled for 
Britishers to live and enu y and domineer over us. Sir, a Great Empire 
and a little mind go ill together. The British cannot remain her© a 
day if after 160 year's ihey cannot depend upon the quality of that 
rule — but depend mostly upon the length and force of their arms. 

The objections to military* training of college students ff»rmulated 
by Mr. Lindsay in his alcove quoted letter are — 

<1) Cost of ecjuipment and tiuining of dO.OOO college students will 
not be borne by the Military authorities, but must fall on 
students or on provincial revenues. 

(2) Large number of students are not physically fit for military 

training. 

(3) There are military penalties for refusal to attend drills or obey 

orders. 

(4) Hard marching, camp life, drill will not be popular. 

(5) Opposition in many eases will result in indisf^ipline and troublw 

in the corps. 

I can at once say that ex<*ept <1), via., the cost, all the other ground# 
are not worth serious consideration. Do not utter liliel on a whole 
nation. The Bengalees are not a nation of cowards. Cowards are they 
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wlw are afraid of giving us military training. Our Province had pro- 
duced the greatest of lefonners, scientists, lawyers, literatorers and 
politicians; given the opportunities it can yet produce great warriors. 
The Bengalees have got amiability, agility, intellect, initiative and 
command.^ They are without fanaticism and prejudice. These are 
military virtues of no mean order. They may not have the physical 
proportions of the Afghans, the Pathans, the Rajputs, the Sikhs or the 
Beluchies. But the Japs and the Chinese are not physical giants. The 
Bengalees axe nimble in body, keen in wit, have got brains to assimilate 
and powers to initiate. They are docile and disciplined, respect for 
elders they learn from their cradle. A regular course of drill and 
physical exercises from youth will train them to bear hard labour and 
aiscipline is inj^rrained in them. 

The real trouble u one of finance. Why the Military authorities 
will not pay 1 cannot understand. They do not bring money from their 
fatherland to defend oui borders. Extorting everj- pice from us they 
^rn round upon us and say we will not train you to defend yourself, 
demises will come one day when it will be too late to learn Then as 
regwds Provincial Revenue. They exist for the ordinarv Police, ’for 
costly tours, for overseas allowances, for Secret Sen-ice, for C. I. 1)., 
D.D., I.B., and S.B., for bands and carpets, yea, even for constables’ 
■osquito curtains; they exist for the carrying out of the recommemia- 
tions of the Commission and the Jails Enquiry- Committee, tor 
■exodus to hills, for the tiavelling allowances of all and sundry. They 
should not be touched to make men of our boys, to save the nation from 
decay and ruin. I earnestly commend my resolution to vou and beseech 
you to make a beginning and it will W seen in 10 years that the M-beme 
is a success and the false prophets of to-day. who scoff, will admire and 
■extoll the vei-y- youths whom they distrust and decry.

Babu HIM CHANDRA ROY CHOUOHURi: Sir. the demand of a 
nation upon its ruler for ade<iUBte pixivision for the physical culture 
and training so neoMwai-y for self-defence is but an honest, reasonable 
and modest one. A subject-nation, like ours, may have to make such a 
■demand, nay, often he refused, but every national Government of the 
■world makes it its primary duty to look to the health of its people and 
if It lags behind it is charged with criminal negligence of duty and 
■declared to be unfit for holding the sovereign power any longer. 

We have been taujrfit in our boyhood the golden maxims “ a; sound 
mind in a sound body.” “ When health is lost every thing is lost.” Sir 
what is true of an individual is true of a nation. ' But do we find our 
Tnlere anxious for our health P It reminds us of the days of Bengal 
partition agitation. Along with the idea of political emancipatiim it 
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attracted It© atteatioa of <mr leaders that political freetlom is incoa- 
ceivabl© for a pliyHiealiy weak and frail nation. And forthwith many 
gymnasiums were organised throughout Bengal for the physical culture 
of our boys. But our guardian — the Bengal Government — smelt sedition 
in those institutions — what was the fate of those institutions? Almost 
all of them had to discontinue their existence owing to the terrorism of 
the police uithiii a few months ot their birth. Krom that time our 
leaders tried in various ways to ameliorate the physical condition of our 
young geneiutioii. But the Governnient did practically take no step in 
the matter. 

us now take a suney of the present condition of the health of 
our students. 

From the report on the students welfare scheme we find that the 
percentage of the iiuinber of students (dassified as general defectives, 
has steadily risen during the last few years fmin 25*7 per cent, to 
'147 percent. In other words one in every three students is siiftering 
fn)iu .some form of constiiutional disease which requires immediate tiuat- 
ment and attention. 

The percentage of the numher of sttidents who have some sort of 
defect or other is 71 per cent., i.e., only 29 per cent, of the students may 
be said to be free fi-om defect, and that the |>ei*centage of the iiunibei of 
student.s capable of standing erect is only about 57 jw*r cent. 

The other day the Hon’ble Mr. MoWrly told us that sufficient 
Bengalis of the reijuired physical standard clo not present themselves 
for enrolment as consrahles. I believe the non4)lf» Meml)er would 
have l>een more accurate had he told us that suffic lent Bengalis of re- 
quired physical standard are not found.

Is it not a fact that every year lots of (candidates for Itnperial and 
other services are found ineligiblu on medical examination? Is not our 
average span of life much shorter than that of (»ther civilised nations? 
Does not negligence or rather want of physical culture among our boys 
contribute to a large extent to such a deplorable state of affairs? Sir, 
18 it not an appalling or rather shof'king story to hear almut such a 
state of health of our youths who are pillars of the nation? 

How long shall we allow this to continue? Is it not high ttm© to 
bring pressure on the Oovemment to take active measures in the matter? 
From the official bench an excuse may be trotted out — I say time-worn 
excuse — that the Government is short of funds. 

Sir. whenever any demand has been made or any project was found 
necessary to be taken up, for national welfare, we have got such a 
#va«ive refdy. We have got about W crows of rupees as revenue. Can 
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we not set apart a few lakhs of rupees for such a nation-building project? 
I believe it is not the want of funds but the want of sympathy and 
neglect of duty on the part of Government that stand in our way. 

Now a question may arise why do we choose militaiy drill and 
military training among many kinds of physical exercises. The simple 
reply is this— that military drill and training teach discipline, punctu- 
ality and obedience also and satisfy the cravings of a nation to be well- 
trained to defend its own motherland. 

With these few words in suppori of the resolution moved by Mr. Bose 
I take my seat. " * 

Blbu PRATUL CHANDRA CANCULI: Sir, I rise to support the 

resolution moved by the hon’ble member Srijut Bejoy Krishna Bose. 
The main reason for my great enthusiasm for the cause of compulsory 
physical and military training lies in the plainful and distressing sight 
of the physically unfit in overwhelming number.s among the young 
students of the country on the one hand and my faith in the wonderful 
effiiacy ()f physical exercise in improving the physique and cultivating 
the (jualities of smartness, hardihood, courage, disiipline, etc., so essen- 
tial for the effective discharge of our civic duties on the other. 

Sir, possibly no fai'ts need be arrayed to prr.ve that our physical 
deterioration is well nigh complete. It is quite palpable to those who 
have got eyes. The signs of jihysical breakdown are visible all around, 
throughout the length ar.d breadth of the country. A health parade of 
our I niversity students disclosed some time ago the miserable condition 
of the health of our students. The health of the future hopefuls of our 
country is appalling indeed, and should not be tolerated even for a 
single (lay. 

The demand for im|)roving our physical fitness in general is urgent 
and immediate. The introduotion of compulsory physical exercise 
among the youth of the countiy- is sure to be of much help in the matter. 
But compulsion is only feasible among the students. Now the question 
may arise as to why (impulsion should W i-esorted to. The reply is 
simple. In an atmolphere of general physical unfitness of a serious 
nature we cannot expei t the victims to take to regular physical exendse 
voluntarily. Their general physical breakdown and its consequential 
indolent and lethargic habits do stand in the way. So compulsion is 
indispensable. 

But simply compulsory physical training will not do. We are out 
in an attempt to lead our country to the full stature of nationhood as 
conceivable by human intelligence so far. WV are determined not to 
consider any obstacle inssii^untable, and no sacrifice too groat in the 
cause of such noble achietement. The path is terribly arduous and 
beset with enormous difficidiiee (as our country by universal consent is 
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in tlii extreme depth of degradation). To tread along such a 
path our yo^mg men needs be st«>ng. courageoL. disci- 

plined and determined— and what other way is better fitted to 
impart UUM qualities in our young men but compulsory military 
training. I am sure our young men as such are inferior to no set 
of young men in any other part of the world. But for want of piopw 

training facilities their capacity for achieving anything is practically 
rion-existeot. ® t j 


Compulsory militaiy training among our University students would 
cure much of these ills and fit them for service in the cause of saving 

the country from foreign aggiession and helping it to progress and 
liberty. 

So, says logic, but I am not sure whether foive of logic appeals more 
to our friends on the opposite rather than the logic of force. 

The i-esolution under discussion is one of vital importance to us hero 
and we can ill afford to manage without it but the possibility is that 
the recommendation may fall flat on the memWrs opposite. ‘ We are 
painfully aware that we are quite helpless in the matter of introducing 
compuLsory military training without (loverniiient sup]>urt. 

But their .seats are safe as they are deeply entrenched here in their 
positions backed by strong pb.vsiciil brute force and no power on earth 
can dislodge them frr.m these positions of power and authority unless 
armed with a similar force. 

This is the logic and this is the lensoning that they understand (jiiito 
easily and 1 hope my non-official friends will grudnnily l>e awukeiietl to 
the realities of the situation and not devote the whole of their time and 
energy for the development of powerful logic alone. I would appeal 
to them to see that, even if the recommendation which is indispensuhle 
for our very life as a nation be not accepted by Government, we 
receive sufficient encouragement from my non-official colleagues, in our 
attempt to develop universal military training on a voluntary basis 
among the youth of the country. In spite of possible attempts from 
the other side to crush the movement, .signs whereof are already visible 
in different parts of the country, with the help of laws of questionable 
nature. 


The demand for the development of force-factor in the body politic 
must be complied with by all wishing well of the country. With these 
remarks, I support the resolution. 


UbM tANAT KUMAR RAY CHAUDHURI: Whilst charging 
Oovenunent with neglect we cannot exonerate oumelvef for not having 
obtained physical culture and military training in the manner that we 
ought to have got. Possibly that is due to the glamour of University 
education. We have now come to understand how much ws have lost.

In fact if you hyok at the columns ot the newspapers you will find everj^ 
day the uselessness of our men demonstrated in either fighting with 
ciacoits or protecting their women from abductors, or in other spheres of 
life, and it is because of this that this motion has been tabled by my 
friend Babu Bejoy Krishna Bose. While there is something to be said in 
regard to physical training, the same thing cannot be said about military 
training which can only be given under the aegis of the Government. 
As regards the utility of militaiy training, there can be no two opinions 
about it; it has been said that objection has been taken to military 
training on the score of cost. But if you have a bi>dy of men trained 
in arms near at hand to help you in time of need, there will be a large 
reduction in military expenditure in the shape of transfer of troops from 
one place to another. There is another aspect which attracts our atten- 
tion in regard to the value of military training, and that is this : one 
defect in our national life in the present day is want of co-operation 
amongst ourselves. If a dacoit or a thief comes to a man’s house, it is 
very rarely that the other villagers go to his assistance, and the lesson 
that military training gives everybody is co-operation. If compulsory 
inilitaiy training is introduced it will no doubt be a blessing to the 
people. There is another thing which my friend Mr. Bejoy Krishna 
Bose has already remarked upon about making military training com- 
pulsory. I think that the only way to make it compulsory and ucNtept- 
able to all, will he to say that unless you have se<‘ured a certain number 
of marks at the military examination, you will not l>e allowed to pass 
civil examinations. At the very first opportunity we should make 
military and physical training compulsory subjects in all the Univer- 
fiities. 

Maulvi SHAIiSUDDIN AHMED: I rise to lend my support to the 
resolution moved in this Uouse by my friend Bal>u Bejoy Krishna Bose. 
There is some defect in the system of education imparted in this Pro- 
vince. I know' the health of the students is certainly very bad, but if 
we want to impnive the condition of the health of our young men, 
cert4iinly physioal tniining must l>e made compulsory. It might he said 
that even in other countries, even in England for instance, there is no 
compulsory physical training in schools. It may be true, but all the 
same when we see that the health of our young men is deteriorating daily, 
it is certainly the duty of Government to see that the condition and 
health of the youth of the country aie improved. This is also our duty.

The debate on the r«*solution regarding eompulsorv physical training 
and militarv <lrill in all srhotds anti colleges was then resumed. 

Mr. SYAMAPRASAO MOOKERdEE: In rising to support the 
resolution movefi by my lioirble friend, Hubii Bejoy Krtshtia Bone. I 
think it woubl have been of rcjiisiderablc help tf» us if we had an 
(»pp!H*tuiiity oi listening to the opinions of one of the iiieml>ers of the 
Eilucation Department on this vital ((uestion. In particular, Sir, I 
would havt* liked to hear the views 4)f my hoirble friend, the Director 
of Public Instruction, Mr. Stapleton, whose passionate devotion to the 
cause of physical education or towards the T'liiversity itself made him 
detdare only last year, wdien he assumed (*harge of his present office, 
that Bengal w<ml<l not lose anything hut gain itiur h if the Calcutta 
Univei-sity were shut dowMi for a numlsur of years and the Bengalis did 
nothing but pursue a course of ph ysical education. Buch a remarkable 
utieranee, which no doubt enibodiefl a new type of educational idealiim, 
peeuliar, I aup^x^, to the Education Department of the Oovemmeni 
of Benipdl. has fortunately or unfortunately not yet been followed in 
prai'tiee. I have been reliably informed — I do not know bow far the 
inlormation is accurate — that one of the reasons why the scheme has 
been dropped is that some high official — perhaps more experienced than 
Mr. Btapleton — had warned him that any pursuance of that sebeme 
might ultiinately bring alKiut the almlition of the post of the Direittor 
of Public Initruction, if not of the post of the Primdpal of Presidency 
College itself ! 
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Coining now to the reiolution itnelf, I shall endeavour to acquaint 
the House with the steps which have been taken hitherto by the 
University of Calcutta in this inaiter and the attitude of Govemiiient 
towards the proposals which were from time to time made by the 
University. Sir, nearly 10 years ago, mainly thri^ugh the eSorts of 
one of our distinguished countrymen, Sir Nilratan Sarkar, who was 
then our Vice-Chancellor, a Students* Welfare Committee was set up 
in the University, With the help of a iiuiiiber of well-trained doctors, 
the IJiiiversity has during these years (tarried most useful investiga- 
tions into the conditions of health of f»ur students. The report of this 
comniiUee, issued annually, discdoses a most serious state of things 
so far as the health of a large number of our students is concerned. 
My hon*ble friend, Babu Bejoy Krishna Bose, placed some of these 
staggering details before the House in his speech of yesterday. 


In 1924 when Sir Ewart Greaves was Vice-Chancellor of the 
University, on my motion the Senate appointed a committee to 
inquire into the question of imparting physical training and, if possible, 
also military training to our students. This committee had on it 
several distinguished educationists, including Mr. Stapleton himself, 
and also a number of doctors, representing both the official and the non- 
ofRcial points of view. We had on this (Hmniiittee men like Sir 
Nilratan Sarkar, Dr. Bidhaii Chandra Boy, Col. (V)ppingger and last 
though not the least Rai Bahadur Dr. Upendra Nath Bramhachari. 
This cominitiee inqucrec) into the whole question and the two funda- 
mental recomiiiendaHons they placed Wfore the Senate, which were 
accepted by that liody in 1925, were as fc»llows : Some form of drill 
or physical exercdse, the* committee thought, should lie made part of 
the mdiool curriculum and the colleges should be asked to introduce 
compulsory drill or games. The school authorities were also emailed 
upon to see to the pioper nutrition of students in their charge. Sir, 
I need not go into the details of the scheme which the committee sub* 
mitted. That was their first recoiuTneiidation. The second proposal 
was that for all students in colleges affiliated to the University and 
for all students reading in the University classes, military training 
should lie made compulsory. Sir. I w'ill ask the House to pause heia 
for one moment and exactly realise the significance of this resolution* 
That resolution. Sir, I feel, embodied a new spirit and a new ideal in 
our ediK'ational system. The Senate of the University, as is well 
known, is an official-ridden body; out of 100 members, 80 are nominated 
by the head of the GovemmenI of Bengal. Even such a body in 1925 
presided over by one of the most distinguished Judges of the Oalcutta 
High Court came to the conclusion that for all students in the ccllegei 
and in the University clasiMis, military training should be made com- 
pulsory. The Director of Public Instruction is a member of the Senate 
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along wijpi many otliar officials and in vain did 1 saamh Ihrongli tka 
pjcoeeedinga of the Senate of that date to find one word of protest from 
any' member l>elonging to that group. 


Now, Sir, T ha%'e a very woeful tale to tell. This report was sent 
to the Qoveriiruent of Bengal in 1925. For 14 months there was no 
reply from the Bengal »Secretariat. It took 14 months for the reply 
to reach College Square from Dalhouste Square. I need not pause to 
inquire whether this del ay was due to the fault of the postal authorities 
or it is merely another instance of the efficient administration of the 
Education Department. But there it is. We received a reply after 
14 months to the effwt that Government generally approved of the 
scheme so far us physical training was concerned. But so far an 
military training was concerned, Government was unable to give its 
appro%^al. Even as regards physical training Government f^mveyed its 
blessings to the University but added at the same time that an amount 
of 4 lakhs of rupees which it calculated would lie necessary for the 
purpose of paying the Hiilaries of trained physical instructors would 
not possibly Is* forthcoming from the public revenues. That amount, 
it w'as pointed out, had got to lie raised by levying extra fees. So 
far as militan training was ooncerned, I wish. Sir, in the Govern- 
ment letter n<» reasons hod been at all given for its refusal to consider 
the scheme. I’hat would have been consistent with the policy which 
the Hon 'hie Members of Government from time to time adopt, that 
is, for reasons of public policy grounds are not to be given in justificm- 
tion of partic-iilar decisions. In this instance the reasons given can 
be classified under three principal heads. The first of iMiurse is the 
inevitable pies of financial stringency. Even if the si'heme is desir- 
able, who is to pay? Obviously Government cannot undertake Ui pay 
for this purpose, though it can for other less desiring causes! 
Secondly, our students are not physically fit for real military training 
and Ooverniiient pna-eeded to amplify this particular projHisitiofi and 
said something of an astounding character which, I believe, will 
stagger even the present Meinlier cif Government. Government 
doubted if iiiarcluiig and camping life in which caste rules c‘ouJd not 
always l>e rdiserved would at all he popular among students. How 
mindful. Sir, Government is of the rigidity of our caste rules! 
Might I ask, Sir. on bow' many occasions have such difficulties arisen 
in (*onnectioii with the University Corps? The last reason was that 
there might W fierce opposition from many of the students. How 
very careful, Hir, Government is about the fierceness of opposition 
which may come from some interested quarters when m^hernes of 
t^form are mooted! When it is a question of placing reactionary 
measures on the Statute Book. I do not think Government wmli 
accept the same point of view and would adopt its pHcy in the light 
of fierce opposition that may emanate from the public. Well, Sir, 
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t&i^ were the three reasane which were pat forward by Qotneriiiaeiit 
ia expreeeing its inability to accept the eeheine of the Innate. There 
was no doubt a suggestion thrown out that the University Ck>rps might 
be developed, but so far as compulsory militaiy training was concerned^ 
that was unacceptable to Government. 

In the meantime, the opinions of schools and colleges were being 
obtained by the University and Headmasters of schools were very 
anxious that some definite step should be taken by the University in 
this matter. But they represented t4> the University and with perfect 
justification that it was necessaiy that substantial help must be 
forthcoming to enable the schools to maintain a proper staff of physical 
instructoi's. When the reply was received from Government, the 
Senate referred it to another cominitiee — this time presided over by 
the then Vice-Chancellor, Sir Jadunath Sarkar, no doubt a highly 
distinguished person in the eyes of Government. This committee 
rec^ommended that financial assistance must come from Government, 
if not to the extent of four lakhs of rupees which were necessary for 
the purpose of meeting the whole expenditure on salaries of physical 
instructors, at any rate a considj^ral^le extent so as to lelieve the 

slender resources of the schools. As regards military training, the 
Senate of the University even in 1927 under the presidency of Sir 
Jadunath Sarkar reiteraied its previous resolution. It was no doubt 
specified that for the time being the sc'henie of development of this 
University ('orps might be pursued but the Senate w^as of opinion that 
Governinenl should pro<*eed 1o frame a dchnite scheme for imparting 
(ompulHory military training to our students. These resolutions were 
(Huumunicated to Government in July. 1927, and to-day it is the 8th 
of August 1929. I inquired of the Hegistrar of the University this 
morning whether any reply hud been received from Government yet 
and the answer was, as was expected, in the negative. This discloses 
the tiieasiire of interest taken by Government in the matter. 

The resolution at present before the House is practically on the 
same lines adopted by Uie T^niversity. Sir, this is a matter of national 
importance and of national interest. It has been declared that we 
ran not hope to ad vance unless w^e can turn out men capable of 
shouldering the burdens of self-government and of defence properly. 
I might, Sir, adopt the language of the Shea Committee Beport and 
say that education for the purpose of spreading iiiilitaiy’ training and 
the inspiration of military service among the manhood of India should 
f^miment^e in schools. The qtiestion is : What is the Government 
going to dof If they do not wish to accept the resolution, let tbmn 
say w, B\it let this pot be done on the ground of financial stringency 
or on the unworthy jp^lea that our young men are not stmng enough 
to benefit from such a s(*hi^iie or that they will be opiKised to it. Ijet 
Gtiveriiment say frankly and openly that they do not wrant to satisfy 
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tin M^nitioiic of tbe youths of Bengal in tiiis diroction. Let them 
gay that system of edu<*ation which deprives the students of tho 
nMMggarv iiualities of t^ourage, of resour«*e, of initiative and of free 
thinking is the system which they desire to gee perpetuated in this 


country. 

But, Sir, there is another alternative. The Hon ’hie Member for 
Education, laying aside his financial t-onscience for a moment, may 
rise erjual to the occasion. Will he declare that in this instance 
Government is prepared to prove its hotm fide and sincerity in the 
profession it so often makes that it is trying to help India to take her 
appropriate place among the civilised nations of the worhl!' Ijct him 
derdare. Sir, that Government is in agreement with the general 
principle of tho resolution and that it will take steps on the right lines. 
We want a declaration of jHilicy on this ((uestion which will introduce 
a new era in the historv- of education in this province.

BabU tURENDRA MOHAN MOITRA: Sir, I extend my cordial 
support t<» the resolution moved by my friend Mr. Bejoy Krishna Bose. 
It is in the fitness of things that an erstwhile captain of the tkmgress 
Volunteers has moved this resolution, whi<h is already overdue. 1 
would have liked it much if he had iiicludeil in his resolution a recom- 
mendation for compulsory physical training for girls Ikmuusc their 
health and idiysiipie are as much uece-sary for our natural welldaMiig 
as those of the 1 m>\>. Nay, it is more im|M>rtunt as without healthy 
mothers a nation cannot he healthy. 

However the resolution as it is. is a consumalion to he devoutly 
wished for. Sir, whenever we have made demands for our imlitical 
emancipation it has been constantly dinned into our ears that Iwing 
unfit to defend our country we are incapable of getting prilitical 
freedoms. We are told that if we become a free nation and if the 
British tremps leave the Indian shores, we shall he an easy prey to 
foreign aggression. Having impoverished us by exploitation and thus 
having weakened and emasculated us physically as we have hardly 
any means to withstand the ravages of diseases like malaria, etc., and 
having denied us any military training it does not lie in the mouth of 
the Government to parade this weakness of ours Wfore the world 
against our just right of self-government. If we are crying fw 
Swaraj our cr>’ is also coupled with the desire to maintain the 
Swaraj. It is for this reason that our party has tabled this resolution. 
Our European friends on the other side of the House are always very 
loud in their profession of sympathy with what they think to he our 
just grievance. Now here is an acid test of their sincerity. Will they 
join their voice with that of us in this matter? May we ask whether 
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it M too much to ask for thu traimng for our bojaf 1 »dk a Haight 
question and I pause for a straight answer and no camouflage. Six 
during the last Congress when a volunteer corps was organised by our 
beloved young leader Srijut Subhas Chandra Bose, the Anglo-Indian 
pajwrs tried to cover the whole organisation along with Srijut Subhas 
Chandra, the idol of young India, with ridicule. Satires and 
innuendoes were requisitioned to phoofoo the organisation as if the 
whole organisation was a farce, a mockery. If that were mockery here 
is an invitation to them to help us in having something real. 

If, according to the Oovernment, the primary duty is to maintain 
law and order, is it not their duty as well to keep the people in good 
health and physiqueP Mr. Bose gave yesterday appalling figures of 
the physical disabilities of our rising generation. May I ask. Sir, 
whether it is not the paramount duty of the Government to remedy 
thisP Here is a solution offered by us. Will the Government accept 
It or brush it aside with supreme indifference simply because it comes 
from the Swarajists P Sir, I have no misgiving that the Government 
reply will be either evasive or a total refusal betrause they will scent 
danger an attempt at a revolution — in this resolution, as it does not 
come from the other side of the House, who are all defenders of the 
constitution. But I warn the Government that if they will not pay 
serious attention to this question and soon devise a means to remedy 
this grievance of ours, the responsibility will l>e entirely theirs. Will 
the Government read the signs of the time in their proper persjiective 
<.r will they »it tight in the pride of their {mwer oblivious of the things 
that are happening all around. We are determined to win Swaraj 
and we arc equHilv determined to shoulder the necessary responsibi- 
lities for which purpose we are out to equip ourselves even without the 
Government help, if they will not care to come by our side. Ijook 
around with eyes oj»en and you will find volunteer organisations are 
Clipping up everywhere. Our young men to-<lay are not what they 
were a few years back. Grim determiiiution is written on their 
foreheads. They are Irent upon achieving the fulfilment of their hope 
^the salvation of their country. They are thirsting for that training 
which is given by othte civilised nations of the world. Is there any 
civilised nation which does not give physical and military training 
to their Imre? Why then should you withhold it from our ImysP 
What is your justification? If you think that ours is a country, 
which must he kept in subjection by force and you cannot impart any 
training which will create force in us, you are then living in a fool*# 
paradise. If you refuse our demand to-day, to-moirow you will reap ita 
fruits. It is no mere idle threat— it is a sound piece of advice whether 
you will heed it or md. You are creating grievance after grievaneev 
You are marchiug in mad career from one Munder to nnothw, you are 
pureuintg a relentlem pwaecnlion. you are atopprag at aoAiaig 
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Mpirations and actmtiw, your tactics are mean, 
your actiowi unw<Mrthy of a civilised nation. You have weakened us 
mentally w well as physically. Where there a-ere a network of schools 
throug'hout tte province before the advent of the British rule number- 
ing about 80,000 there are now hardly half of that numlnir. Where 
before the British rule people lived longer yeais, nowadays under the 
benevolent despotist of England the average life here is much below 
that. If these grievances are ventilated publicly it bei-oiues sedition 
and your prosecutor — ^what shall I say of him — a Public Pr«setruU*r or 
a hired lathial calls it a fashion — a profitable business — Ah. f<»r8ooth ! 
It is a fashion, too, but certainly not to him who suffers all the refined 
punishments and indignities of a common felon in the jail but to him 
who is getting fat fees at the cost of his countrymen and( has acquired 
the fashion of scoffing — the fashion of scoffing at the best men. Why 
not make sedition impossible P It is a preventible thing. Remedy 
our grievances, concede our demands, trust us — allow us to grow to 
the fullest height of our stature and sedition will no more be in ^is 
land. Do not try to raise the bogey of cost before us in this connection. 
Many a nation-building scheme is knocked on the bea<l t>n that score. 
We know you can spend and you will s]>end when you are deterinin^, 
when you are egged on by our pampered and spoilt child— the police 
and are seised with a aid or else, how can we account for the lavish 
expenditures over the mock trials you are now having to crush the 
national spirits. But if you fail in spite of our warnings in time, 
Nemesw is bound to overtake you and will write the fateful w-ords- 
Too late.” I, therefore, with all the emphasis at my command, urge 
upon the Government the acceptence of this resolution. 

Dr. MOHINI MOHAH OAi spoke in Bengnli in support of the 
resolution of Babu Bejoy Krishna Bose.

Mr. E. C. ORMOHO: Mr. President, Sir, I am not nuthoriwd to 
speak authoritatively on behalf of the European group to which I 
belong. I am speaking for myself, and this I miist make clear. But 
there is one thing I can say confidently : I am sure that all the 
members of my own group will agree with ma in my saying that there 
can be no question of the sincerity of the European group in this 
matter. We. Sir, are sincerely anxious for the improvement of ^h 
the re riet and physical conditions of the present and future generations 
in Baikal. I mean. Sir, that their physical improvement is but one 
of their social improvement in a larger sense,— indeed, of any 

With regard to physical training and Uw improvement of the 
phy^ studard ot the peopk of thie province, there can be no 
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qu^ftion, Sir, that all of im are in fa%"our of any motion which will 
tend to that end, and were thie resolution, now under discussion, only 
fioncemed with that, there would be no question whatever as to the 
attitude of myself and of my friends on this side of the House. But, 
8ir, the motion is peculiarly worded, if I may draw the attention of the 
House to it. It reads — 

This Council recotiimendH to the Cioverniiient the urgent necessity 
of promiilguting rules and regulations for making compulsory in ail 
schools for VvH to take lessons in physical training and military drill, 
and in all colleges for students to receive military training.'* 

Now, Sir, to that I for myself would have no ohjection, and I would 
give the strongest support to it, hut when it comes to this that it is 
made compulsory in all schools for boys to take lessons in military 
drill, it introduces a feature whic h raises a different question altogether. 
I would venture to say that if a motion of this nature were brought in 
in iiiiglaud at the present day, it would find very little favour among 
my own English friends across the sea. (A voicu: British). I am 
reminded that instead of the word “English** I ought to have used 
the word British. But putting aside for the moment such trifling 
c^orret’tions, so very kindly made, I do say that compulsory physical 
training is one thing and cHunpulsory military drill is another. If it 
were a question of voluntary military drill, that, again, would W a 
different thing, and, for my pait, 8ir, I would he in favour of any 
such motion. I w'ould he in favour of a motion wvhic’h aimed at the 
making of rules and regulations, in order that in such sc hools and 
colleges, as might desiie it, voluntary military drill might he carried on, 
and, whifli wciuld aim at having a system in vogue which would allow' 
of suc h voluntary drill being carried on by those who wanted it. 

Sir, if the imcver of this unction were willing to alter the wording of 
this motion very slightly, I should expect that he would get consider- 
able support fnun this side of the House. The point I w’ish to make 
out and emphasixe is that this suggestion of mine should not be taken 
as in any way indicating any want of sincerity on the part of honour- 
able meml)ers on ihitt side of the House. If the motion could be so 
slightly altered as to i^ad to the effect that this Council rec^omiiiends 
to the Government the urgent nec^essity of promulgating rules and 
radiations providing for compulsory physical training and voluntary 
military drill in all sch(M)Is for boys and voluntaty military training 
for such students, as are willing to receive such training, in all collegea 
and so on, then I ihoiild lie wholeheartedly in favour of this motion. 

Sir, there is another |ioint that occurs to me. If I were a Bengali 
student who w*efit across Ihe sea to England to continue my education 
at Oxford oi Cambridge, 1 should feel very huH — indeed, I should feel 
that I had a grie%*ance— if, on iny arrival at those anciexit seals of 
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learning, I was told that I most take up compulsory military training 
and spend the best part of my time (which I had hoped to spend in 
extending luy educatioii in a particular dire«*tioii), in an op|Kisite 
direction in which I had no mind to extend it. 

Sir, there is one other matter which I should like to inentioii. Kven 
in England, at the present day, they have in almost all the schcads 
and t‘olleges a system of voluntary militan* drill in the form of cadet 
corps and such institutions. Even there. Sir, there is a certain InMly 
of opinion which would suggest that at the present state of the world, 
when there is all this talk of disarmament atiiong the nations, it is 
hardly proper to talk of disarming nations and at the same time of 
i‘ompulsorilv drilling indivifluals. That is an aspect which must Ije 
<‘onsidered by certain members of this House from an international 
jM)int of view. 

Sir, all I desire to say is that, for my part, I am wholeheartedly in 
favour of this motion in so far as it concerns physical training, and. 
what is more, I would have wholeheartedly siip|H)rted the entire 
motion were it not for that word “ compulsory,’’ used in connexion 
with military drill and military training, which takes away from the 
individual the rights, which I suggest, he ought to be left to enjoy, 
so that he may (dioose what kind of life he himself intends to live : 
provided he is fit. 

Baku SANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Sir. 1 would imt have taken part 
in the tlebate had it not l>een for the last speecli of Mr. Ormond. He 
has intervened in the del)atc with a practical suggestion, which. 1 
think, is w»»rthy <d consideration at the hands of iny esteemed Irieiid, 
the mover (»f this resolution. Mr. Ormond has made it clear, and he 
has guarded his |iosition by saying that he w’as not voicdiig the opinion 
of such of his colleagues as are on the other side of the House, that 
it is his personal opinion, and that very likely the iiieiiilwrs on his side 
would lie agreeable to support him in that suggestion. I would, 
however, ask the mover of this res^ilution to seriously consider whether 
he should not s 4 » modify his motion as to bring it into line w'lth the 
suggestion thniwii out by my esteemed friend, Mr. Ormond. 

Sir. so far as military training is c<mcerned, I am «M»rry 1 cannot 
follow mv friend, Mr. Ormond, in the last argument which lie has 
brought forward, namely, the argument about pacifism. Mr. Ormoitd 
says that these are days of pacifism and that Kfigland and other 
nations are retracing their stejis so far as the question of armameiit 
is concerned, and are trying to limit their armaments and their 
military power. That is all very well for those nations which are 
armed to the teeth, but so far as India is concerned, so far as Bengal 
is concerned, if we talk of pacifism it wfiuld be a shield and i^ver 
behind whit h cowards only would come forwanl to take shelter. First, 
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let 111* ha^e ariiiameiit and tben it will be iiiiie to talk of diBarnumieiit. 
Kn^Iand can wry well talk of dieannaiiient from her high pedestal of 
pmuhMm; but, ho far as India is concerned, I am sorry to say that 
pacitiHin and disarm ament are things which are worth only to be 
uttered by cowards amongst us. I would ask Mr. Ormond whether 
he and his esteemed colleagues on the other side of the House would 
like to put foiward that plea, so far as members of their community, 
who ai-e sojourning in this country, are concerned. Will they think 
of sending foith a hat — let not members of the British community 
take to volunteering; let them not join the Auxiliary Force in such 
large niiiiibers as they are hitherto doing? Will they carry on a 
lively and brisk campaign, so that no more members of their own 
com 111 unity might join the volunteer fforce, or the unofiBicial army 
which is at the liei'k and call of the powers that be, when the time 
ironies to utilise their services? Is it not a thing of great glory amongst 
them to liecoine a keen volunteer? Then why deny us the privilege — 
the right, — of doing, the very things which they esteem so much in 
the case of their own community? I know my friend, Mr. Ormond, 
will turn round and say that volunteering is not compulsory training; 
but when l^nglaud has got to the stage c»f perfection in the matter of 
inilitary tniiiiing, we want only to liegin in that direction. In this 
iiiatler as in many otliei-s, India has to l>egin where England ends, 
(live us the right, the opportunity 

Mr. E. C. ORMOND: On a point of pemmal explanation, Sir. I 
did say that 1 , fnr myself, would be in favour of voluntary military 
drill. 

Baba BANTOtH KUMAR BASU: I will not take the time of the 
House any longer. All that I wish to say is that the time has definitely 
come for the (loverninent to declare in no uncertain terms that in the 
interests of the larger destiny of the nation, in the interests of rearing 
up a strong and virile race in this country, it should come forward 
mid remlily ai'cept the resolution which has been tabled by Mr. Bejoy 
Krisbiia Bi>se. 

It was only the other day that it was tnitted out by Ijord Birkenhead 
Ifoin his plai'e in the House of Lords, is 8 et‘retary of State for India, 
that India was militarily unfit to shoulder the burden of responaible 
Cloveriinieiit. Kir, you will pardon me if I say that it was a mean apd 
unworthy suggestion to come from a British Secretary of State, frpm 
n representative of that British Government, which has dominated 
over us and kept us under its heels for over a century, haa disanped 
an entire jieople, and has st^dily refused to give them military iraip- 
tug of any kind whatsoever. And for a repreeent^ve rf that 
Oovernment Ui come forward and brand us as unfit from a military 
p«>int of view for full responsible Oovernment, when that Govemmept 
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ropent, eowaitUy and dishonourable Now that a membor of a 

popular ha« eouie forward with a reaoluHon of this ebamoter 

and i« aakinifr Oovemnieut, was done by Dr. Mtainje in the Indian 
JU»gisIatufo^ to introduce for our young men some sort of military 
training, does it lie in the Government ineml>ers to deny us this right, 
and does it lie in their mouth to say that they are going to refuse it, 
so that they oan continue to put fora^ard this plea that u’^e are militarily 
un6t, and therefore unfit for responsible Government K 
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If this resolution is accepted by Govern men t, and if it is given effect 
to, I hope the old old argument that the Bengalis are not niilitarily 
tit will not l>e trotted out again. But if they ait* at all sincere in 
their profession, if they mean w’hat they say, if they want to establish 
a popular Government in the country — a Government that is aelf- 
contaiiied and self-reliant in every department of its activity — I think. 
Sir, a day should not l>e lost before they a<‘cept this resolution and 
befoi-e they give effe<*t to it in a right and sincere spirit. Again 1 
say, if the mover of the resolution th<iught fit to ac<*ept the suggestion 
of Mr Ormond — and ! think it is time that we make a heginiiiiig — I 
hop<> Mr. McAlpin will readily c<»me forward iu»t only to accept the 
aiiiendment of Mr. Ormond, hut to give imiiiediute effect to it. The 
House in that case may unaiiiiiiously pass the amendment, so that 
the hands of tiovernment mav Ik* strengthened in order to give effect 
to it at oin c in every scIkmiI and colleire in Bengal. 


ffatiu MANMATHA MATH ROY: Sir. I had no mind bi take part 
in this discussion, hut after hearing my friend Mr. Ormond on the 
other side of the House, I ciinuoi give my silent vote in the matter. 
I strongly repudiate the attitude taken up by my friend Mr. Ormond. 
It is not c (luestion of disarmnineni, it is not ii question of merely 
tleveloping the pbysi<|ue of the Indian students. It is a question of 
the Indians l>eiiig aide to take a due share and lesiKUisibility in the 
defence of theii own country. Sir, the memlierH of this House may 
remember the great service which was done to this country by the 
Skeen Committee by focussing public attention on the physical dis- 
abilities of the Tiidiiin students. Sir, how is it that the Indians have 
now lost the capacity of defending their own country which tbey 
could successfully do 150 yeai*s agoF The Skeen Committee said that 
the Government of the country by depriving the Indians of any share 
in the w^ork of defence of their own country and by giving them no 
opportunity in this respect, has brought about the present physical 
deterioration amongst the Indians. Tbey said tha< the Indians have 
lost their physital qualities by non-use. Sir, ii was liord Maiaulay 
who pointed out that the educational policy of ibis country was

train up a elmn of men to be a recruiting field for meUk, dodBe and 
obedient Hubordinatee to the mighty adminhitratora of the coiuitry. 
How different, Sir, is the education policy in England. It was pointed 
out by the Skeen Committee — and these are the words of that Com- 
mittee — that the educational policy of England is adapted to the 
production of efficient leaders of men. Sir, we haTe had many 
pnjfessioiis from our Oovemment. If those professions are real and 
sincere, if they are hona fide, and if the Government really intend to 
give the f>eople of this country their due share in the protection and 
defence of their country, the only alternative before them is to accept 
this simple resolution. It is only a c|uestion of principle; financial 
difficulties are no doubt there, but a<’cept the principle first. The 
financial difficulties will l>e scdved in course of time. My friends on 
the other side of the House should realise that the British people in 
this country ai’e like a drop in the ocean, and they cannot successfully 
defend this country unaided by us. They must give up their prejudices, 
their predilections, and look at it fix)in a pui-ely dispassionate fioiiit of 
view, not merely for the purfjose of protecting or defending the 
Indians, but for defending themselves as well, l^et them say whether 
without any actual preparation, the country, the military traditions 
of which have been broken during the last 150 years, will he in a 
position to help the Government in an emergency. Sir, I believe it is 
known to Mr. Ormond that in almost all the British colonies from 
Canada downwards military training is enforced in the case of 
studeiiis, ami I do not know why there should l>e any objection to that 
being done in this country. 1 sim’erely Iwlieve that the original 
resolution as moved by Mr. Bejoy Krishna Bose, and not in the 
modified form suggested by Mr. Ormond, will l>e ac<*epted by this 
House. 

Mr* E« C« ORMOND: Sir. I understand 1 would have l>een more 
in order if 1 had myself moved an amendment, as I undei-staiid it is 
not open t(» the mover to revise his res<duti<»n.

At the preseut 
momeut tliere are rules and regulations for Cf>mpulmiiy' physical 
tmining nt boys, and what is more, we ha%*e a special officer, 
Mr. Buchanan, who has just brought out a report on the whole subject] 
and after considemtion of this report and his recotiiiiiendaiidns, we 
hope to adopt measures of physical training for schmd boys which 
will be very much better than in the past. Also we have promised to 
help the Calcutta Fnivimity, when they are able to make some rule* 
making it compulsory for Ik>vs joining the University to have physical 
training in the previous two years. So far as physical education i« 
concerned, we are doing everything we imssiWy vm\. The ttl^iu 
trouble is about the militaiy* training, and the two troubles there ai'e. 
firstly, mention of the word “ compulsory,’' which diHiculty was sought 
to l>e removed by Mr. Ormond who wanted to make it voluntary; and 
the second is one of finance.

My trouble is that I do not know what the financial commitment 
of Ooveriinient will be if they accept this amendment; otherwise I 
should he happy to accept an amendment regarding voluntaiy military 
training. Tf anyone can evolve an aiiieiidiiient on these lines which 
will not connuit Oovermnent to any new expenditure it will be accepted. 

Bubll BEdOY KRISHNA BOSES Sir, at the fag end of the deliaie 
Mr. Ormond has come forward with a suggestion and as a mutter of 
fact has moved an amendment to my resolution. Even if 1 were 
disposed to accept the amendment I find that Governmeni is not 
prepared to lend their supjwrt to it on the ground of financlil 
striiigencv. My friend Mr. MacAlpin is the Member for Fiiianee 
here in this House and he could not give any ansurance that if the 
amendment were accepted he w*ould help with the necessary money. 
So, under the cin!umstajices I find myself in a difficulty. 

With regard to the question of military training, I find that I am 
in very good company because the resolution which I have tabled and 
moved is not a resolution about which I alone feel strongly, but it is a 
resolution which finds favour with all the intelligent section of the 
Bengali community. My friend Mr. Synmaprosail Mookerjee has 
referred to a certain report of the Calcutta University. I have got 
that report with me here and at paragraph 7 of that report it is sta^^ 
that pending the decision by the competent ahthorities of .» tlie 
queetiofi of immpnlaeiy military training for nil Umversity studsip ’’ 
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(mark the words “ eompulaory military training/* Sir) the Univeraity 
are prepared to accept the suggestion made by Mr. Lindsay, namely, 
the formation of an additional battalion, company and platoon ” which 
I referred to yesterday. This report is signed by Sir Jadunath Sarkar, 
Sir Nilratan Sarkar, Prof. Heraroba Chandra Moitra, Dr, Sir Deva 
Prasad Sarbadhikari, Dr. Kedar Nath Das, Rai Dr. U. N. Brahmachari 
Bahadur, Rai Bahadur Jnan Chandra Qhosh, Prof. J. R. Baneigea, 
Mr. Biraj Mohon Mazumdar, the present Vice-Chancellor, Dr. Urquhart, 
Srijut Roma Proscul Mookerjee, Dr. Pramathanath Nandi, and Mr. H. 
K. Mookerjee. I find in the list of names that the present Vice-Chan- 
cellor of Calcutta University and another past Vice-Chancellor, Sir 
Nilratan Sarkar, were in favour of compulsory military training. My 
resolution simply says that if the principle is accepted a scheme may be 
drawn up. Two militaiy gentlemen, twro officers of Government, three 
or four meml>ers of this Council and representatives of Dacca and 
Calcutta Universities might sit together in that committee and consider 
how far it is iKissible to give effect to this resolution; the financial 
difficulties and objections of the military authorities and all other 
things will be considered by that small committee which Government 
might appoint. I am not asking Government to commit itself to-day 
and now to any amount of money for the purj>o.«e of carrying out this 
resolution. Sir, I made it clear in my speech yesterday that I 
advocated the acceptance of my resolution orilj', leaving it to Govern- 
ment to evolve a suitable scheme. If you do not accept the principle, 
if you say that you will not give us military training, that is another 
matter. There you and I differ. If you, however, say that you are 
inclined to sympathetically consider this resolution, it may be carried 
and after that Government might by notification or by resolution 
appoint a committee for the purpose of considering how far this scheme 
can be given effect to. If practical difficulties are found and if 
superhuman obstacles are thiowm in the way of this scheme by the 
nwlitarj’ authorities then the scheme might l>e scrapped altogether. 
But, iSir, where is the difficulty of accepting the principle of this 
resolution and leaving it to Government to consider whether a crii;i- 
mittee might ant be appointed to draft a s<‘heme and consider the 
advisability of giving effect to it!^ It is not a proposition that T, 
Bejoy Krishna Bose and my friend, Mr. Syamaprosad Mookerjee, 
request you to accept, but it is a matter in which the best brains of 
Bengal, namely, Sir Jadunath Sarkar, Prof. Hemml>a Chandra Moitra, 
Sir Nilratan Sarkar as well as the present Vice-Chancellor of Calcutta 
University, are keenly interested and they are nil in favour of some 
sort of compulsory military training. 

If Government had seen their way to accept the amendinent of 
Mr. 4>rnMind I might have possibly accepted it. Bui now that Govern- 
ment stre not willing to do so, I hope my European friends will vote 
with us in the same lobby and help us from dying by thousands. 
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The Mnendment of Mr. E. C. Onuond was then put and a division 
taken with the following result; —

Appointed Chairman of the Distriot Board of Bankiira. 

8rijut BIJAY KUMAR CHATTERJEE: Mr. President. Sir. I l>eg 
to move the resolution that stands in my name, rir., This Council 
re<*ommends to the (iovernment that it should immediately remove the 
appointed Chairman (»f the District Board of Bnnkura and restore to 
the people the right of electing their own Chairman.’* 

Sir. it is an elementary right of the people that I am claiming, it 
is the ordifiar>^ privilege granted by Statute to the people of a district 
to elect their own Chairman of the District Board, And I further 
claim that unless the Government can make out a definite case, 
supported by fa<*ts and figures, unless it can bring out positive pmif in 
support of its case, unless it can satisfy the jieople of Bengal, it must 
immediately restore to the people of Bankura the right of electing 
their own Chairman of the District Board. Before I proceed further, 
I want to give a true history of the controversy between the District 
Board of Bankura and the bureaucracy. Ever since the right of 
electing their Chairman had been granted to the people of Bankura, 
the work of the District Board was being carrie<l on with efficiency and 
ability, of which any district can be proud of. The first elected Chair- 
man of the District Board, Rai Bamacharan Ray Bahadur, carried on 
the administration of the District Board with ability and efficiency that 
brought forth the admiration of all the people c*oncemed. AdvaMoed 
age and serious illneiui prevented Rai Bamacharan Ray Bahadur;|||^lii 
standing as a candidate for the same, and his noble footsteps spere 
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followed by Srijut Manindra Bhiwan Sinba, who was unanimoasly 
elected Chainnan by all the elected members of the Board, after the 
retirement of the Bai Bahadur. The self^acrifice, the fearlessness, 
the power of administration, the honesty of purpose of Srijut Manindra 
Bhusan Sinha brought forth admiration from all quarters. The 
Universal opinion was that whether in the matter of sanitation, public 
health, water-supply, education, physical culture, the district of 
Bankura was going ahead, and I should specially mention the intro- 
duction of the treatment of leprosy and the opening of numerous leprosy 
centres for free treatment of poor lepers and the establishment of a 
HchcKil for imparting training in physical culture, which were among 
the many benevolent and useful things done by the newly constituted 
Boaid. The unstinted admiration, the immense popularity^ the 
sincere gratitude of the people of Bankura towards the District Board, 
controlled and managed by the Congress party, was too much for the 

local Government officers led by that notorious public sei-vant Babu 

Anadi Ilanjan Bose of Charmanair fame — who was all along trying to 
get up a conspiracy against the members of the District Board. And 
it was not difficult for the ItKal officers to find out a iM)int for picking 
up a (juarrel with the District Board and the establishment of Union 
Boards within the district of Bankura was made a point at issue. The 
j>eople of Bankura have never lieen enamoured of the usefulness and 
utility of the Union Boards and they tried to express their disapproba- 
tion before the local Government officials tried to establish Union 
Boards within the district. The then Chairman of the District Board, 
Ilai Bamacharan Ray Bahadur, who enjoyed the confidence of Ixith the 
people of the district and Government, gave his considered opinion as 
Chairman of the District Board that the establishment f>f the Union 
Boards in the district of Bankura would never be popular: and my 
information is that successive District Magistrates and Collectoi-s of 
Bankura gave their dehnite opinion that it would not lie |K>ssible to 
establish Union Boards in tho district of Bankura. But the Govern- 
ment was obduiate. It sent Mr. Hart as Collector, with a dehnite 
purpose of establishing I'liion Boards in the district. This gentleman 
is now' dead and ordinary courtesy and politeness require that I should 
not say anything against him now', as regards bis ability and 
intelligence. But I can say this without transgressing the sense of 
decency and decorum that this old man tried his best to induce the 
people of Bankura to accept Union Boards, and he addressed numerous 
open public meetings for this pur}>ose. But, unfortunately, at the 
said public meetings he met writh open opposition from the people who 
W'ould not accept T'nioii Boards. His worthy lieutenant, the now 
notorious Anadi Ranjan Bose, of Charmaniar fame, whose seal to 
{ilease his mastei's induced him to transgress the limits of honesty, 
froth, justice and fairnesi, by dishonest methods tried to force Union 
Uoavds upon the unwilling people of Bankura. And I am quoting the 
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authority of bo less a person than Mr. Justice Diganiber Chatterjee. 
who was for many years one of His Majesty’s Judges of the Honourable 
High Court, and is now residing in the Tillage Maliara within the 
district of Bankura, who personally told me how public documents 
were tampered with, faise reports were written by the Subdivisional 
Officer and Circle Officer, in their inordinate seal to establish Union 
Boards. And I have got with me ample evidence to prove before any 
court of law the dishonesty of the local officers. 


In this state of affairs the election of Tiooal Boards took place. The 
election took place on the issue of Union Boards and the electors gave 
a mandate to the newly elected members of the liocal Boards to opjiofie 
the establishment of Union Boards in the district. 

In the District Conference held at Vishnupur, in which representa- 
tives of the district wei-e present, it was unanimously decided to op|K>ii6 
the estahli.shment of Union Boards in the district. Protest meetinga 
w*ere held thn)Ughout the district. So the elected meml)ers of the 
District Board had no other alternative than to oppose the establish- 
ment of Union Bfmrds. The District Board and I^ocal Boards, wdiich 
were consulted liy the Distru’t Magistrate, opposed the estahlishmeut 
of Union Board.s very strongly. But unfortunately these pnitests and 
opinions were pushed aside with contempt and the bureaucratic zid 
in enforcing the Village Self-Government Act prevailed. The resource- 
ful local officials gave up all open activities and proceeded to work in 
the dark with the aid of coerciori, harassment, intimidation and 
deception. False petitions demanding T^nion Boards were manufac- 
tured, as few men of their choice were seized, and mock elec'tioiis w^ere 
held. Thus the Union Boards were WTongfully thrust into existence. 
The District Board demanded an open inquiry'. They approached the 
Hon ’hie Mr. Ghuznavi (now Sir), the then Minister in charge of Lcaml 
Self-GoverTiment Department, thiough a deputation headed liy the 
Chairman for redress. Everything proved unavailing, till at lust they 
felt conij>elled to allot a nominal sum of He, 1 only in the annual budget 
estimates tcir 1928-29 under the head “ Grant to Union Boards ” to 
mark their piotest against Executive wrong-iloing. Then the Govern- 
meiit took the more revengeful step against the Board by withlioliling 
payment of the Augiiientaticm grant for 1928-29 on the alleged offence 
of the latter’s refusing to discharge statutory obligations towards Union 
Boards. The injustice of this course is open to everyfmdy. But 
even assuming, but not admitting, for arg'J^nent’s sake that the then 
members of the District Boanl failed in their duty laid by the Statute, 
the Goveniiiient w'as certainly not justified in depriving the people of 
the benefit of the grant from Provincial Revenues for an act of retnisi- 
nms on the part of the District Board. The Government did not caw 
to send a reply to the District Board letter on this matter. At this 
stage the term of the previous Board came to an end and the ptment 
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Board was reconstituted, which, however, has sanctioned a suitable 
gran t for i n urn Boardii for the current year 1929-30 Now the 
pertinent question arises why should the crime— if it was at all a 
cnm^f the defunct Board visit the present one and why should 
Srijut Manindra Bhusan Sinha be sacrificed for an act of the preceed- 
in» Board? Obviously the motive of Government is to destroy the 
Congress influence in the Board. ^ 

It was in December. 1928. that Srijut Manindra Bhusan Sinha was 

unanimously elected Chairman of the District Board by all the elected 
mem hern. 


hour or five months passed away and nothing was heard from the 
Uouernment as regards the confirmation of the election till the begin- 

Divisional Commissioner made an un-

Babu 8ANAT KUMAR RAY CHAUDHURI: Sir, the story that 
we have just heard is infamous and liorders on the scandalous. I do 
not know whether the resolution of the Government of India of 1918 is 
a dead-letter with our Government officials and heads of departments. 
In that resolution we have been told that the declared |K.liey of Govern- 
ment would 1m* to allow the District Boards and municipalities to elect 
their own Chairmen and that experiments would be made in more than 
one municipality first and then it would lie made universal, and certain 
District Boards were singled out for the ex}M.riment. Thereafter 
experiments Were carried out in other local Iwdies, and I understand 
from my friend Babu liijay Kumar Chatterjee that an experiment 
wn.s conducted with su.'cess in the Bankura District Board. That 
resolution goe,s on to say that this is a new experiment and therefore 
the people will undoubtedly make mistakes, but Government were of 
opinion that the people should learn by making mistakes. Now, why 
is this punishment to be inflicted on the District Board of Bankura to 
be deprived of their right to elect their own Chairman? Another 
resolution of the Bengal Government should be issued saying that in 
future we are goinff in more and more for appointing nominated Chaii^ 
men as we used to do hi the halcyon days of old. If this be the 
declared policy of Government one can understand it. 
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There another thing which strikes me and that is that the prestige 
of any official is higher than the well-being of the public whose 
accredited representatiTes have been entrusted with the onerous and 
responsible duty of managing the affairs of the District Boards. This 
is hardly » compliment to a statutoiy body. Is the office of the Chai^ 
man of a District Board such an unimportant one that we can leave it 
vacant or in suspense for any length of time? These are the questions 
which must be answered by the Head of the Local Self-Government 
Department before he can take any action. And as I understand he 
is a nationalist at heart; if he is sincere in his desire he must see that 
self-government advances in great strides. T think there can be no 
two opinions almut this and the re.solution should at once bo accepted.

2. The Governor in Council after careful consideration has 
accepted the proposal, and direct that on Fridays the criminal and 
revenue courts in your division shall adjourn from 12-30 p.m. to 2 
p.m. Work will not be siis{)ended in the offices but Muhammadan 
employees of Government should, if they so desire, be permitted to 
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absent themselves during the time that the csourts are closed and 
other Midhammadans having Imsiness at the offices should not be called' 
upon to attend during that time. Subject to your control distriot 
officers may vary or exteud the time during which the sittings of the 
courts are suspended, where this course is necessary owing to 8}>ecial 
local circumstances, such as the distance of the courts fnmi the . 
mosque, and Government desire that full effect should l>e gi^m to 
their policy that all Muhammadans employed or having business in 
the courts and public offices should be given every possible fat'ility 
for attendance at Jumma prayers.

It has lieen brought to the notice of 
OovetTiment by an interpellation in the Legislative Council that liti- 
gants and othetr {lersous of the Muhammadan faith feel difficulty in 
attending mosques to say their Jumma prayers, as the instructions 
issued ill the matter do not include them. Although inquiries made 
by Government in this behalf have brought to light no specific 
instance of hardship it is clear from the general trend of the reiioris 
received that it is desirable to issue definite instructions to ensure the 
enjoyment of similar facilities by all persons of the Muhammadan 
faith who have business with the courts. 

2. The Governor in Council accordingly directs that the instruc* 
tions contained in the circular letter referred to above should be 
extended to Muhammadans of all classes having dealings with the 
courts (e.g., employees, litigants, witnesses, pleaders and mukhtears). 
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An abnence from duty for one hour and a half on Fridays, normally 
between 12-30 and 2 p.m., should be permitted to them without the 
necessity for application for permission ; and where special circum-

Gn the other hand, the members of the District 
Board are determined not to take this insult lying down. In these 
cmumstances, instead of saying any hard words which I know will 
not move hard-hearted Meniliers or their hard-hearted Secretariea, I 
would appeal to the HoiTble Member in charge to try bis best to relieve 
the tension at Baukura. I would appeal to him to give up this policy 
of distrust and suspicion; I would appeal to him to give up this policy 
of unseemly interference with the domestic affairs of these self-govem- 
ing institutions, and I would ap|>eul to him to introduce in their place 
a policy of trust and confidence. Trust, I nee<l not remind him, alwaya 
begets trust ; confidence, I need hardly say, always begets confidence. I 
would appeal to him not to allow the fetish of prestige to stand in the 
way of righting the wrong which has been done at Bankura. I would 
appeal to him not to mistake the temper of the people at the present 
time. Speahing for the municipality which I have the honour to repre- 
sent in this Council, I am not ashamed to confess that we like to be 
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tniBted by Ooverninent, I am not ashamed to confess that we like to 
feel that we are being trusted by Ooremment in our efforts to improve 
the amenities of life for those whom we have taken under our charge. 
I am not ashamed to confess all this. But I will say at the same time 
that we will resent very strongly any interference sought to be made 
with our internal affairs. Time is coming when other and more 
imjiortant branches of administration will have to be made over to 
the people. Why then these petty pinpricks? I would ask the 
Hon’ble Member not to forget that he is an Indian; I would appeal 
to him not to forget what he is hurting and whom he is hurting; I 
would appeal to him finally not to be led away by his other colleagues 
in the Cabinet. If my appeal has no effect on the Hon’ble Member 
in charge, I appeal to the European block in this House not to make 
themselves unnecessarily popular by throwing in their lot with a 
member of Government who only the other day confes.sed to his life- 
long association with the Indian National Congress.

Mr. 0. W. CURNER. After the series of appeals which have Ireen 
made from the other side more reminiscent of a test match than a 
debate in this Council. I rise to explain a few points of facts which 
have not yet been acknowledged by the mover of this resolution and 
his supporters. Ihe facts which go linck to the formation of union 
laiurds in the district of Bankura are these: — 

In 1927 union boards were notified I think throughout the Bankura 
district and only came into work towards tlie end of that year. Their 
first financial year would lie 1928-29. Cnder the provisions of the 
Village Self-Government Act, as memliers are well aware, there are 
two types of taxes in union Iniard areas. There is first the old 
Ohaukidari tax and there is also a new fax for improvements under 
section 87 (b). Again, under another section of the Village Self- 
Government Act, the district board is empowered to give a grant to 
any union Imard which may merit it. Not only so, but there is a 
statutory’ obligation on the part of the district board to give a grant to a 
union board which may make a small .sacrifice in raising a rate under 
section 87 (fc) for improvement.s. Vnion hoards in the Bankura district 
in the first year raised rates to the amount of Hs. 17,000. I would 
ask the House whether this shows that the boartls function against 
popular will. Well, they raised this voluntarily and they looked to 
the District Board to cany out its obligation imposed upon the Board 
— whatever the personal views of the memliers may be — by the Tregi «l B- 
ture. But what did the District Board of Bankura do? They 
passed a contumelious resolution allotting rupee one for the union 
boards in the whole dietrict.

^casion to come into contact with him. He was Chairman of the 
Bankura Municipality ^r some years and was a popular chairman and 
has done excellent service as Chairman of the District Board, lie was 
hounded out of office, because he <lid not agree with the political opinions 
and the political conduct of the people of Bankura. 

.. f««nd has laid down the principle that the chairman of the 
district board has the right to take steps to see that his political 
opinions on public questions are given effect to. Would he concerle 
the same right to district boards other than Bankura?’ I tWnk that if 
the chairman of the district Iward attempts to enfoive his fuditical 
opinions on union lioards by executive authority, and if it is not 
palatable to my friends, they would be the first' to shout against him 
and come forward to announce that he had no business to abuse his 
power as executive authority to meddle with their affairs.

Motiofi for adjourimioffit of IN Butinoti of tho CoonoiL 

Or* BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: T l>e^ to move the motion that 
stands in my name, vi*., that the business of the Council be adjourned 
for the purpose of discussin^j^ the recent mill strikes near Calcutta, 
the situation thus created, the disturbances and consequent loss of 
life that have arisen in connection therewith. 

I must at the outset make it perfectly clear to the members of this 
House that I am not a Laliour leader, b^^us or real. I do not belonir 
to any trade union. I have not had any conversation before I put the 
motion for acceptance to the President. I did md have any conversa- 
tion with any Labfnir members except two of my hoirble friends. Mr. K. 
C. Ray (?haudhun and Muuivi Latafat Hossain, menilH^rs who have 
l)een nominated by (lovernmcnt to represent Labour in this (\>uncil. I 
claim that I, as a representative of the municipalities to the north of 
Calcutta wherein lie the mills which have now (dosed down on account 
of the strike, have a riffht to represent their jrrievances in this Council. 
I have represented this constituency not once, not twice but the meniliers 
of my constituency, 60 per cent, of whom are workers in these inills, 
have sent me here for the third time and have showm their confidence in 
me. I had the privilejre of knowing them intimately both in my proliNi- 
sional capacity and otherwise and I am aware of the life they lead in 
these mill areas, the suiroiindings amidst which they work from day to 
day. I know the mental outlook of most of these workers who look to 
their lot in life as a matter of kismet, who work there day in and day 
out without murmur and without grumbling. Therefore it is not only 
my privilege but my duty to put the whole matter regarding the strike 
before the membeiu of this House. 

There is another reason why I have brought this motion before the 
House. I as a memlier of the Congres Council Party have got an obli- 
gation, a duty to perform. Xow one of the duties cast on us by our 
pledges is to secure a proper adjustment of the rights of the capitalists 
and of the labourers inside the Ijegislature. A strike of this magnitude 
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is surely; an indication that there is a clash between the interests ol the 
employer and the employee. There are the demands of the Iftboniers 
on the one hand and the obduracy of the capitalists on the other. I know 
that in this fight the odds are against the workers. In this struggle I 
adinit capital has as much its own rights and privileges as labour. Ordi- 
narily speaking we outsiders should not lightly interfere in a dispute 
of this character unless it is in the interests of a higher objective, 
namely, to sroure peace and orderly progress. I have, therefore, in 
discussing this question framed four issues : — 

1. Has this widespread strike gone beyond the ordinary limit the 
ordinary form of trial of strength between the employer and the 
employee P Has it reached a stage at which the liegislature might very 
well claim in the interests of peace and good will that they should step 
in and say that this strike must end at the earliest opportunity and 
that a proper adjustment must take place in the relationship between 
capital and labour? 

2. My second issue is : Assuming for the purpose of argument that 
the mills are private concerns, have the public any right to insist on 
the demands of two lakhs of people being properly considered and satis- 
factorily met? 

3. The third proposition is: Is it not the Government’s duty to 
take the public into their confidence and to investigate the essential 
causes of the strike, to use their influence in removing these causes, to 
restrain those initially responsible for the strike and to prevent its 
recurrence? 

4. Has the action so far taken by the meinlierK of Government lieen 
such as U» indicate that there is a desire on the part of Government to 
gag, to curtail and to control the infant lalwur movement in the interests 
of the capitalists? 

1 admit that the causes of the strike involve questions which are of 
a complicated character. In a jute mill the workers are paid either 
according to the number of hours they work, or according to the amount 
of outturn they put in. in the course of « week. Bates also vary in 
different mill*. There are some who have workers working on one- 
shift system and othem who have a two-shift system. Sometime back, 
as I have ascertained from inquiries, the number of days on which the 
mills are kept open was reduced to four days a week. Besides the rates 
the workera r^ive a bonus which they call war bonus; they also receive 
what is called a cut bonus depending up<m the amount of work done by 
a p^cular labourer; they also receive a khoraki at the end of the 
wi^ obviously to compensate for the unemployed days of the week or 
enforced idleness of the labourers. Early in July the mills proposed to 
in^se their working hours from 64 to 60 per week. 'The wages 
cucttlated to be paid to different workers varied in different mills. The 
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majoniy of the miU wne«. I believe, agreed to pay an increased rate 
to the workers depending upon tie increased nniuberof hours and the 
mcrea^ amount of work done by them, but the majority refused to « 
prepot^onate increase in the cut bonus or to continue giving them a 
khoraki. The situation in the Barrackpore mill area is that a lonir 
chain of milb from Halishahar in the north to Garden Beach in the 
south are lying idle. They have closed down throwing no le« than 2 
lakhs of labourers out of work. There are no less than 30 mills in the 
area, of which as far as I have been able to gather, 3 are still working. 
I shall refer to these 3 later on. More than -M) thousands looms, it is 
relculated, are not working. I toured round my own constituency two 
days ago and it seemed to me that there was a calm in that area, a calm 
which IS seen before a storm. At a tonference held on Mondav in the 
Bhatpara municipal office Mr. K. C. Ray Chaudhuri, our * Labour 
member, is reported to have said that as President of the Kankinara 
Labour Union he gave notice to the mill authorities in May last for the 
consideration of the demands of the labourers. Dr. Miss Dus Gupta, 
Pres^ent of the Bengal Jute Workers’ Union, issued a statement on 
the 22nd July in the Press in which also she drew the attention of the 
mill authorities to the needs and demands of the labourers. These 
demands include the payment of cut bonus, a bonus proportionate to 
the extra 6 hours’ work which were demanded by them from the 1st 
July last. Their demand consisted in the continuance of the provision 
of the khoraki also. I do not for this moment refer lo the other demands 
which they have made, demands for higher wages, demand for more 
leisure and better housing and maternity lienefits and for aliolishing 
corruption, etc. These demands I understand have been formulated 
from tiine to time by r<atH)ur members of Parliament who have visited 
these mill areas. I personally interviewed a large numlier of the 
workers, not as a representative of the mill authorities, not as a repre- 
sensative of Government, nor even as a representative of Ulmur unions 
but I simply spoke to them as members of my constituency. I know 
them intimately and most of them tried to explain to me— although they 
looked very sullen— their point of view. I have already said that they 
insisted on an increase proportionate to the lionus and the continuance 
of the khoraki. They also suggested that in future if possible their 
wages, including the war bonus, the cut bonus, the khoraki and the rales, 
should be consolidated on the basis of the present method of paying by 
pi^ work, so that they might know what they are to expect from the 
mills from week to week for their labours. MThile they were narrating 
these grievances I could discern in them a spirit of grave misgiving 
which led me to suspect that they did not believe in the asonraaoes 
given them by mill managers. In fact some of them made it perfectly 
clear that they would ILke to have a written assurance from the 
authorities. I know that the mUl owners wonld pot forward the argn* 
ment that the khoraki was given at a time when the workers were 
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«!?”** working for 5* day. a week they 

mart not a k for khoraki. They «iy that although they are not incnni 
ing the cut bonu. every individual worker a. a matter of fact would

These are matters which raise very serious 
issues Here are the workers anxious to raise their wages and wrest 

roiii the unwilling hands of the employers what they considered to be 
their dues. 


1 T! sl'owW wabh with keen interest, perhaps such a struggle 

but should keep our hands off so long as the struggle is just and fair on 
Wth the sides. The Government can step in if there is any breach of 
fieace. If there is any, the Government should fake steps to consider 
who are responsible for such breaches of peace and who should be re- 
strained. Sir, the common law in every land recognises the place of 
justification for many actions that we do, and the motives that prompted 
^ese actions. Even a murderer gets the benefit under such conditions. 
Iherefore, in a matter like this one may pertinently ask, whether such 
action on the part of the officers of the Government, ns indicated almve, 
cannot be con.strued as one indicative of an undue leaning toward, the 
capitalists. The issue of restraining orders may affect the situation only 
superficially but undue exercise of them is bound to create an impression 
that they are devoted against the rising activities of the labour unions 
and against the formation of strong trade union bodies, which have 
l^me to-day a power in the land whence cometh the present rules of 
this country. Th« British officers of the Qoveminent connoi forgot the 
steps by which power in their country has greatly gone over from the 
Crown and aristocracy to the labourer, and the workers. Is it not a 
fact that any student of history if placed in the position of trust and 
power would utilise them for the purpose of avoiding a similar result 
in this rauntryP That is the situation which we are faced with to-day 
and which I ask the members of the Council to consider. 

I desire to bring before the House the events that happened on 
Tuesday last outside the Gouripore Mill area. I have tried as carefully 
as was possible to 

(Here the member, having reached his time-limit, resumed his seat). 
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Mr. R. B. LAIRDi Sir, it is perhaps unfortaiiate that the question 
of jute mill strikes has been raised in the Beni^l LegislatiTe Council, 
and it is to be hoped, in the discussion which is now taking place, that 
as little as possible will be said which will prejudice negotiations 
between employers and employees. 

In connection with these strikes, which have unfortunately spi-ead 
extensively during the past week, I wish to make a brief statement. 

In the case of certain mills in the Bhatpara district, certain demands 
were put foiward, and these demands, after some demur, were met in 
full by the Managing Agents concerned. A notice to this effect was 
posted on the mill gates, but in spite of this the workers have up to now 
not resumed, and the position, so far as these particular mills are con- 
cerned, is in the nature of a deadlock. 

At practically all other mills which have gone on strike during the 
current week, cei-tain adjustments were made after the mills went on 
to extended working hours, but since the actual strikes no demands have 
been made by the workers. So far as my information goes, no grievances 
or demands have lieen put forw'ard, and the workeii§ having ceased to 
operate, negotiations of any kind have l)een made practically impossible. 

This is certainly the case with the particular group of mills with 
which I am concerned, three of which are on strike. At these mills no 
demands of any description have beeen made, and in the absence of 
female workens, who were undoubtedly intimidated, we had no option but 
to close down. 

This intimidation of female worket-s is in the nature of a new depar- 
ture 80 far as these strikes are concerned, and as the mills must have all 
departments running if manufacture is to continue, it is obvious that 
under these conditions the mills must eventually close down. 

At the meetings which have been held and which are still being held 
in the various districts, the women have been told that in the event 
of returning to work, they will be molested in various ways, both on 
entering and leaving the mill compounds. 

In diwussions -which I have had with various sections of labour it has 
been indicated to me in very plain language 

(/) that the operatives wish to work ; 

(2) that they are contented with wages paid; and 

{ 3 ) that they have no demands to put forward; 

but that owing to outside interference in some shape or other, they are 
being prevented from working. 

That, Sir, is tl»e exact state of affairs not only in Titaghur district, 
where there is a population of over 60,000 people, but it is also the 
position obtaining in other affected areas.

supply of water; and 
i6) supply of electric light. 


Dealing with the first question, vir., the situation of the mill, it is the 
case that the cost of living in the Calcutta area is higher than is the case 
20 miles either north or south of Calcutta. At practically all of the mills 
outside Calcutta, workmen’s houses are provided in several cases free of 
charge, while there is in certain congested districts, owing chiefly to 
lack of space, verj' little in the way of accommodation provided. This 
of course, means that the workers have to find their own quarters for 
which rents have to be paid, and the result is a higher rate of wage. 

The water supply is likewise a most important point, and at roost 
mills this is provided free and in unlimited quantities to the workers. 

In this connection an incident oocurred the other day when those 
responsible for the intimidation of women were not satisfied with their 
efforts, and made a determined effort to bring out the boiler house 
workers and firemen. Thero employees explained that if they ceased 
work, the supply of water in the bazaar would stop, and this had the 
immediate e^ of these particular workers being left in peace to 
attend to their respective dntiee. 
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There are various other phases in connection with the demand for 
Standardisation of waffes, too numerous to go into in detail, and mv 
object in raisinf? this question is simply to illustrate how impossible the 
proposition is. 

While on the subject of wages, there is another curious feature in 
connection with the present strikes, and that is the refusal of the workers 
to take payment of the money due to them. 

At Titaghur this morning we had all in readiness for the distribution 
of wages, but nobody put in an appearance. I leave this House to draw 
their (wn i^onclusions as to why this state of affairs obtains, and as to 
how the unfiirtunate workers are managing to carry on. Sir, it is my 
opinion that it is a case of absolute intimidation. The present strike, to 
my mind, as also in the opinion of all members of the Indian Jute Mills 
Association, is not in the true sense of the word a trade dispute, but a 
strike engineered by outside interference. 

One publication issued yesterday explained exactly the commercial 
aspect of the strike so far as buyers of goods are concej'ned. 

6-30 p.m. 

Sir, T am convinced that the jute mill worker generally is a content- 
ed person and that, if not interfered with, is likely to remain so. 

The Managing Agents have l)een accused of being reticent in con- 
nection with the present .strike, and for not explaining to the public 
what the actual state of affairs is. Sir, the general public know as 
much as we ourselves do, and until such time as the workers actually 
resume operations, I fail to see how any fresh light can l)e thrown on 
the position. 

As Chairman of the Indian Jute Mills Association, I can inform this 
House that the Managing Agents of the mills on strike are paying, as 
they always have been willing to do, correct proportionate increased 
remuneration for the extra hours worked. I would also mention that 
khoraki has never been stopped. 

So far as working hours are concerned, it may interest the House to 
know something about the actual position in the mills. Although the 
machinery actually runs 60 hours per week in single shift mills and 120 
hours per fortnight in double shift mills, the actual hours of individuals 
are not to this extent. There afe sufficient extra hands employed to 
permit of intervals of rest to practically all workers. So far as single 
shift milts are concerned, labour in actual practice does not work more 
than 10 hours per day, while with regard to double shift workers, 
females never exceed 9 hours per day, i.e., 36 hours and 46 hours in 
alternate weeks, and eve^ third week hardly average 8 hours per day 
for four or five days as ^e case may be. 
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regard to male labour in double shift mills, the hours ar< 
naturdly somewhat longer, but do not exceed 44 hours in a foui^lay and 
54 howm in a fiviniay week. 

Surely, these hours of labour in l>oth systems of work cannot in any 
way be termed excessive. ^ 

A statement appeared in the newspapers the other day, issued bv 
Miss Pi-obhabati Das Gupta, which dealt with the question of wages and 
the complexities of details in connec^tion with how the various wages of 
the different wrorkers are made up. It is surely sufficient to say in this 
connection what I have already said, namely, that the Managing Agents 
of the mills on strike aie paying coriect pro]H>rtionate incieased remu* 
neration for the extra hours worked, and I feel certain that if theie art 
cases where wages are slightly out of pro|K)rtion, this is a matter 
which can be very easily rectified on the management being asked to do 
so. Our trouble so far has fieen the total absence of hona fide grievances 
on the part of the workeiw. ami this House will, I am sure, readily admit 
that unless negotiations are possible as l>etween employers and employees 
that misunderstandings are Imund to obtain. 

In the article referred to, the question of maternity Ivenefits is raised, 
and I have no hesitation in stating that such benefits are paid by cer- 
tain Managing Agents. I am also quite sure that in the event of other 
Managing Agents Wing approached in this connection, that any requests 
for maternity lienefits are almost certain to receive favourable consi- 
deration. At several mills I know of, clinics in charge of qualified lady 
doctors have l>een started in recent years, and I can also assure the 
House that further progress in this connection is now Wing made at 
various other mills. In these clinics, as in the case of mill dispensaries, 
treatment and medicines are given free of charge, and at one particular 
clinic, with which the Company I represent is concerned, the daily attend- 
ante figures are not only very laige but are increasing. This particular 
cHnitji I refer to has now Wen in operation for the past 7 or 8 years. 

Mr* JOCESH CHANDRA GUPTA: Sir, in order to understand the 
strike situation in the jute mills, we must understand what is meant by 
the single shift and the double shift system, and what diffetence it 
makes to the workers. In the single shift system, a laWiirer works for 
11 hours a day from 5-80 a.m. to 11 a.m,, i.e., hours, and again from 
1-M p.m. to 7 p.m., i.e., another 5J hours. The labourers in a single 
shift mill worked before the 1st of July for 11 hours for 4 days, and 10 
hours for another day in the week, i.e., 54 hours during one week. 
According to the double shift system, which varies in different mills, 
the mills run for ISJ hours, the full time allowed under the Factory 
Rules. In these mills, the labourem work for 9 to 9J hours a day for 
four days in one week and five days in another week, alternately . Under 
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the single shift system, 6 men are employed per loom on an average 
while under the double shift system 9 men are employed per loom on an 
average. So, the average number of workers employed under the single 
shift system per thousand looms works up to 6,000, and under the double 
shift system to 9,000. Therefore, Sir, when there is a conversion of a 
mill from a double shift to a single shift system, one-third of the workers 
are sacked. It will also appear that according to this calculation, if 
justice is to be done to the workers, they ought to be paid under the single 
shift system times the wage they get under the double shift system. 

Sir, it has Vieen said that the niill-owners are not aware what the 
demands of the workers are and what their difficulties are. The diffi- 
culties can be understood if we go back to the fart that some time after 
the Oieat War-^ince 1920-the mills have been steadily reverting 
from the double shift to the single shift system, and the result of it has 
lieen that the wages of the workers have lieen reduced The workers 
have also been deprived of their employment, because a lesser number 
of men has been required, and when unemployment increases there is a 
corresponding decrea.se in wages. Bribery and corruption also increase, 
as a result of the efforts made by those who want to retain their service 
in the mills. Therefore, it is very well known that a strike occurs when- 
ever the niill-owners revert from the double shift to the single shift 
systeiu. 

I may also tell the Hou.se how the influential group of jute mills 
which are memUrs of the Jute Mills Association, have worked in the 
past. .^Km after the War, the mills not only liegan to revert to the 
single shift system but also to restrict the hours of work and pi-oduction 
in order not to give up their profit. The mill-owners of the group of 
mills which are memliers of the Association further decided that they 
would not increase the numlair of their mills, or looms, or spindles. 

« hen new mills were started by people who did not belong to the 
Association, they found that it was no use trying to restrict their pro- 
duction, and therefore they have now reverted to the single shift system 
and increased the hours of work from t»4 to 60 per week. They now pro- 
pose to employ only 6 men where they used to employ 9. but there 
has not been a corresponding increase in the salarj-. That is the real 
reason liehind this strike. Of course, the question of khoraki and “ cut ’’ 
iKinus is also very important. Sir. only one thing will illustrate the un- 
fairness of the bonus. By increasing the time from 54 to 60 hours, they 
are increasing the numlier of pieces by one, though they are not paying 
the bonus. Though they are getting 10 pieces in place of 9 they are 
not paying the bonus which they paid even for 9. This was clearly 
detected by the workers when, in the Jagatdal group of mills 
the workers started their work, and, after three weeks’ work, when they 
went to collect their wages, they found that in spite of the extended 
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boars df woi^ they were paid laas than they used to get before* So this 
strike aitaatioii is not, as Mr. Laird wants this House to believe^ the 
work of outside interference. The strike is clearly the result of a policy 
that is being pursued by the jute mill-owners in ortler to keep up their 
profit. The jute mili^owners are reverting from the double shift system 
to the single shift system ; and, as I» have already said, it puts out one* 
third of the employees out of employment. It is well known to this 
group that there is chronic unemployment in the jute mill area of 
about 60,000 workers, whereas the total jute mill w^orkers in the area are 
between d, 40, 000 and d, 70, 000 men. It is rather surprising that 
Mr, Laird has said that they are not aware of the demands of the 
workers. They are very well known. First of all as a result of this 
re%'ersion from double to single shift system, there is insei'urity of 
service, as the number of uneinploved men averages alK)ut a f‘iore. Then, 
a lal)oureit is dismissed without any notice when he has not satisfied either 
a sardar or a mill assistant, because it is known to the mill authorities that 
there is plenty of unemployed men on whom they can lay their hands. 
Therefoi’e, Sir, the real — the greatest — reason of this restles.sness amongst 
the workers is the insecurity of service. They get a month's pay in lieu of 
notice, or an inquiry in cases of gross misconduct. If that is their de- 
mand, I do not think every impartial man, who does not want the workers 
to be simply at the men*y of their employees, will say that this is not a 
reasonable demand. Taking advantage of the unemployment consequent 
upon a reversion to the single shift system from the double shift system, 
they levy undue fines for the least bad work. In some cases they have 
fined even one rupee. 

Further, there is bribery and corruption rampant in all the mills. 
The unemployed labourers in order to get employment have got to pay 
from Rs. 10 to Rs. 50 to the sardars, and, after they get into service, 
they have to pay the sardars ever>’ month a contribution of eight annas 
or a rupee, in order to retain their service. This latter sum is shared 
with the l>abus, if not with the mill assistants. This is a grievance 
which is well known.

Then, there is the question of corporal punishment and the question 
of low wages generally. These workers demand a reduction of hours, 
and they demand 8 hours’ work a day for 5| days. That is, however, a 
matter which can be adjusted mutually. Then, Sir, the main agitation 
amongst them is not to revert to the single shift system where double 
shift system prevailed and we know that at least in the big milli at 
Bowrria and Fort Gloucester, where really the fight started, the trouble 
arose not on account of outside interference, but on account of reversion 
from the double shift to the single shift system. There was the shoot-

Tllft Hon'Mft Mr. M. C. MeALPIN: The situation is eomplirated by 
three factors; — ' 

First the basis on which waires for certain classes of workers, parti, 
cularly weavers, are calculated is somewhat abstruse to persons 
not immetliately connected with the jute industrj-. 

Second, the mills work on two different system, the single shift and 
the double shift system. 

Third, m the great majority of stoppages no statement of grievances 
has been put forward by the workers themselves. 

Ut me just account the salient features in the development of the 
trouble. The first sign of trouble arose in the Bhatpara area in the 
Alhance-Craig-Waverley Mills group and the Megna Mills. What 
happened here was that the weavers refused to go on to the CO hours’ 
week on the terms which had been <le<-ided on by the management. The 
workers did not strike, they worked on the old system but on the expiry 
of o4 hours in the week they refused to work any more. This continued 
till the 22nd July, when the weavers went into the mills, but it is 
reported they idled instead of working to their ordinary capacity. On 
the 22nd the management conceded the demands of the workers; but 
the workers carried on in the same way, and the management had to 
close down the mills. The closure was not a lock-out in the accepted 
sense, as the mill authorities. Government are informed, were quite will* 
mg to. take all the men back at any time, provided they were willing to 
Wdi'k on the orcliuarj’ stanclurdN. 

The first actual strike that was reported was in the Baranagnre area. 
This strike started on the 5th .Tuly owing to a dispute arising from tho 
grievances of a section of spinners. The men lesumed work on the 8th, 
but went out again on the 9th, and have remained out since. This 
strike, however, arose from a local cause but which was connected with 
the change-over to the sixty hours' week. It was not conneited with 
the strikes further up the river. The trouble which started in the 
Alhance-Megna Mills was confined to these till the lieginning of August. 
The first signs of the strike spreading were in the neighliouring Anglo, 
ndia Mills. In these mills the closing down was gradual, but on the 
2nd of August all the mills in this group bad closed down. In the 
meantime, trouble had broken out in the Sealdah area on the 29th July, 
but in the mills there, the strikes have been partial. One mill Hosed' 
down, started again, and again closed down. Another closed down for 
a very brief period, restarted and has remained running. South of 
Calcutta, two mills, Clive and Union South, went out, and a local die> 
pute led to a stoppage of the Hastings Mill at Rishra. At the begin, 
mng of this week many mills had to close. All the mills in TitagaHi, 
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Kliarfah snd Shamnagar closed, with the others in the Bhatpara 
Kankmara and ^alhatl area, which had not hitherto stopped work The 
position » practically unchanged. Soorah had to close down

and attendant suffering that has ari.sen out of the strike situation 
ui the mill areas. Sir. everybody in this House is aware that a few 
days ago there was a fracns between the strikers on the one- hand and 
a certoin number of unknown agents on the other. They have been 
de^ribed by Bom» as Pathans and otliers as milliards. I 

believe in one paper, which is not a Congress organ nor a nationalist 
pii^r, they are descri lied as milliniard.s. In any case, I think, the 
pubhe have a right to know whether these Pathans are really mill- 
guards or simply money-lenders with whom we are familiar in Calcutta. 
There is particular reason why one should feel disinclined to regard 
them as merely money-lenders and not as mill-guards. We find that 
trouble arose between these Pathans and the strikers from Jagatdal. 
The strikers from Jagatdal had gone to Oouripore to persuade their 
fellow mill workers there to join them. A fracas arose between them 
and the Pathans. 
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A tlNiea$ arose between the strikers from Jajratdal when they had 
gone to Gonripore and the Pathans who were prowling about there. 
Consequently there is no reason to belie%*e that there is any relation 
in the matter of money-lending between the Pathans and the workem 
from Jagatdal. Certain facts have been disclosed in the courts at 
Barrackpore, particularly in the evidence of an Inspector and a Sub- 
Inspector of Police which really lend colour to the suspicion entertained 
in certain quarters that these people were not really money-lenders but 
that they had some connection either as mill-guards or in some other 
capacity with the mill authorities. Whatever it is, Government ought 
to inquire into it and the public have a right to be satisfied regarding 
the real character of these Pathans. We know to our cost the 
unfortunate developineat that aiose in Bomlvay some months ago where 
a similar situation took place as a result of the fracas lietween the 
strikers and the armed guards employed by the mill authorities. I 
believe everyone in this House will agree with me that we have no 
desire that the incidents that iM'curred in Bombay should be repeated 
in and near about Calcutta, and for th^t reason it is necessary to take 
a prompt action with regard to this incident. 

One of the speakers — I think it was Mr, Laird — tried to make out 
that there was really no cause for the workers to go on strike; that the 
strike had l>een engineered by outside interference and that intimida- 
tion had been at work. Well, Sir, it is true that intimidation has 
lieen at work but the question is who is practising this intimidation. 
Are not certain njembers of the police resorting to intimidation? I 
think I can prove to any honest l>ody of people that the members of 
the jM)lice had been practising intimidation on the workers. It is no 
news to this country that whenever unfortunately there is a lalxiur 
dispute the agents of Government, the police, always side arith the 
capitali.sts. No wonder. We have it from Ix>rd Curxon that adminis- 
tration and exploitation must go hand in hand and this will go on 
until we are a free people. The hon’ble member who questioned 
whether there was a real, genuine, cause for a strike, himself made 
certain admissions in his speech which show that even according to 
him there are certain grievances. He said that in some of the mills 
the maternity benefits were not alloweil and if the Managing Agents 
were approached they would certainly remove that grievance. That 
was his own admission. As far as I remember, I did not catch his 
words properly, but he said if the Managi ug Agents were approached 
they would also rectify other grievances. So we have it from his own 
lips that there are certain grievances. 

The question is when did the trouble really start. I believe there 
are many members in this House who know that nearly eight months 
ago the trouble was brewing; the trouble was brewing mainly because

II. ; T. LAMS: Mr. President, my friend. Mr. laiird, has told rou 
that It ,s hi, cipinion that the present strike is not in the true sense 
of the word a trade dispute but is a strike which has lawm engineered 
by outside interference. He has dealt with the matter broadly, but 
with your permission. Sir, I will give details of the strike from the 
eginning .so that the House may understand and appreciate all that 
has taken place. It has been stated that the Jagatdal area is the 
nen-e centre of the present trouble. There the strike really started 
and from there it has spread to present dimensions. I am intimately 
connected snth the Jagatdal area as my residence was there until 
^ite recently, and as the firm with which I am associated are 
Managing Agents of four mills which have been frequently mentioned 
during the strike, these are Alliance, Alexandra, Waveriey and Craig, 
In additmn to there there are also the Megna Mills, Anglo-India Mills 
Md Auckland Mill. That group comprises the Jagatdal area and the 
Kankinarrah group is immediately to the north, the dividing line 
being merely a wall. These two groups have a total of 9,000 
looms equal to 60,000 workers and run practically in an unbroken line 
from ^th to north. Up to the time of the present trouble the worken 
were happy and content and relatione between workers and manage- 
™nt have always been of the beet. As everyone knows the change 
from 64 hours to 60 hours’ working is blamed for what has taken place 
but I hope to show that there have been and stUl exist other factors. 
Since 1921 the Indian Jute Mills have been running steadily at 64 
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hour, a week and the change from 54 to 60 hour. a. from Irt July wa. 
forced upon the mill, in order to retain for India trade which would 
otherwiee pa., to Dundee and the Continent, to India’s loss The 
increased working hour, meant a change in waires ..i. 

were intimated to the worker, in good time prior to the change^

weavers intimated that they had no desire to work five and^a half^davf 
on thycale of pay offered and stated they would not work more than 
54 hours per week as previously. They cleaned up their loomsZd 
walked out peacefully. There wa. no disturbance but thiy rXid to 
a e their pay tickets. The following week the same thing happened 
and alM during the third week. This applies only to wLver^lthe 
remainder of the labour being content to work the extra hour, and 

India and Alexandra had continued to work the full 60 hour, without 
any tn.uble. and it is important to note the weaver.’ wages at these 
nulls had l.ean calculated on precisely the same basis as at the mills 
where they had refused to work 60 hours. Auckland Jute Mills also 
had no complaint and no trouble. The complaint of the dissatisfied 
weavei. wa. that we had increased the numlwr of cuts net^essary to 
obtain bonus whilst they desired that the number should remain a. it 
was for 54 hours. For the benefit of those who are not acquainted with 
jute mill condition. I should explain that weavers in addition to 
their ordinary pay are given a bonus when they take off a certain 
numb., „t •cub,"^ -euf b.i»u 100 ,.,d. l.b, Bunu. t™” 

ry but we can take as an example a weaver who during 54 hours’ 
working took off 9 cuts. For this he would leceive say 12 annas in 
addition to his pay. On going on to 60 houw’ working he was asked 
to take off one cut more for the same bonus that is 10 cuts. It is a 
simple calculation. If a man can take off 9 cuts in .54 what shaU he 

i" the weavers objected to this 

additional cut and that was the origin of the trouble so far as Jagatdal 
was concerned. I have shown you that they worked peacefully for 
three weeks but only for 54 hours and had not taken their pay tickets 
^ring that time. On Monday. 22nd July, the Alliance, Megna, 
Wftverley and Craig weavei*8 i^turned to their work but did not really 
work, stating that they had been told to do only half their usual work 
for which they would receive at least Bs. 1-8 per day. That was the 
thinning of what has been mildly termed outside interference On 
the same day the Managing Agents of the mills affected had a meeting 
at which it was decided to meet the weavers’ demands in full. This 
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infonwtion wa* immediately telephoned to the mills. The satdan 
were sMit for so that they mi^ht spread the news to the weavers. This 
was done and in addition notices to the same effect were placed on the 
null satM. Notwithstanding this the weavers returned next morning 
and oontinned the tactics of the previous day. It was impossible for 
the mUls to nm in this way and they closed down at 11 a.m. I 
personally visited the mills and talked to the workers. They assured 
me that they were satisfied with what had bean done and they had no 
complaint to make and no further requests to put forward but they 
would not return to work unless on the hookum of their riikin, a 
Union which I may say was born during the strike and not to be 
confused with that run by Mr. K. C. Ray Chaudhuri. Alexandra, 
Auckland and Anglo-India were still running with a full compliment 
of labour and no titmble. This did not please those who were on 
strike, and w'hat has been termed “ peaceful ** picketing was openly 
indulged in with a view of getting the other mills of the district to 
come out, but during that week these mills continued to work. On the 
night of Monday, 29th July, peaceful picketing was carried to 
Alexandra txmlie lines by a mob who made dire threats to the workers 
of that mill if they continued to work. Result, next day Alexandra 
was closed, but the following day, Wednesday, they were not molested 
and work was resumed and carried on until 8 a.m. on Thursday, 1st 
August, when a mob attempted to enter the mill to ptevail u|K)ii the 
workers to stop work. The workers intimated that they would 
strenuously resist any such attempt, and in order to save trouble and 
possible bbiodsbed the Manager closed down the mill and it has 
iTiiiained closed. So called ‘‘peaceful picketing *’ wa.s then turned on 
Anglo-India Jute Mills with the usual threats and intimidation. 
Women were threatened with assault and worse which I cannot mention 
here, shop-keej>ers were threatened to have their shops looted if they 
supplied workers with food and life generally made very unpleasant. 
These methods prevailed and 4 Anglo-Indian mills closed down on the 
following day, August 2nd. Mills in the Kankinarrah district did 
not resume on Monday, oth August, due to causes similar to those 
already explained. Titaghur district were in the same position and 
have also l>een closed since Monday, the 5th. It should be noted that 
in regard to all the mills which I have mentioned only Alliance, Megna, 
Waverley and Craig have put forward any grievance or demands to 
the various managements. The demands of the first named have been 
met so there is no good reason why they should not be working, and 
the fact that others have put forward no demands show that they have 
no grievani^e and that they are content with new conditions and wages 
and we know that the great majority are willing to work if intimidation 
is stopped and protection provided. 

Now, Sir, the weavers of the Allianee, Megna, Waverley and Craig 
Mills have drawn no wages since Friday, 28th June, which means they

Many theories have been advanced as to the reasons for the present 
strike. Some of these theories are ludicrous, some have a {train of 
truth behind them, and some of them are perhaps true. 


Sir, one rumour, which is rampant in the mill areas, is that a large 
number of hessian dealers and speculators are manipulating the strike 
in order that the . price of hessians might rise and they might benefit 
by it. It is said in the market that the position of these hessian 
dealers was very weak before the strike, and many of them were on the 
point of collapse, but that, owing to the break-out and continuance of 
the strike, they have been able to recover and strengthen their position, 
and that the time for ending the strike will come only when they 
think it advisable to do so. i.e., after they have profited sufiiciently by 
the discontinuance of work in the mills. 


Sir, then there are others who say that this strike has been 
engineered really in retaliation for the Meerut trial. If you carefully 
consider the features of the strike, then you will be able to say to what 
extent this is true. 


Again, there are others who say that this is nothing else but a 
general strike, which will pervade all the mills in order that there may 
be a general reconstitution of wages, and that, although the workers 
in individual mills will come out with individual grievances, the 
strike as a whole will be kept up, until the grievances of workers in all 
the mills have been fully and adequately redressed. 

Sir, this last theory raises a very serious question. The first mills 
that went on strike, as we have been told, were the Baranagore Jute 
Mills. The remarks that Mr. I.<aird has made to^lay as regards the 
condition of the dispute in the mills at present do not affect the 
workers in the Baranagore Jute Mills. Binoe both Mr. Tsiird and the 
Honlile Mr. McAlpin wish that we ongiit not to say Ottything hote 
to-day which may prejudice negotiations, I imjf state at nucO for the 
information of tKis House that, having Approached both the mill 
manager and the workers concerned, there is no neffotiatioh SThAtso- 
eter between the employers and the employed to jeopardise. The 
isorkers of theae mills came out some time on the 6th of duly last As 
has tweh pointed out to this Honse, they went back to work on tiie 8Ui 
of Inly ihd they came out again on tlm 9th and 10th duly.

Can we then not request the Government to step in and see that the 
claims ^tween the two are adjus^P I think. Sir, that in those cases 
where there are no negotiations in progress, where the mill managers 
have stated that unless the workers go back to work they would refuse 
to listen to their demands, it is time for Government to step in, 
provided the Government is sure of the fact that the strikers have got 
a genuine grievance. I think. Sir. that a stage has arisen, at any rate 
in this dispute lietween the Baranagore strikers and the mill managers, 
when Government should step in and do justice. It is well known. Kir, 
that while on the one side there are weighty resources, on the other 
side the mill-hands will very shortly have to go back to work without 
having their grievances adjusted, or will go back home, or will take 
money from tbe money-lenders to such an extent that they will not be 
able to repay until their dying day. I would suggest* that in the 
interwt both of the employers and the employed the Government should 
step in before matters have gone too far. Sir. quite apart from the 
individual cases of the strike there are many other things which 
Govern^nt might rectify and consider this a suitable opportunity 
for iwtifying. : 

Is there any reason why arbitration or conciliation iMiards should 
not be formed in order that strikes between the employers and the 
employed may be adjusted P Government may say that they do not 
wish to interfere in the affairs of private employers, but where the 
private empli^e is so heavily weighted that it is quite out of the 
realm of an ordinary trade dispute, and has become a general menace, 
it is the duty of Government certainly to interfere and see that the 
arbitration of Government ia accepted both by the employer and the ' 
employed. 

Then. Sir, Government may well see that a uniform wage is paid in 
all the mills, due regard being had to those benefits that particular 
maai^ments may give to tbe workers. A uniform wage should 
cei^nly be paid, and this uniform wage should be a livings wage. 
Hiere should be uniformity of mles for the amelioraUon of the condition 
of ^ labourers in such matters as bousing, education, sanitation, etc. I 
MAmit that there it absolntdy no reason why Government thorfd not 


iftlen^e nt 8ti»g« tin 4iq»«t«.

Now, Sir, there is another jKiint which arose in the tH>urse of the 
daliate, and which, I am informed, is untrue — not in accortlanee with 
fact — and that is in regard to the increase of hours fixuii 64 to 60 and 
in the old system a worker could do 9 pieces, now he cun do nearly 10, 
and it is stated that the workers do not get any Wnefit for this increase. 
I have made inquiries in regard to that point, and I am informed that 
those who cannot conipleie the fabric will remain on their uim^hiiie and 
that they do receive the lienefit in the folhm*ing week. Therefore the 
allegation that they do not get pro|K)rtionate increased lionuses is not 
true. 


Sir, leaving details aside, what I am concerned with, and what 
everyone in this Council is concerned with, is anxiety that this strike 
should cease at the earliest possible inonieiit. I am all for Dr, Roy’s 
attitude that the workers should receive a just settlement. But 1 
think it is essential that the settlement should be made pt the %'ery 
earliest possible rnoiiieiit. When one thinks of what happen«K] rec^ently 
in Bombay, and when one thinks that also in our neighlmurluMid here 
there are 176 to 2tM) thousand people <mt of work, and that some 
little thing may hap{>en, some little arind may blow, that may set 
in movement some terrible catastrophe such as that hapiiened in 
Bombay, I say that wo should strive our utiiiosi to settle the strike as 
early as possible. Then, there is the loss, of course, that is brought 
about by this strike. One’s sympathy, of course, naturally goes to the 
wage-earners, and I understand that the loss to the hands is something 
like 10 or 12 lakhs of rupees a week. Now% Sir, I have listened with 
the greatest respect to Mr. Suhrawardy’s speec h and 1 think that it has 
more knowledge in it than any other. I suggest to Dr. Roy and 
Mr. Subhas Chandra Bose and Mr. Suhrawardy to use their personal 
infiuence in the matter and te try their very best to get the jute 
workers to go to the management and state their terms to them. The 
management say that the workers have not formulated their demand 
(A voics: l^at has been done)* That they are ready to listen to 
tfmir demands is a fact and they will listen to them as soofi as they 
are pieeented* I suggest that the first thing to be done in this strike 
is to take the workers to the managers
